Another Firm May Go In 


Fitzgerald Associates is revamping plans 
for fewer apartment units at 661 Main st., the 
present site of the Winchester Theatre. 

Atty. Henry F. Quill Monday night asked 
selectmen for support as Fitzgerald prepares 
logo before town meeting to rezone the site to 
an RB-20district. Quill represents Fitzgerald. 

Quill said the original plan was to build 112 
apartment units. 

He was accompanied by Nicholas Fit¬ 
zgerald and John Finamore of Fitzgerald 
Associates, and project architect Frank P. 
Orlando of Tedesco Associates, Inc. 

However, after meeting with the Planning 
Board, which was receptive, said Quill, 
Fitzgerald Associates wants to build "fewer 
units that will comply in all aspects” with the 
new zoning law. 

Quill said the apartment complex would be 
no higher than 45 feet. It would have a density 
of between 90-100 units and parking of 1.5 per 
unit. Overall open space would be "over 60 
percent," said Quill. 

Quill said there appear to be three options 
for the property: a Post Office, which would 
remove tax return to the town; a mini-mall 
which could include a McDonald’s and comes 
under present permitted use; or a housing 
plan. 

He said Fitzgerald Associates considered 
a condominium housing approach but 
because of a negative, economic market 
switched to the apartment concept. 

The apartments, he said, will be designed 
to "fill a real housing shortage in Win¬ 
chester.” He said residents want to remain in 
Winchester but are forced to leave because of 
inability to maintain present large homes and 
a lack of apartment housing. 

He said the addition of the housing on the 
site could "act as a catalyst for the center" 
improvement. "What happens here can 
determine the center's future.” 

Quill said the theatre land "is the largest 
single parcel in Winchester" available for 
apartments. 

Because of a short option Fitzgerald has on 
the property, Quill said, “time is of the 
essence.” 

He noted the Planning Board said, "They 
are under a tight time schedule.” 

He said they have petitions containing 400 
signatures “but we are restraining from 
using the signatures.”

The football gridiron at Manchester Field 
will be formally dedicated Saturday af¬ 
ternoon as the Henry T. Knowlton Stadium. 

There will be a short ceremony and the 
unveiling of the memorial prior to the start of 
the season's first home game.

Saltmarsh Jr. 

Invited guests will include Supt. of Schools 
William C. MacDonald. Vito A. Giarizzo, 
chairman of the Board of Selectmen; Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Allison (she is the only daughter 
of "Coach” Knowlton); Sharon and Scott 
Allison, grandchildren; Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Sweeney, Mr. and Mrs. Herman Jung, Mr. 
and Mrs. Vincent O’Meara, sisters of 
Knowlton and their husbands; and Mrs. 
James Pemaligan and Mrs. Martha Spencer, 
sisters-in-law. 

Game time is 1:30. 

The game pits the WHS Sachems against a 
Burlington team that has already played two 
games but is still an unknown quantity. 


Instead, as noted by Selectman Chairman 
Vito Giarrizzo, they hope to "piggy back” the 
K&B request for a special town meeting on 
Nov. 18. "If town meeting is not firmly set by 
Oct. 4," Quill said, Fitzgerald Associates will 
go the signature route and request a special 
town meeting themselves. 

Giarrizzo asked how the group could ex¬ 
pect support from selectmen with “no con¬ 
ceptual drawings." He asked if Fit¬ 
zgeralds Associa tes expected to ask for 
variances. 

Quill said no variances would be sought 
and Fitzgerald “will conform to the text of the 
zoning bylaw." 

Quill said test borings of the site were 
conducted on Monday, and Orlando said they 
expected to meet again with the Planning 
Board next Monday. A specific focus of the 
proposal preparation would be a fire lane, 
Orlando said. 

Selectman John Sullivan said he continues 
to be in opposition to multiple unit housing but 
noted that under the zoning by-law, town 
meeting approval would have to say yes or no 
to the RB-20 change. 

Selectmen William Chapman advised 
Fitzgerald Associates “to stick to RB-20 and 
work hard at it." 

Selectman Lawrence Smith asked Quill if 
other properties adjacent to the theatre would 
be included in their plans, such as the First 
National Store. 

Quill said the First National has not been a 
part of consideration by Fitzgerald. There is 
only one piece of land the group has con¬ 
sidered for purchase. This would be for 
parking, he said. 

Smith said he supported RB-20 when it 
came before town meeting for approval and 
be likes the idea of apartments in the center. 
“I would defer to Planning Board judgment to 
RB-20 across the street," he said. 

LIBRARY TRUSTEE 

Loretta C. Redding was appointed to serve 
on the Board of Trustees of the Winchester 
Public Library.

The Winchester School Committee 
Monday: 

—Restored two teacher aides at Wyman 
School, to the applause of the audience. 

—Established preliminary guidelines on 
busing (1 mile from borne to school for 
elementary children). 

—Voted $500 seed money to begin a 
townwide attitude survey on schools. 

—Generally opposed a Charter Com 
mission proposal to cut the committee 
membership from six to five, preferring 
seven members. 

—Established a policy to keep high school 
sophomores in school for the entire school 
day. 

The restoration of the teacher aides at 
Wyman came after lengthy discussion among 
committee members, School Department 
personnel and a group of parents from the 
Wyman district. 

The parents sharply disagreed with last 
week's committee action transferring the 
aides to Muraco School because Wyman 
enrollment is down this year 

The two new aides will be in addition to 
those transferred to Muraco. Cost to the town 
is $6,000. That figure is in addition to the 
$11,305 voted last week for a new teacher at 
Lincoln because that school's enrollment is 
up 

In essence, the committee voted to keep 
the aides at Muraco because an experimental 
program involving aides in the classroom has 
just begun and the committee wants to see its 
results. 

Chairman Stephen Parkhurst argued 
against the plan, stating that schools with 
similar low teacher-pupil ratios as Wyman

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will also ask for more aides. He quickly added 
that the department budget would not permit 
such additional aides. 

Committeeman Robert Frank attempted u 
compromise by moving that only one ad¬ 
ditional aide be hired for Wyman. Member 
Catherine Fallon congratulated Frank on his 
"political astuteness” but felt the program 
should resume as originally planned. 

Committeeman Richard Pharo said it 
would lie "unfortunate that a relative small 
sum of money be responsible for not getting 
this through." 

Following the unanimous vote in favor, 
Supt William 11. MacDonald warned 
potential other groups of parents that no 
similar programs will he added, lie called the 
Wyman program "on the border line” and 
said its purpose "is for exploration only." It 
will last the school year. 

Another much-talked about subject at 
recent meetings school busing — was 
partially on the road to resolution Monday 
when the board voted G-() to adopt Supt. 
MacDonald's recommendations when the 
school bus contract expires in 18 months. 

His recommendations are that the present 
limits of 1 mile for elementary and lb miles 
lor secondary remain. MacDonald said to 
change to miles for elementary would 
save four buses. 

Cost of one bus to the town is $9,000. At 
present pupils from four of the elementary 
schools are bused. Parkhurst has 72 <two 
buses). If the limit were changed to 1' 2 miles, 
only 23 would be bused and only one bus 

needed. 

Washington and Muraco Schools have one 
bus each. A longer limit would eliminate the 
need for any buses at those schools. Vinson- 
Owen buses 57. 

In addition, the town provides two buses 
for St. Mary’s, where 54 are bused. These 
would be reduced to 20. saving another bus 

Total number of pupils bused is 218 A 
change ol limits would reduce this to 43, 
cutting the number of buses from six to two. 

II the limit were increased to the state 
limit of two miles, virtually all elementary 
school busing would be eliminated, resulting 
in a large saving 

But Supt MacDonald recommended 
keeping the present limits in the interests of 
safety. In addition, he said to cut St Mary's 
buses would mean a long ride lor some 
children. 

He stated there will be no exceptions to the 
measurement formula (from the child's door 
to the bus stop i "except when there is a 
severe handicap." A separate committee will 
determine the exceptions. 

A change in the elementary bus limits 
would not have affected the junior and high 
schools' 12 buses 

Walkways short cuts — commonly 
accepted will also be accepted by the School 
Department in measuring a child's distance 
from school. Chairman Parkhurst said A 
committee will determine what's acceptable.

The Winchester Carton Corp., 50 Cross st., 
is closing its doors within a month, it was 
learned this week. 

The sales and marketing offices will be 
transferred to the Wilmington warehouse of 
the Carton Corp. The remainder of the firm's 
operations will go south. 

Economic factors were cited by Carton 
Corp. management for the move. Fifteen of 
its approximately 30 employees live in 
Winchester. No one from Winchester will be 
transferring with the company, according to 
President Henry Wischusen. 

Charles E. Mason Jr. of Brookline, who 
owns the land and building and rents it to the 
Carton Co., said he has a possible buyer for 
properly. He refused to say who. 

Mason said the land is under an agreement 
of sale but negotiations are still underway. He 
refused to state the nature of the prospective 
business. All he would say was the business is 
not similar to the Carton's operations. 

Mason is one of three stockholders in the 
firm. The others are President Wischusen, 
principal stockholder; and Bradford Jones, 
vice-president of the Carton Co. 

Jones told The Star the reason for the 
move is that the firm "has a more efficient 
operation down south." He said paper, the 
operation's primary resource, is cheaper in 
the south and construction and business costs 
are lower. 

“We are not going out of business." 
Production operations will be moved south 
and manufacture of the firm’s principal 
product—folding cardboard boxes—will 
continue. 

"It made more sense to manufacture down 
south and ship up here," V-P Jones said. The 
Carton's basic material—solid sulphate—is 
made in the south. 

The company is moving its Winchester 
operation to Eutaw, Ala. Largest market of 
the Carton Co. are fast food chains, Which use 
the carboard boxes for take-out orders. The 
Carton Corp. also makes such containers as 
popcorn boxes. 

Winchester Carton pays $8,450 a year in 
taxes. The land at 50 Cross street (two acres) 
is assessed at $52,500. The building is assessed 
at $83,800 for a total valuation of $136,300. 

V-P Jones was hopeful that another firm 
will move in. "Someone will probubly pick it 
up. There are definate prospects.” 


Other advantages to the southern location 
are ability to operate 24 hours a day, 
proximity to a railroad siding (not so in 
Winchester) and cheaper production costs. 

President Wischusen said he will remain 
as president and treasurer and will be making 
the transfer to Eutaw. Jones will not. 

The firm was founded by the present 
corporation in 1950 at the present Cross street 
location. Before the Carton Corp moved in 
the building was occupied by the New 
England Tannery. 

Since the 24 years of the'Carton’s existence 
in Winchester business has declined. At one 
time the firm employed 45 persons in two 
shifts. 

Apparently the proximity of the railroad 
line "one that’s not in bankruptcy" was a 
major factor in the move. “We could dearly 
use a siding," V-P Jones said 


Telephone Co. 
Expanding , But 
Not As Much 

New England Telephone Co. is cutting 
back on its plans to expund its Upper Main 
street equipment building "because of the 
general economic conditions." 

Woburn Telephone Manager Barbara 
Dcstinosaid the utility company will go ahead 
with the first floor expansion, which is un¬ 
derway. 

But, she said, a third floor addition to the 
building is being put off. The following is a 
statement issued by the utility relative to the 
Main street building at the corner of 
Hemingway street. 

"Because of the general economic con¬ 
ditions and their effect on the usage of 
communications equipment, we feel that we 
can provide efficient and reliable telephone 
service for the community by going forward 
with just the first stage of the building ad¬ 
dition u! this time. 

"This will Involve construction of a lateral 
first floor and basement portion to the rear of 
the existing building, deferring a third floor 
addition to the building until a further date. 

“The decisions were made in view of the 
diminishing customer demand due to the 
economy. We plan to pul the job out to bid to 
contractors in December, and construction 
should start in February.

Jobs 
shouldn't go begging in a State 
where there is an 8 percent 
unemployment rate. 

The Civil Service system is 

still in critical need of 
modernization" Archaic 

regulations anc/ inflexibility 
scare many qualified people 
from applying for public 
employment. 

It won't be easy changing the 
rules of the game. But if the 
politicians won't, then none of 
the taxpayers is going to want 
to play anymore.

EDITORIAL 

More Economy Needed 


The members of Winchester’s School Committee apparently are slow 
learners. 

At the last March town meeting the School Department budget was cut 
$100,000. Though a special town meeting in late June restored $31,000 to the 
athletic budget, the town meeting message was clear: cut the fat from the 
School Department budget. 

The message was clear to everyone but School Committee members. On 
Monday of this week the committee gave in to a small group of vocal 
parents from the Wyman School District and restored two teacher aides the 
committee cut last week. 

The aides were cut from the Wyman School because its enrollment is 
down (again) and the aides were needed at Muraco School. The committee 
last week made a decision of fiscal responsibility in eliminating a program 
that Is new this year and has been called experimental and exploratory. 
Such programs should wait until more economically stable times. 

But Wyman mothers went to work and started a campaign to restore the 
money. Only about $6,000 Is involved. But the overall plan includes $11,000 
for an additional teacher and aides at Lincoln School. 

The obvious course of action would have been to transfer the Wyman 
tildes to Lincoln. But the committee didn’t want to "disrupt” the teacher- 
pupil relationships already established and chose the easier course: spend 
more money. 

There Is probably sound argument for phasing out the Wyman School in 
the next few years if current enrollment trends continue (downward), and 
all Indications are they will. The Finance Committee last year suggested 
such a move. Rather than increasing staff at a school of declining pupils, the 
committee should be looking for ways to decrease the staff. The Wyman 
lower grades have adS): l teacherpupil ratio, the lowest in the town. 

The committee's action Is only symptomatic of an attitude that pervades 
most of its actions. The members are sincere and want the best for Win¬ 
chester’s schools. Their attitude toward spending is therefore un¬ 
derstandable In that context. 

Given the choice of making a sacrifice In favor of economy over what 
they feel will be a cut in educational quality, they always choose the former. 

Consider the committee's action Monday over a relatively small Item: 
purchase of a new color video tape recorder for the high school. Alternative 
was replacement of a present black-and-white sets. 

The committee thoroughly discussed the situtation with the audio visual 
director of the system and ended up agreeing with him that since so much of 
video programming these days is done in color then Winchester should go 
along with this greater "educational opportunity.” Cost of the new set is 
$910. 

The A-V director estimated cost of fixing up the present black-and-white 
recorder which the color set will replace as $200 to $300. Committeeman 
Robert Frank voted against the purchase In the interest of economy. 

But the other committee members Richard Pharo, Catherine Fallon, 
Robert T. Pritchard, Mary Pronski and Stephen R. Parkhurst went along 
with the recommendation of the School Department. 

Going along with School Department recommendations without ln-depth 
Investigation on its own seems to be tin; rule rather than the exception with 
the School Committee. Perhaps this Indicates the committee’s faith in the 
school administration. 

But the committee members are the elected representatives of the 
taxpayers, many of whom don't have children in the school system and 
deserve some consideration. Committee members are not the represen¬ 
tatives of the school administration. 

One of the committee's members, Mary Pronski, when she ran for the 
seat last March ran on a platform of representing the community. Her 
actions to date belie that platform. Nor do the other members show any 
Inclination of representing anyone but the parents of school children. 

Many people are being forced to move out of Winchester because of 
taxes. Close to 60 percent of all taxes go toward the schools. The town 
meeting has been adamant that the School Committee cut the fat and trim 
its personnel and programs. 

The town meeting spoke but the School Committee didn't listen. The 
members Monday actually had the temerity to suggest that they go before 
the town meeting for funding of a school attitudinal survey. 

Perhaps that's exactly what the committee should do. It would be the 
perfect test of the community at-large's attitude toward extra spending in 
the School Department. The town meeting attitude would be decisively 
against the committee.

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An Abundance Of Summer Squash

Help! Summer Squash is overflowing my 
pantry and refrigerator. If I don't start 
baking and freezing, I’ll never be able to 
make way for the wonderful autumn varieties 
soon to overflow the vegetable market. Such 
are the problems of a squash freak. 

After a weekend drive to visit New 
Hampshire country cousins in Contoocook, N. 
H., we came back laden with a bushel of the 
big tender home-grown summer straight neck 
variety. 

I am reminded of that bit of 17th century 
doggerel created by our colonial ancestors 
who ate a lot of native New England squash 
and pumpkin. 

We hove pumpkin at morning, 

Pumpkins at noon 

If it were not for pumpkins 

Wr should be undoon. 

Squash also highlighted that same golden 


end-of-summer weekend which we spent 
camping on the banks of the Pemigewasset 
River at the foot of the White Mountains. 

The owner of the campground located near 
Newfound Lake picked several varieties of 
his home-grown squash for a riverbank 
"squash fry" over an open fire as the late 
summer sun set brings a shiver of fall. 

Winchester engineer John M. Looney of 
Mt. Vernon St. who owns a summer home in 
the area dropped by the campground. 

Over a bowl of popped corn cooked with a 
struggle on the coals in a hibachi, he told us 
that the now clear "Pemi" river, a major 
tributary of the Merrimac, was polluted for 
decades. The closing of a pulp mill a few 
years ago has opened a beautiful un¬ 
discovered river for recreation. 

This simple recipe was among the few I 
tried although I ran out of recipes before I ran 
out of squash. Although the recipe calls for 
three squash, one large one can be substituted 
if it is over a foot in length.

Winchester welcomed the smallest 
number of new faculty members in recent 
years at the opening of school this fall. 

According to the School Department, only

Worker Program 
Helps Ex-Inmates 

The community worker program at 
Middlesex County House of Correction has 
assisted over 250 ex-inmates, according to a 
recent review of the program. 

Middlesex County Sheriff John J Buckley 
said over the last two years four members of 
his staff have been assigned full-time to 
follow up on the progress of inmates after 
they have completed sentences and have 
aided them in making the difficult transition 
hack into the community 

“Most prisons forget about the inmates 
alter they are released." observed Sheriff 
Buckley. "We don't. By having members of 
our counseling stuff available to help the 
inmate during his first few months back 
home, we feel we have a better chance of not 
seeing them return to prison." 

During the two-ygar review period over 
20(1 inmates were assisted in obtaining jobs by 
community workers.,Over 30 men received 
aid in locating housing from community 
workers 

"This is a far cry from four years ago 
when an inmate was given $1.50 and left at the 
Lowell bus station after he completed his 
sentence."said Buckley "We knew we would 
see them back at the House of Correction." 

All ex-inmates participate in the program 
on a voluntary basis Community workers 
contact inmates 30 days prior to their return 
to civilian life. 

After the inmate is released the com¬ 
munity workers are available 24 hours a duy 
to help the men The workers help the ex¬ 
inmates find housing jobs, drug treatment 
programs or obtain specialized training such 
as education and vocational placement. 

Very often, according to Dr. John O'Brien, 
the supervisor of the program, the com¬ 
munity worker functions as someone the ex¬ 
inmate can turn to if necessary during his 
first few weeks back in the community. Being 
trained in counseling techniques and familiar 
with the community resources, they are 
qualified to work on the mun's problems.

Sachems Open Season 
With 7-0 Win Over 
Defending Co-Champs

Coach Manny Marshall's 1974 Winchester 
High School gridiron machine opened its 
season with a 7-0 victory over defending co¬ 
champion Watertown on Saturday. 

The game was played al the home field of 
the Watertown Raiders. A large delegation of 
Raider rooters went home disappointed at the 
result. 

Watertow/i fielded a veteran-studded 
aggregation heuded by co-captain Art 
Bougoulas and quarterback Charile Laurie, 
who have been particular thorns in the side of 
Winchester—they provided the winning edge 
the past two seasons. 

Against this experienced team Winchester 
started two veterans, co-captains Pete 
Emery and Albie Cordicc,. 1 ' couple of boys 
with limited varsity experience. The rest of 
the cast was totally inexperienced. 

Due to an injury sustained last week the 
Winchester Sachems were without the ser¬ 
vices of Mark Cullen, quarterback, punter 
and passer. His spot was filled by sophomore 
Chris Gill, who did not even take part in the 
varsity's scrimmage against Arlington but 
who looked good in the junior varsity 
workout. 

Chris performed well under fire, taking 
over the signal calling berth. He also did well 
as a kicker. It now appears that he has earned 
himself a steady job with the varsity as a 
result of his performance at Watertown. 

There were times when it appeared that 
the Watertown Raiders could sweep down the 
field on the ground, hut instead they went to 
their passing game, which killed off rallies. 

At other times Watertown had fair success 
in the air only to be thwarted on the ground. 
Two costly fumbles were recovered by 
Emery and John Calarese. Sam Oliver and 
Mike Phillips chipped in with two telling 
interceptions. 

Watertown got in trouble early in the first 
period on a mediocre punt. Play wus almost 
entirely in the Ruidcr territory until Win¬ 
chester pushed down to the 10-yard line with 
only two minutes left to go in the game. 

This limited Watertown’s offense. The 
Sachem defenders were on the alert to break 
up offer jive drives. The potentially better 
footbull team came out second best. 

The Sachems scored the only touchdown of 
the game during the second period with Steve 
Johnis carring the ball across the goal. This 
was set up by a penalty against Watertown for 
piling on which moved the pigskin to the five- 
yard line. Johnis finally crashed over. Hill 
McGinty's soccer style hoot made the score 7- 
0 . 

Winchester threatened again just before 
half-time but Watertown's defense 
strengthened. Time ran out before the 
Sachems could get into scoring position. 

Half-time found Winchester ahead, 7-0, 
just the right tonic to provide needed spirit for 
this inexperienced group. 


The second half opened with the Sachems 
receiving The kickoff went to Donnie Hall, 
who has been out of contact work for nearly a 
month with a hand injury. 

He got off to a good start. Once underway 
he rolled along to the midfield stripe where 
thfi last Raider defender finally nailed him. 
This was just what was needed to keep 
Watertown in its own territory throughout the 
third period and the early stages of the fourth 
session. 

The Sachems pushed deep into Water- 
town’s end of the field as Steve Johnis broke 
loose for nearly 20 yards. The Raider defense 
tightened and the home team took over on 
downs. 

The Watertown offense ground out one 
first down on hard running by Bougoulus, but 
stalled out forcing a kick which ended up at 
the Winchester 45. 

The Sachem offense was blunted by an 
offside. Gill booted to the home team’s 14 yard 
line as the fourth period opened. 

The home forces went to the air for a first 
down and then moved out to the 44 on a spurt 
by Russ Everett. Mike Phillips killed off the 
rally with an interception. Winchester was 
forced into another punting situation as a 
reverse backfired for a 14-yard loss. 

Starting at his own 30 with less than three 
minutes left Charlie Laurie finally got the 
Raiders moving. A pass to Tom O'Hara gave 
Watertown a first down at the Winchester 42. 

Another moved the pigskin for a first down 
at 2H. On the next play a Sachem defender 
moved in last and dumped Laurie for a 12- 
yard loss. 

Two passes picked up a total of 20 yards. 
With the clock running out the home offense 
missed a first down by inches. Winchester 
took over the pigskin. 

From that point on it wus the Sachems and 
the clock which were both against the 
disheartened Watertown forces. The final 
whistle showed the Sachems on top by 7-0. 

It was a heartening opening day win by 
Winchester, giving them just the necessary 
incentive to move ahead. 

There were no outstanding stars, just a 
good team effort. Gill proved to be a find at 
the quarterback spot. Steve Johnis ran well 
during the second half. 

John Calarese and Pete Emery were tough 
and alert at the tackle berths. The big item 
was an overall improvement in desire and 
toughness on the part of every Sachem who 
played in the game. 

WHS plays Burlington here on Saturday. 
Against Burlington will he one new player, 
replacing one who is out for the season. Don 
Westwatcr has been declared eligible. Andy 
DeMars is out for the season as a result of a 
cartilage operation for an injury sustained at 
Watertown.

Macneill Takes Title Crown 
7-5, 6-3 Over Steve Hafner

After a lapse of three years, William E. 
Macneill of 18 Symmes rd., regained his 
Winchester Town Tennis singles cham¬ 
pionship last Sunday with a convincing 7-5, 6-3 
victory over newcomer Stephen Hafner of 412 
Glenn rd. 

Bill thus becomes the third most prolific 
winner of this coveted trophy first awarded in 
1930 to L. B. Freeburn. 

Herb Ross has his name on the cup the 
most times with 10 victories spanning 1933 
through 1947. 

Charlie Watson ranks second with eight 
wins from 1957 through 1964. 

He returned this year but was defeated in 
the semi-finals last week by the eventual 
champion. Macneill has won the title six 
times; in 1965, 1966, 1968, 1969, 1970 and now, 
in 1974. 

The championship match was a thrilling 
set-to in the first set. Hafner bolted to a 3-0 
advantage initially and later held a 4-2 game

But Macneill came on strong, breaking 
Hafner's serve in the eighth game after 
holding his own serve and then repeated when 
he had the serve for a 5-4 bulge. 

Hafner held on to tie the set at 5-all in the 
tenth game. 

But MacNcill got to 6-5 on his own service 
game and then broke Hafner at love for the 
first set. 

This apparently unnerved the runner-up. 
Macneill reeled off three straight games In 
the second set, lost the fourth game, but took 
the sixth game on Hafner's serve for a 
commanding 5-1 lead. 

Hafner fought back tenaciously, however, 
blasting through the next two games. Mac¬ 
neill was not to be denied the smell of victory 
in his nostrils and served out the mutch. 

This final was the last championship to be 
decided in the 1974 Winchester Town Tennis 
Tournament, begun September 14 and 
plagued with rain, which saw new champions 
crowned in all five divisions.

“The first floor addition is slated to be 
completed in the fall of 1975 and will house 
long distance equipment." 

Manager Destino said that when the office 
put in the request for the construction it was 
expected that the building would have more 
business than at present. 

Ms. Destino added that the third floor 
construction probably won’t be done until the 
late 1970s. 

The Winchester Building Department 
reports the total of New England’s estimated 
construction cost was put at $1.3 million.

Ms. Destino noted that the Woburn 
business office of NE Telephone, which 
serves Winchester, will complete transfer of 
its operations to Country Club Professional 
Building next week.

Selectman Chapman said he did not like 
the idea of Sherman reneging on his earlier 
agreement to be paid $175, but in the interest 
of getting the zoning law administered, he 
would go along with Smith. All voted yes 
except Dunhar who said he was against 
paying more. 

Giarrizzo directed Donnelly "to start 
looking for an alternate candidate” if Sher¬ 
man is not willing to work for $175 or accept a 
compromise increase. 

During discussion Dunbar pointed to what 
he termed “another problem."

MacDonaM said there will be other busing 
proposals under study other than the present 
set up between now and expiration of the 
current contract. One idea is to operate 
shuttle buses through town with designated 
stop off points. 

Earle C. Sherburne, a town meeting 
member from the Muraco district, pledged to 
fight the committee's busing plan unless it is 
fairly administered. He said he would push 
for a two-mile limit and thus cut all 
elementary busing. 

Sherburne at a recent committee meeting 
said Winchester School busing is riddled with 
favoritism, some areas of town getting 
preference over others. 

The committee unanimously approved use 
of the School Department mailing facilities 
for a committee undertaking a survey of 
parents after the board voted 5-1 in favor of 
granting the survey committee up to $500 seed 
money to get organized and underway. 

Committeemembers Fallon and Frank 
were insistent that if the survey is going to 
cost in the neighborhood of $3,000 or more 
town meeting should act on the funds. 

Fallon, in fact, said the committee should 
ask the selectmen to include an article in the 
warrant for the November special town 
meeting. 

She said an article would permit the 
committee to seek town meeting support if it 
feels it needs greater funding. The article 
could always be indefinately post¬ 
poned,snoted Cyairman Parkhurst. 

Committeeperson Mary Pronski opqosed 
the seed money. She said town meeting ap¬ 
proval of a Finance Committee transfer 
should be sought first. 

Parkhurst: "If we’re spending half of the 
town’s money (in taxes), and we are, a few 
dollars more to see if we are spending it 
properly is in order.” 

Many volunteers have been recruited to 
conduct the survey, noted survey chairman 
Joan Pelletier, and many others have con¬ 
tributed services for the survey. Fallon 
pointed out that the survey committee is 
getting free computer programming time 
which cost Wellesley under similar cir¬ 
cumstances $3,300. 

Pelletier, too, supported town meeting 
action. In view of community support for the 
committee, she said, town meeting approval 
is certain. 

The committee voted 5-1 in favor of an 
appropriation of up to $500 for the survey 
committee. Pronski voted no. 

The committee voted its approval of a long 
list of new audio visual equipment for the 
school system, including $900 for a color video 
tape recorder to add to the other video tape 
recorders at the high school. 

There were 20 pieces of equipment on list. 


The committee briefly discussed the 
proposal of the Charter Commission to cut the 
committee membership from six to five. All 
members except .Chairman Stephen 
Parkhurst opposed the cut. Parkhurst said hd 
felt six was just the right number, neither too 
large nor too small. 

Other members argued that five is too few 
for the considerable work of the committee. 
Fallon said a smaller number will reduce the 
number for a quorum and make it easier for a 
few to "railroad" things through. 

Pronski said she likes seven because it 
provides greater representation. 

Plans by the commission to outline in 
detail committee budget submission 
requirements came under fire. Parkhurst 
‘opposed early submission of the School 
Department budget to the town manager. 

“I don’t want to be told by someone else 
what our rules of procedure should be," he 
said. 

Frank said that the commission should be 
careful to make the document consistent with 
state statutes in order not to jeapordize the 
bonding ability of the town. 

Charter Cmsr. Ann Oppenheimer 
defended the commission’s proposals, calling 
them good budgeting procedure. She also 
defended publishing in a local newspaper 
budget details “so nothing will be hidden.” 

The committee opposed other suggestions 
from the commission on budget ad¬ 
ministration. 

The School Committee, after protracted 
debate with the high school principal and 
vice-principal, finally agreed that the high 
school administration should present the 
commizee with a plan to keep sophomores in 
school all day during at least the first quarter 
of the year. 

A wide-ranging debate touched on many 
alternatives to the committee’s final direc¬ 
tive. Principal Vicent Larocco opposed the 
committee, saying parents should decide 
whether their children should be permitted to 
leave school during first or eighth period 
study halls. 

The committee, three of whose members 
have sophomores in the high school, sharply 
disagreed and ordered Larocco to come up 
with a plan in time for the next meeting. 

The committee generally indicated they 
would like the students engaged in an 
educational experience during the study 
hours first and eighth periods when they are 
usually off campus, supposedly studying or 
learning. 

But some pointed out at the meeting that 
students are frequently engaged in other 
activities. “You should try to motivate them, 
get them involved," Pronski said. “You’re 
not going to do it by letting them stay home.” 

Larocco strongly disagreed, saying 
watching over them is custodial rather than 
educational. But in the end the committee 
won out and now Larocco must come up with 
a plan to either give the 65 sophomore 
students involved an educational experience 
during the first and eighth periods or give 
them a traditional study hall.

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Handicapped To Benefit 
From Laws Championed By 
Maureen Winn, MS Victim

At one time or another everyone has a 
period when all is going well, when one gets 
everything one wishes for. 

Maureen Winn of 10 West Chardon rd., 
terms this past year her "championship 
season for the handicapped." 

Maureen, a victim of multiple sclerosis for 
13 years, was instrumental in getting two 
laws passed which she says will greatly ease 
the lives of paraplegics and (juadrapleglcs all 
over America. 

Chapter 5211, in effect Oct. 12, provides for 
legal and secretarial staffs as part of the 
Architectural Harrier Board. This law is a 
supplementary piece of legislature stemming 
from two previous laws 

Last fall the Curb Cut Law was technically 
put into effect. This law states that whenever 
a curb is replaced, a slope for easy 
wheelchair maneuvering must be inserted. 

Maureen says, the “technically" should be 
emphasized because several times she has 
found curbs being replaced without the slope. 

In 1972 another law was passed This states 
that doors in condominiums, restaurants and 
all public buildings must be wide enough for 
wheelchairs and have grabbing bars in rest 
rooms. This law, also was paid little heed, 
according to Maureen. 

She feels that neither of these laws were 
implemented to the dearth of a legal counsel 
and a secretarial staff for the handicapped 

With Chapter 5211, a legal staff, part of the 
attorney general's office, and a secretarial 
staff to advise towns of existing laws, part of 
the Department of Public Safety, w ill back up 
all legislature for the handicapped. 

This Architectural Barrier Board, a seven 
member board with at least three han¬ 
dicapped members, is the "strongest piece in 
the country," said Maureen proudly. 

Her second object of pride, the Id million 
dollar handicapped housing bill sets up a 
bureau for handicapped housing within the 
Department of Community Affairs. 

It allows different types of housing for the 
disabled. Instead of only one-bed apartments, 
there will be facilities for families. Also, 
persons in a larger salary range will be 
permitted to reside in these complexes, in¬ 
stead of confining participants to those in low 
income brackets. 

Maureen gives much of the credit for the 
bills’passing to Sen. John Bullock, chairman 
of the Governor's Special Committee on 
Handicapped, who provided a lawyer from 
his staff, Bob Smith, to help draft the bills. 

They were "the best written bills,” I 
heard, said Maureen. The senators and 
representatives who frequently helped her up 
the ramps to the state house were also "part 
of the bills' passing," she said. 

Maureen is fast receiving more political 
experience The Massachusetts Council of 
Organizations of Ilandicppcd, a coalition of 20 
groups, appointed her legislative chairman. 
This required her to testify to and follow up 
every hill submitted regarding the han¬ 
dicapped. 

Not totally satisfied with Chapter IH2, 
which provides five percent of any senior 
citizen project for the handicapped, Maureen 
spoke excitedly of a new project started at 
Boston University called the Boston Center 
for Independent Living. 

She explained the Massachusetts 
Rehabilitation Commission put up the seed 
money for this project, which has nothing to 
do with Boston University, although the 
school did provide space and a staff. 

The five double rooms will first be given to 
Boston University disabled students, then to 
any handicapped college student, thirdly to a 
handicapped working person, and lastly to 
any severely disabled person. 

Maureen calls this an "alternate choice to 
a nursing home.” Residents will be "part of 
the regular dorm life, lint will have the 
necessary care four hours a day," 

She considers the project In be a transition 
type of living arrangement which would help 
the disabled cut down on attendant cure and 
later live in their own apartments with at¬ 
tendants trained by themselves. 

The independent living center will even¬ 
tually be self sustaining through its residents' 
rent. There is one person living there 
currently, and the manager who is also 
disabled. 

Light more persons, some of whom will be 


interviewed by Maureen, will be accepted to 
the quarters, but will be "phased in over a 
two-week period." 

Maureen spends 20 hours a week at Boston 
University as coordinator of Disabled 
Students Services. She gets readers for blind 
students and volunteers to push immobile 
students to their classes. 

There is only a small group of disabled 
students at Boston University due to the 
school's many stairs and inaccessibility for 
wheelchairs, she said. 

Her schedule also includes studying for 
her bachelor of arts degree in public and 
community service at University of 
Massachusetts, I’urk square, Boston. Her 
work in legislature for the handicapped will 
help cut down the time needed to secure her 
degree, since It will act as a substitute for 
organized classes. 

Maureen's contact with handicapped 
students has led her to be active on the Boston 
University Committee on Handicapaped 
Students (BUCKS) and the Inter-Campus 
Committee for Handicapped Students (IC- 
CHS). 

Her other activities include being a 
member of the Governor's Special Com¬ 
mission on the Handicapped, through which 
she was sent to Washington for a National 
Paraplegia Foundation convention. 

She is a member of the board of directors 
of Massachusetts Council of Organizations of 
Handicapped; the board of directors of the 
Association to Overcome Multiple Sclerosis; 
the board of trustees of the Massachusetts 
Chapter of the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society; and the Patient Service Committee 
of the Massachusetts Chapter of National MS 
Society 

She is also chairman of Legislative 
Committee of Massachusetts Chapter of 
Nation,'ll MS Society and the Massachusetts 
Council on Specialized Housing. 

Maureen said the biggest problem of those 
afflicted with multiple sclerosis is that their 
more mobile fellow human beings are not 
aware of their problems. 

"It is not a mutter of not caring," she 
continued 

She explained that a big help to the ban 
dicuppcd would be for the rest of tile 
population to keep their eyes open when a new 
building or street is built, to see if a han¬ 
dicapped person could easily use it 

As she contemplated this past year of 
activity and success, she leaned buck and 
smiled contentedly. "It's been a hell of a 
year!"

Standing committees of the town meeting 
should be established for a belter balance of 
power among flu* Hoard of Selectmen, the 
School Committee and the town meeting.

Board Wins Case, 
Troop May Appeal 


Winchester 
Voters Face 
8 Questions 

Winchester voters will face eight ballot 
questions at the state general election in 
November. 

Every registered voter in the state will 
receive a 27-page pamphlet summarizing the 
six statewide questions. 

The office of the secretary of the com¬ 
monwealth will mail the pamphlets to every 
voter. It is the longest summary ever put out 
by the office. 

The eighth question is appearing on 
ballots in communities in three state 
senatorial districts, including Winchester. 
This question is advisory in nature. 

The voter will be asked whether the state . 
senator representating this district shall be 
directed to approve a resolution to be in¬ 
troduced at the State House calling on 
Congress to provide amnesty for Vietnam 
War rcsisters. 

Those responsible for heading the 
signature drive in Winchester and surroun¬ 
ding towns give the question a 50-50 chance of 
passing. 

The following are the six statewide 
questions: 

1. Permit the legislature to recess for 30 
days at any point during its regular sessions. 

2. Cut the size of the 240-member House of 
Representatives by 80. 

3. Permit state grants-in-aid either 
directly to colleges and universities or in¬ 
directly through students. 

4. Provide for use of highway funds ac¬ 
crued through the state's gasoline taxes for 
mass transit. 

5. Create a five-member corrupt practices 
commission to look after candidates and 
political campaigns and tighten the stale’s 
election laws. 

6 . Direct the legislature to approve a 
reorganization of the state's medicaid and 
health-services program under a single 
cabinet-level ageney. 

Questions 2 und 4, which have appeared on 
Massachusetts bullots in the past, appear to 
have the highest voter interest. Passage of 
the House-cut question is likely in view of past 
voter preference. 

Backed and pushed by the League of 
Women Voters, Question 2 needs just this 
final authorization from the public to become 
law. The legislature in 1975 would then begin 
the arduous task of reducing its number by 
one third — from 240 members to 160. 

The legislature that year will be required 
to redistrict in order to cut its membership. 

The question to divert part of the gasoline 
fund to mass transportation again faces 
strong opposition, particularly from groups 
who say the question is a means of bailing out 
the MBTA. 

Proponents of the question contend ap¬ 
proval would simply remove the existing 
barrier to using the highway fund for projects 
related to transportation, other than roads. 

The legislature would have to authorize 
use of the gasoline tuxes for mass tran¬ 
sportation. 

There has teen little if any expressed 
opposition to the other two proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendments — grants-in-aid and 
legislative recess. 

The sixth question is advisory, intended to 
give the governor and the legislature an idea 
how the voting public feels on the subject. It 
was placed on the ballot by Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent after the legislature twice refused to 
pass his reorganization of health services. 

The legislation would affect about a third 
of the state's $3 billion budget. The question 
summarizes in one sentence Sargent's 200- 
page proposal. 

The other five statewide questions are 
binding. 

Voters will begin receiving the 27-page 
pamphlet later this month. 

The seventh question on the ballot deals 
with alcohol: Shall the town vote alcohol 
licenses for private clubs, veterans 
organizations and other similar establish¬ 
ments? The town docs so at present. If the 
question again passes this year it will be 
dropped from the ballot at the next and 
subsequent state elections. 

Two other liquor questions—shull the town 
license package store? and bars—no longer 
appear on the ballot because a new luw two 
years ago stated that if a town or city voted 
three years the same way, the questions 
would be dropped. 

They used to appear on the slate ballot 
every two years. 

At the last state election in 1972 there were 
10 ballot questions.

In addition. Quill told the selectmen, the 
height of the apartment building—42 feet— 
will be three feel lower than the theater. 

A two-thirds vote of town meeting is 
required to change the zoning of the theater 
site from business to apartment residential.

number of units, parking spaces, percentage

Members of the Planning Board asked 
Quill and Fitzgerald it it would be possible to 
include in the building site either of the two

The answer was no because of the costs 
involved. Planning Board consultant John 
Brown indicated his desire the building be set 
further back. 

Quill said about the gasoline stations that 
people will make esthetic sacrifices in order 
to rent at the theater building and stay in 
Winchester.

Housing For 
Lincoln Site

A plan for a seven-building complex 
containing a community center und 04 units 
was shown the Winchester Housing Authority 
Monday for Old Lincoln School. 

Housing authority members expressed 
assurance that the state Department of 
Community Affairs will fund the project. 

Chairman Mary Murphy said Ann Hooker 
of Community Affairs advised WHA to con¬ 
tinue its plans for use of Old Lincoln for 
elderly housing. “She said they will wait for 
us.” 

WHA’s architect showed the authority 
members present a preliminary plan which 
locates the buildings between Nelson and 
Washington streets. 

Five buildings would have 12 units each 
and one building four handicapped units. A 
separate community center building would be 
on the site. 

These plans will likely change, however, 
since the authority members intend to discuss 
the floor plans and other aspects of the 
proposal with the Council on Aging und 
handicapped persons. 

The scheme preferred by the architect 
calls for demolition of the school and con¬ 
struction of all new buildings. Another 
scheme calls for construction of four new 
buildings and keeping the old school. 

"It appears it will be more costly to 
renovate that building than go for all new 
units," architect George Phillips of Edward 
Sears Read Assoc, said.

The attorney representing former 
treasurer and collector Marguerite H. Troop 
said he will seek to overturn last week's court 
action dismissing her suit against the Board 
of Selectmen 

Atty. Thomas O'Keefe said lie has two 
courses of action: make a motion in Superior 
Court to overturn the finding of Judge Robert 
II. Beaudreau or appeal to another court. 

“I'll probably do both," O'Keefe said. The 
lawyer added that he will probably also bring 
a separate law suit against the selectmen, a 
civil rights action 

"I was distressed because of the time 
element involved," be said of the court's 
action. 

In dismissing Miss Troop's case without 
trial, Beaudreau said he read the depositions 
in the case and found “nothing to warrant an 
inference of threat, intimidation or duress by 
any of the defendants which affected her 
resignation." 

He added: "I find that her act of 
resignation was voluntary and legally ef¬ 
fective to cause severance from the office of 
treasurer-collector of the Town of Win¬ 
chester." 

Judge Beaudrcau's one-page statement 
concludes: "I find that the plaintiff was 
mistaken as to the powers of the Board of 
Selectmen in removing her from office, but 
that this mistaken belief docs not affect her 
voluntary written act of resignation of Mav 
20, 1974. 

"I find that her resignation ... was both us 
a matter of law and ns a matter of fact, 
voluntary." 

Beaudreau’s action was to allow a motion 
for summary judgment requested by Town 
Counsel Douglas A. Randall. Such a motion 
asks for dismissal of a case prior to triul 
because of a lack of evidence.

Wyman Enrollment 
Figures Disputed 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Your recent editorial suggesting the Town 
consider closing Wyman School because of a 
16 pupil decrease in enrollment was really 
outstanding — if you arc trying to demon¬ 
strate how far one can jump to u fallacious 
conclusion in the absence of factual in¬ 
formation. 

So, here are some facts regarding 
decreasing enrollments. They are easily 1 
obtained from the School Department by 
anyone interested in getting facts. Over the 
past three years Washington School has 
experienced the sharpest decrease (58 
pupils). Parkhurst and Wyman tie for next 
position with decreases of 32 and 33 respec¬ 
tively. 

Vinson-Owen is down 25 pupils during that 
period and Ambrose 14. Lincoln and Mystic- 
can only be considered for 1973 and 1974 
because of redistricting but show a decrease 
of 15 and 16 respectively for that one year. 
Noonan and Muraco remain fairly stable with 
Noonan showing a decrease of 10 for the two- 
year period and Muraco only one. 

Declining enrollments are a trend 
nationwide and it is ludicrous to conclude that 
we must close every school whose 
enrollments decrease. Further, many parents 
at Wyman and other schools do not choose to 
look upon decreasing enrollments ns a great 
plague of decline but rather as a welcome 
relief from the overcrowding we have ex¬ 
perienced for many years. 

Wyman used to be like the Old Woman in 
the Shoe we had so many pupils the School 
Department didn't know what to do. Our 
students were bused to Vinson-Owen, to the 
basement at Lynch and at one time a plan to 
send them to Parkhurst on foot was given 
consideration. (Perhaps it was all this that 
has made us vocal.) 

After having been in the "damned if your 
enrollments are up" position and now being in 
the "damned if your enrollments are down," I 
much favor the latter. So, I’m hopeful Wyman 
won't be closed now we never had it so 
good, in spite of the fact that our pupil-teacher 
ratio is not 19 -1, nor is it the lowest in town ns 
you erroneously reported.

Joe Froggers And Hobnails

Lively children all over Winchester hurry 
home from school, charge into the house and 
ask the same question: "What's to eat, 
mom?" 

A Noonan School mother of two active boys 
asked me if I had any “substantial" cookie 
recipes in my cookbook files of adapted old- 
time colonial recipes. 

I found a couple dozen, many seasoned 
with ginger, cinnamon, cloves and molasses 
and plumped up with raisins, currants, 
walnuts, dates and apples. Health food fan¬ 
ciers would approve. 

My cookbook perusal also reveals that 
New England cooks have a penchant for 
unusual names for their cookies: snicker- 
doodles, graham jacks, jolly boys, brambles, 
tangle breeches and 4 o’clocks. 

Although the recipe I found is too long for 
this column, I enjoyed the story about the Joe 
Froggers cookies. 

According to tradition, maybe apocryphal, 
these cookies were created by an old man who 
lived in Marblehead more than 100 years ago. 

When he was given a jug of rum, he used a 
little of it in the molasses cookies he baked for 
the donor. These cookies were very large and 
flat and somewhat resembled the frogs in the 
pond near his house. 

In very early day, the baked goods we call 
cookies were then known as hard gingerbread 
and biscuits. The only leavening agents were 
eggs, yeast, pearl ash, and saleratus (baking 
soda). 

The word cookie came along after soda 
and cream of tartar were accurately com¬ 
bined and sold as baking powder in the 1860s. 


This recipe for hobnails was adapted from 
an old recipe at the Bake-House in Sturbridge 
Village. I visited there twice last month and 
both times I couldn’t resist the fragrant 
baking smells and the cookie-of-the-day on 
sale fresh from the oven. 

Hobnails 
t cup light brown sugar 
1-2 cup shortening 
1 egg beaten 
1 1-2 cups sifted flour 
1-2 teaspoon soda 
1-2 teaspoon salt 
l teaspoon cinnamon 
I teaspoon vanilla 
1-2 cup raisins 

Cream together the sugar and shortening, 
add beaten egg and vanilla. Sift together the 
dry Ingredlerits, stir them In a little at a time, 
and beat well. Fold in the raisins. Form into 
small balls. 

Place on cookie sheet about three Inches 
apart. Bake at 375 degrees for 12 to 15 
minutes. This recipe may also be made by 
substituting 1-2 cup chocolate bits for the 
raisins and omitting the cinnamon.

"We want to build in Winchester but we 
want to build a development which will 
satisfy the town meeting, the various town 
boards, as many citizens as possible and meet 
our own economic goals as well." 

Hicks said.that in the coming weeks his 
firm will investigate feasible alternatives 
with interested citizens, town boards and 
property owners. 

"We are not becoming discouraged by the 
unreasonable few," he said. “Rather we are 
responding positively to the constructive 
majority of our citizens.” 

K&B’s option to buy the land from Mr. and 
Mrs. Jack Moss of Cambridge street expires 
at the end of November. The firm could 
renegotiate with Moss for an extension, as it 
has in the past.

Several women’s eyes lit up with the 
mention of a duplicate bridge club every 
Wednesday night at St. Eulalia's Church, 
Ridge street. 

Other sources of interest were the Garden 
Club, the Winchester Art Assn.; with its 
museum lectures, the Art Lending Assn., 
where-one can either borrow or buy art 
works; the Gourmet Club and the Winchester 
Trails, which takes children on excursions 
around Smith Pond.

Chapter 766 Begins 
4 In Orderly Fashion’, 


Says Howard Niblock 


Chapter 766 and its implementation was 
the topic for discussion at the fall general 
meeting of Ihe Mystic School Parents’ 
Association recently. 

Featured speakers were Mrs. Martha C. 
Grenzebaek. Mystic School principal; George 
A. Tricket. school counselor; Mrs. Anne 
Circenquist. special needs teacher; and W. 
Howard Niblock, director of pupil services, 
Winchester schools. 

Mrs. Grenzebaek said the implementation 
of Chapter 766 had caused few changes at 
Mystic School. There are no new children. 
Tlie learning disabilities program is now 
labeled "special needs." There is a non- 
intensive screening of all children entering 
Mystic. This entails more paper work, she 
said. 

Niblock said he feels Chapter 766 is being 
phased in "in an orderly fashion." 

In answering “why we got it?" Niblock 
said he “likes to believe that it was really 
unnecessary in Winchester but needed 
statewide." 

Prior to Chupter 766. he said, there was 
much competing among agencies for 
primacy. Now all ure under one ad¬ 
ministration. This is the reason that the law 
contains 180 pages of regulations. 

A characteristic of the law is that it does 
away with labels. Niblock said. All types of 


disabilities arc now called special needs. 
Children with "disabilities" should be in-. 
(egrated into the regular school program. , 

Niblock said, “Very few children will ■ 
come from institutions into public schools.’’., 
The law calls for an evaluation of all children 
with special needs. This year they must be . 
identified and screened. 

He said lie is worried about the budget 
which he feels is inadequate. He noted 
parents may request a core evaluation by a 
child study team. This is very expensive, he 
said. 

Niblock said he is also bothered by the 
legalistic aspects of the law. He indicated he 
considers the law "is not realistic" in terms of 
some areas of implementation. There is not 
enough time allowed for some specifics, 
though the law itself does not have to be 
implemented completely for several years. 

Niblock's attitude is one of "wait and see 
how much money the state will actually 
deliver." 

Tricket and Greenquist discussed their . 
particular roles in the school focusing on 
methods of approacli to children. 

Mrs. Frank Lavey, president of the Mystic , 
Parents' Assn., welcomed parents. Mrs. 1 
Henry Skehan, vice-president, introduced 
speakers.

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Mothers , Doctors Debate 
Schools' Sex Education 


Those attending a Tuesday morning 
meeting of the Community School Association 
on sex education were warned from the outset 
there would be no debate 

But the meeting ended with mothers 
debatingonc of two Winchester Hospital 
doctors who delivered opposing statements on 
the subject 

Dr. Donald .1. Annino, chairman of a 
hospital subcommittee on school health, 
delivered a report on the Winchester sex 
education program which concluded: 

—"There is no scientific evidence that 
tampering with such psycho-sexual 
development of prepubertal children will 
prove beneficial. II may actually be harm- 
f nl. " 

The Winchester sex education program 
enters into a non-scientific field "which we 
feel shouldn’t be put into the curriculum.” 

—"It’s improper to institute such a 
program without consulting the school 
physician. He was never consulted.” 

—"Undesirable peer level pressure" is 
placed on children to take the course, even 
though it’s by parental consent 

The material is not gauged to the in¬ 
dividual maturation level of the children 
The program "unwisely supplants" the 
parent as the traditional teacher of sex. 

These were some of the points Annino read 
from the report which unanimously passed 
the subcommittee of the hospital medical 
staff. 

Dr Donald F, McLean, who described 
himself as deeply involved in sex education 
for 20years, said he opposed the report, "This 
is not really an experimental program,” he 
said to counter one of Annino's arguments. 

He said the program was developed and 
run in Anaheim, Calif., and a pilot program 
was first run at Winchester High School five 
to six years ago. 

He countered Annino’s argument that the 
American Pediatrics Association opposes 
such sex education. "They are very much in 
favor of these programs." 

McLean, a Winchester physician, found 
nothing offensive in the movies and slides 
.shown the 30 or so present Tuesday morning, 
lie warned about the effects of gonnorhea, 
stating that he has treated 13 and 14 year olds 
for the disease. 

“We’re all too old in a way to know what's 
going on," McLean said. “There's an 
epidemic of VI)." He urged the audience to 
■get an out-of-town opinion about sex 


education, citing the “tragedy of youngsters 
who don't know what happened." 

Annino said he recently treated a nine- 
year -old child who had had sexual in¬ 
tercourse. He said the committee doesn’t 
oppose the movies shown in Winchester fifth 
and sixth grades, nor does the committee 
oppose sex education. 

He said the committee questions the grade 
level for teaching the classes. 

Annino said Dr. Nicholoas Fiumara of the 
state Department of Public Health said sex 
education should have the "informed con¬ 
sent” and support of the School Committee, 
superintendent of schools, school principals 
and parents. 

The Community School Association, a 
group of parents who belong to various school 
parents associations, plus some teachers and 
citizens, acts as a liaison between the School 
Department and the community. 

Pres. Lucille Grassi warned the members 
they wouldn't be permitted to debate with the 
two doctors. But several mothers did debate 
with Annino. 

One mother, Helen Philliou, said Annino’s 
committee lacked needed representation of 
mothers. Dr. Annino said the committee was 
supposed to represent the medical com¬ 
munity. 

Mrs. Philliou argued: "Many times men 
and doctors tend to be more conservative.” 
The mothers are with children all day, she 
said, and "know what they come home with." 
Another mother, Eleanor Fitzgerald, said: 
"Some people are 

opposed to anything new." She argued that 
if some parents 

want their children to see the movies they 
should be permitted. 

Mrs. Fitzgerald added that she has never

The mothers, who generally appeared to 
favor the sex education program, seemed 
irked because they hadn’t been given advance 
notice by the CSA that such a presentation 
had been planned. 

Annino said his committee was taking the 
unusual step of making's presentation before 
the USA because the School Department 
refused to accept his report. He was ap¬ 
pearing. he said, to answer any questions the 
CSA bad. 

He suggested that the School Department 
should seek the advise of his committee prior 
to developing such programs in order to 
"weld scientific data with the cultural color” 
of Winchester 

He said the committee is ready to help the 
School Department develop a comprehensive 
health program for the schools "We do not 
need a spot program on health education 
alone."

There were two police chases entered on 
the Winchester police journal this week One 
involved Woburn police, the other Winchester 
police.

Charter Board Votes To 
Merge Public Works 
Into Single Department 


Winchester’s Charter Commission showed 
at its mcetinR last week an Inclination to 
recommend that a public works department 
take over the duties of many smaller In¬ 
dependent boards now running public works 
nunctions. 

A public works advisory board appointed 
by the town manager would have broad ad¬ 
visory powers though no actual authority. A 
five- or seven-member board would make 
recommendations on appointments and 
receive complaints from the public. 

The board would also recommend ap¬ 
pointment of the superintendent of public 
works, who would be appointed by the town 
manager with the approvnl of the Board of 
Selectmen. 

The vote was five in favor of creating a 
public works advisory board and three ab¬ 
stentions. Cmsr. William T. Ilyerson was 
absent. 

The advisory board would have the 
authority to review every position in the 
department, as similar boards elected now 
can do. The department would have authority 
for maintenance of all town buildings and 
grounds, including schools. 

Consultant Michael Curran warned the 
commissioners against giving the superin¬ 
tendent too much power lest he be in conlict 
wit the town manager. 

Various commissioners recite stories of 


waste in town goverment bccuuse one 
department didn’t know what the other was 
doing. 

After hours of discussion (the comission 
met from 7:30 to 2 a.m.) it was still undecided 
what to do with the Ilecrcation committee. 

The commission had discussed including 
Recreation in the public works department 
but rejected that idea ns inconsistent with the 
responsibilities of a maintcnacc department. 

The commission ulso involved itself in 
protracted discussion with several motions, 
over what to do with the Cemetery Com¬ 
mission Cmsr. Michael Saraco made urgent 
and frequent emotional pleas to keep 
Cemetery separate. 

Cmsr. Robert Ericson tried several times 
to mollfy Saraco by proposing the com¬ 
mission adopt a cemetry advisory board and 
various other schemes z.o give the appearance 
that cemetery funtions would separate from 
the public works department. 

The Charter Commission voted all Eric- 
son's motions down with only Saraco and 
Ericson In the minority. 

As of last Tuesday at 2 a.m., included in 
the pubjjc works department were functions 
of the present Park Dept., Cemetery Com¬ 
mission, Water & Sewer Board and public 
works duties of the Board of Selectmen. 

The status of some of these may change 
when the commission meets this week. 


The commission indicated its intention to 
recommend that the Recreation Director 
remain as head of recreation programs. But 
under what board the responsibilities of his 
department should come has not been 
decided. 

At present a six-member Recreation 
Committee responsible to the selectmen has 
power over the Recreation Department. The 
members are appointed. 

One major change that would be im¬ 
plemented under the present plan would be 
transfer of responsibility for building 
maintenance out of the Library and School 
Departments into one public works depart¬ 
ment. 

The commission feels such a move will 
eliminate overlapping responsibilities and cut 
waste by centralizing manpower and 
equipment. School and Ibirary library 
building janitors would report to the Town 
Hall public works department. 

The Charter Commission at its meeting 
Tuesday took "final preliminary” votes to cut 
the School Committee from six to five 
members. 

The board also voted to abolish the 
Cemetery Commission, keep the three-man 
Board of Assessors as is, the Board of Health 
us is, cut the six-man Board of Library 
Trustees from six to five, keep the moderator 
Ihe same, cut the terms of the five Planning 
Board members from five to three years. 

There will be no changes recommended in 
Winchester’s electioti of housing authority or 
vocational school Vhembers. 

Cmsr. Frank Cullen perhaps summed it all 
up when the commission was discussing 
whether or not to cut the Library Trustees 
from six to five members. “If you’re thinking 
of any political clout of the library trustees — 
ns say the Cemetery Commission — it just 
isn’t there.”

Mrs Murphy told Hooker of Community 
Affairs that Winchester is moving ahead with 
its second elderly complex and is looking into 
a program of rental assistance whereby the 
Housing Authority with state funds subsidizes 
the elderly’s housing whefi they can’t afford 
it. 

"Ann Hooker said if we take care of two of 
three families we would meet our 
obligation,"Mrs. Murphy said. 

Architect Phillips said he would go ahead 
with surveys of the Lincoln site without 
getting paid at present. He will get paid when 
the state approves Winchester’s money. 

Phillips told the authority it must quickly 
make a decision on which plan it wants for the 
site and how many units to place in each 
building. 

Members discussed the maximum number 
of units, based on Winchester zoning, per¬ 
mitted. If their figures are correct, only 58, 
rather than 64, units may be built at Lincoln. 

The 64-unit plan called for parking spaces 
for 49 cars. 

The architect gave an example why it will 
be more expensive to save the old school. It 
will cost $70 more per unit for new electrical 
wiring in the renovated building than to in¬ 
stall wiring in new buildings, he said. 

But he added that new plumbing in the old 
school will be about an "even swap" in costs. 


Town Counsel Douglas Randall told the 
Board of Selectmen this week that he talked 
to Atty. John Ahearn, who represents WHA, 
and informed him the town should be 
protected so the deed to Old Lincoln will be 
returned to the tpwn in case WHA’s project 
doesn’t go through. 

A vote of town meeting may be necessary, 
Randall said. He feels a commitment in 
writing be obtained from WHA. The select¬ 
men voted to seek such a letter.

Stop & Shop Asks Easements For Swanton St. 


Supermarket 


Linenthal Eisenberg Anderson, Inc. 
(LEA), engineers for Stop & Shop Companies, 
Inc., hove requested two drainage casements 
on Cullen land now being considered by the 
food chain store for a shopping center on 
Swanton street. 

After studying engineer's drawings 
showing the proposed shopping center, 
selectmen decided to defer the matter of 
easements to the town engineer for review 
and consideration. 

Viewing the drawings, selectmen 
discovered the Stop & Shop plan is to con¬ 
struct a supermarket, pharmacy and 
miscellaneous small stores on the main floor 
of the building covering 61,724 sq. ft. 

A mezzanine would cover 7,383 sq. ft. 

Total parking would cover 186,863 sq. ft. 
and have space for 192 automobiles. 

The plan shows that Stop & Shop proposes 
to park automobiles along the Aberjona 
River. This seemed to bother selectmen who 
were concerned about safety and salt emp¬ 
tying into the river. 

Selectman William Chapman brought forth 
the idea that the town could design and build a 
road along this path by taking the land by 
eminent domain. Town Council Douglas 
Randall said this was not beyond possibility 
and this way the town “can control egress and 
degress." 

Another suggestion was that a road along 
the river could “be a part of the development 
plan.” 

Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo 
asked: “What is this (shopping center) going 
to do to Winchester Center?" He said it could 
draw the traffic out of the center and take it to 
the Swanton street area. 

Chapman said: "And we have enough 
problem in the center now." 

Planning Board Chairman Michael 
Boodakian who was present for a part of the 
discussion noted that Stop & Shop "could be 
bringing In the kinds of stores thut don't exist 
(in the center) now." 

Boodakian said that past Planning Board 
studies Indicated the Swanton street area was 
not suitable for business growth because of 
traffic prrtriems. In the same breath he said 
that Stop & Shop must have done "research 
and feel this area" can draw the business 

Discussion revealed that the town took an 
easement on the Cullen land by eminent 
domain some time ago. This is in the area of 
River street. 

In their letter to selectmen, LEA noted 
that this easement is presently without 
piping, "but your town engineer advises us 
that you have funds and plan to install a 15” 
pipe in the easement to drain River street and 
the adjoining area in the near future." 

LEA said they would like to drain a portion 
of the undeveloped shopping center land in 
this pipe They request that an extra manhole 
be provided and that the last section of the 
pipe between the extra manhole and the 
river tie enlarged from 15" to 18” with any 


additional costs involved being paid by Stop & 
Shop. 

LEA proposes that the other town 
easement be abandoned and that a new 
casement lie created behind the area where 
the supermarket itself will be constructed. 

In this case, LEA would lay a new pipe 
(15") in the new easement down to the river 
at no cost to the town. This pipe would make a 
connection to the existing drain just inside the 
northwesterly property line, LEA said. 

Boodakian noted thut "all the Cullen land 
is under a purchase and sale agreement with 
Stop & Shop." Selectman John Sullivan 
corrected, adding, "at that location." 

OTHER MATTERS 

Dr. Mario Covino of 326 Highland ave. has 
requested permission of selectmen to store in 
excess of 550 gallons and under 1,320 gallons 
of fuel oil in the cellar of his residence without 
enclosing such a storage behind a fire wall to 
separate said storage from a burner and 
storage tanks. 

Covino indicated in his letter his belief that 
the Winchester law restricting such storuge is 
not legal, lie said that the Commonwealth's 
fire laws allow up to 1,320 gallons of fuel oil 
(unenclosed). 

Even if this were not true, Covino said, a 
variance is in order because residences in 
other communities store large amounts of 
fuel In cellars which are unenclosed. "These 
communities use Ihe restrictions of the fire 
marshal’s office with no danger to their 
citizens and residences," his letter rend. 

He justified asking for the additional 
storage “due to my large consumption of fuel 
oil (4,500 - 5,50(1 gallons) and the peculiar 
geography and topography of my home." He 
explained. "There are times when fuel 
delivery is not possible as fuel trucks find it 
difficult to drive up my steep driveway." 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall advised 
selectmen that the Winchester fire code, 
according to the attorney general's office, "is 
valid." Selectmen determined they would 
advise Covino of this and denied him a 
variance. 

Twon employees will be asked to par¬ 
ticipate in the annual United Fund campaign. 
John O'Hcarn, administrative assistant in the 
selectmen's office, has accepted the 
responsiblity for distributing literature. 
Department heads will solicit their respective 
employees.

Selectmen discussed a proposal con¬ 
cerning auxiliary policemen Monday night 

The proposal came out of a recent 
discussion involving the Selectmen’s police 
sub-committee, selectmen, Police Chief 
Edward F. Bowler and Auxiliary Police Chief 
Frederic W. Wier. 

The proposal calls for auxiliary police to 
assist regular uniformed patrol officers in a 
vandalism prevention patrol which would 
concentrate on public school buildings and 
grounds, parks and playgrounds and other 
town areas of vandalism. 

Under the plan, the police chief would 
assign auxiliary policemen to a patrol car. 
According to Chief Bowler. For the time 
being, this vehicle would be a spare Police 
Department car. if available. 

The vehicle would be equipped with two- 
way radio on the regular Police Department 
frequency. Two auxiliary officers would ride 
together — a sergeant and a patrolman — 
assigned by the police chief. 

The auxiliary officers would routinely visit 
and check school buildings and grounds, 
parks and playgrounds. 

The proposal covers what an auxiliary 
policeman should do in case of a break, 
disturbance, arrest situation or other unusual 
condition. The proposal says that auxiliary 
policemen would radio or telephone police 
headquarters for advice, instructions and 
assistance by the regular police. 

Monday Selectmen discussed whether the 
auxiliary policemen should merely survey 
and report to regular police who would make 
any arrest or if they would have authority to 
pursue o would-be offender. 

Selectman I-awrence Smith said, "Before 
an arrest is made a regular police officer 
should be on the segne." 


Symmes Corner complaining about a six foot 
wall hindering the safety of children walking 
to school. 

Binding said there are 42 children, in¬ 
cluding high school students, involved. 
"There is no place for kids to go if a truck 
"should lose control and head toward them as 
they walk pa. st the wall. He suggested a 
barricade, such as concrete curbing, could be 
a sloution. 

Selectmen accepted the petition and will 
refer the matter to Safety Officer John 
McKinley and Town Engineer John Ciarcia. 

Next week selectmen expect to have the 
Solid Waste Disposal Committee and the 
Conservation Committee meet with them. 


Selectman John Sullivan said there could 
be a problem if auxiliary policemen are “on 
the street with badge and gun. Ideally they 
should get advice and assistance.” 

Town counsel Douglas Randall advised 
that auxiliary policemen "should seek in¬ 
struction only." He said, "Felonious entry 
gives the right of arrest but even for the well- 
trained police officer it is difficult to know 
whether or not to make an arrest." 

Randall said that today "there are very 
technical lines being drawn." He pointed to 
situations where alleged violators turn a case 
around and file suit against those in law en¬ 
forcement. "The auxiliary police officer is 
placed in a difficult position. He should take 
no action without specific instruction," he 
said. 

Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo 
summarized the discussion by saying: "We 
must decide how to scope the problem and 
limit it. We must spell it out." He said 
auxiliary police "should follow" an alleged 
offender but "don't get involved with third 
parties." 

Reaching the decision that auxiliary 
policemen must receive "assistance by 
regular police before taking unilateral ac¬ 
tion," selectmen changed the wording in the 
proposal to read: 

"In theeventof the discovery of a break, a 
disturbance, an arrest situation, or other 
unusual condition, the auxiliary police shall 
radio or telephone police headquarters for 
advice, instructions and assistance shall be 
received by the regular police before any 
unilateral action is taken." 

The proposal goes on to say that auxiliary 
police "work in conjunction with the regular 
police, though unaccompanied by regular 
patrolman, to cooperate, aid and assist the 
regular police in routine patrol duties.”

Blue Cross 
Files Request 
For Rate Hike 

Blue Cross and Blue Shield 
of Massachusetts have filed 
with the state Insurance 
Commission a request for a 
rate increase affecting non- 
group subscribers which is, 
necessary to cover additional 
benefits mandated by a law 
enacted by the Massachusetts 
legislature in 1973. 

In announcing the request 
for the filing, Arthur G. Carty, 
Blue Cross president and John 
Larkin Thompson, Blue Shield 
president, said in a joint 
statement that the benefits 
include certain additional 
coverage for mental conditions 
and alcoholism including an 
extension of hospital inpatient 
care and an increase in out¬ 
patient benefits. 

The proposed increase 
would mean a quarterly 
premium hike of as much as 
$6.89 for the 280,000 non-group 
family and individual sub¬ 
scribers. The rate fluctuates 
according to coverage, but 
applies only to these additional 
mandated benefits. 

Thompson said, "This rate 
request results solely with the 
legislated coverage and has no 
relationship to the existing 
benefit programs offered by 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield." 
He said, "We can stretch the 
benefit dollar only so far. When 
additional benefits are man¬ 
dated, the result will generally 
necessitate a rate increase.”

Spector Hits 
Incumbent On 
Voting Record 

The following is a press release Issued by 
the office of Arthur Spector: 

Arthur B. Spector, independent candidate 
for state Senate, recently spoke to a group of 
area residents and blasted the incumbent’s 
voting record on dollars and cents issues. 

Citing “one of many examples,” Spector 
pointed out that the incumbent voted for the 
so-called Foley Bill, a complex health in¬ 
surance proposal which received little 
scrutiny in the Senate before being hastily 
passed and sent to the House. 

Spector indicated that this bill would have 
transfered medicaid coverage to a group of 
private health insurance companies and 
guaranteed coverage to many not presently 
covered “presumbly saving the state $68 
million." 

Under closer scutiny, Spector said, “this 
bill proved to be a greater financial boon to 
private insurance companies than to the 
taxpayer.” In fact, the executive office of 
administration and finance predicted the bill 
would actually “increase th& cost of medicaid 
by some $482 million. 

Even with this information,” Spector 
added, “Bullock voted for the bill." The in¬ 
dependent candidate from Winchester said 
that if this bill had passed it would have 
required significant new taxes. 

And he pointed out that the incumbent 
promised two years ago that he would not 
vote for items which would require new taxes 
without local approval. 

Spector reported that The Globe called this 
bill “the wrong remedy at the wrong time" 
noting that such legislation can only slow the 

• impetus of efforts to pass a universal health 
insurance plan in the U.S. Congress, while its 
passage could disqualify Massachusetts from 
$200 million in federal health care reim¬ 
bursements. The Globe concluded, "it would 
be folly tor the legislature to pass a bill so 
riddled with flaws and uncertainties." 

Furthermore, Tom Riley and Bill Dun- 
cliffe of the Hearld American observed that 
several members of the Senate voted for the 
bill "because Foley is a 'good guy’ ” although 
they “didn't understand what it was all 
about.” 

Spector concluded that the incumbent’s 
vote on this bill alone demonstrates that 
either he has "no concept of the taxpayers’ 
ability to fund new programs” or he "lacks 
the necessary analytical skills to understand 
the bill” or, the incumbent must believe that 
“money grows on trees.” Spector said 
"whatever the case, I hope that the voters will 
not reward this kind of voting behavior in 
November.” 

Spector, who served until recently as the 
officer in charge of the Commonwealth’s 
capital budgeting efforts in the executive 

• office of administration and finance, is a 
graduate of Harvard Business School and 
Columbia University.

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Three Missing Campers Found Alive 9

Two Winchester girls and an Arlington 
woman were "tired and aching" Wednesday 
morning after spending 24 hours on Ml. 
I'ecumseh in the Waterville Valley region of 
New Hampshire. 

The trio, members of St. Eulalia’s CYO, 
are Peggy Murphy. 29, a teacher at the Dame 
School in Medford, and Janet Ferrara and 
Mary Ann Daniels, both 15, of Winchester 

They liecamc separated from the rest of 
the 37 hikers in their group and lost their way 
on the mountain. 

According to Miss Ferrara, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Walter Ferrara, the CYO hikers 
were divided into groups as they attempted to 
climb the mountain. 

"We were last and the slowest,” she said, 
explaining that she wanted to go faster so she 
went ahead to reach the summit. 

Miss Ferrara said when she saw Miss 
Murphy and Mary Ann approaching, she went 
down to meet them and told them not to 
"waste their time going to the top. There’s 
nothing there and it’s cold.” 

She said with that the three started back 
down the mountain. They saw a sign saying 


ski slope, and having beard this was an 
alternate route down, decided to go that way 

But the ski trail went into a dead end after 
about 30 yards, Janet said. "So we kept going 
down." 

She explained they leaned toward the left 
as they descended all the while joking about 
being lost. But about 6 p.m. they stopped 
joking and began to wonder if the rest of the 
hikers knew they were missing and were 
looking for them. 

By 7 o'clock, she said, "We were soaked 
from the rain and wet ground." 

That night "we found a group of pine 
trees” where they huddled together to keep 
warm. "We talked and prayed all night Time 
went by very slow,” she said. 

Mary Ann said, “In the beginning I 
thought it was lots of fun" but later was 
worried and wondered if they would find their 
way. 

The next morning at about 6:45 they began 
moving their stiff legs. In an attempt to get 
their bearings they started back-tracking up 
the mountain. 

After a while, Peggy Murphy became too 
tired to go on, Janet said. She suggested “we 
get help and come hack and get her." 


The girls agreed hut told their chaperone 
not to “budge from this spot 

Climbing back up the mountain the girls 
gave up when they ran into fog and rain 
Janet said nothing looked familiar so thev 
went back to Miss Murphy 

Again the trio set out From about 1130 to 
2:30 they followed a brook downstream until 
they found a logging (tail They followed the 
tire tracks through "a big field” and con¬ 
tinued yelling the way they had done 
throughout the day 

"Hello. Help." These were the words they 
yelled. 

Soon they heard voices in response and 
knew they were no longer lost 

"We found about too people.” Janet said 
They ran into the Food and Came Warden. 1 
Green Berets and others who were members 
of the search party which looked for the- 
hikers until 2:30 Tuesday morning, and then 
eontinued again at daybreak 

Janet said they were taken to the Valley 
Inn in Waterville where they were fed coffee 
and sandwiches. Nurses checked them out, 
Janet said there were times when "we felt 
no one was looking for us," hut as they 
prayed, they knew a lot of other people were 
praying for them This, she said, is what 
helped them through the ordeal 


She said on top of the mountain there were 
times when she thought she heard dogs 
howling She decided this was her 
imagination "I was actually seeing things,” 
she said, noting how her mind was playing 
tricks on her 

The families of the lost hikers stayed at the 
inn at no cost while they awaited word. 

Mrs Ferrara said the Valley Inn people 
"were full of love and just beautiful." They 
provided rooms for sleeping and food, 
anything that was needed, she said. 

Mrs. Ferrara said she was unable to sleep 
but she and her husband did attempt to rest 
after 3:30 Tuesday morning. "There was 
nothing we could do,” she said 

Reunited with their families and back in 
Winchester, the trio participated in a 
thanksgiving mass at St. Eulalia's said by 
Father Paul Lynch who was on the mountain 
climbing trip with the CYO and kept in con¬ 
stant touch with the parish throughout the 
dramatic situation. 

Father Lynch was full of praise for the 
"tremendous competence and care" provided 
by those in Waterville and the Lakes Region. 

He mentioned key people who helped in¬ 
cluding Tom Cochran, president of the

Waterville Valley Ski Association and owner 
of the Valley Inn Lodge. 

Cochran and his staff, including com¬ 
munity volunteers, provided food for all the 
CYO kids. Father Lynch said that before the 
CYO group left for Massachusetts they held a 
mass which they helped to prepare. 

Others who helped in the search 
organization were Paul Leavitt, chief of 
police, who was in charge for a time until the 
New Hampshire Fish and Game Department 
took over. 

In charge of communications was Henry 
llambrook, fire chief of Sandwich, N. H. 

Father Lynch commended Andy Harris, 
17. of Winchester who was among the CYO 
climbers. He is an experienced Appalachian 
back-packer, said Father Lynch, who ex¬ 
plained that Harris climbed the mountain 
four times as a leader or member of a search 
party. "Andy is well-acquainted with the 
mountain." the clergyman said. 

Another Winchester resident, Ruth Cln- 
cotta. a student at the New Hampshire 
College at Plymouth, organized a group of 
student volunteers and also was on the scene. 

Besides Father Lynch and Miss Murphy, 
John Romeo of Arlington, was a third adult 
with the CYO group.

Norberg said the WHA plan already calls 
for a community center for those who would 
be living in the housing. The multi-service 
community center would minister to all of the 
lown's elderly. 

Norberg said WHA is receptive to the idea 
of a multi-service community center. He said 
the Council met with WHA members Monday 
night at which time the idea was discussed. 
This joint meeting was not posted at the town 
hall bulletin board enabling the public to 
attend.) 

Norberg said, though WHA was receptive 
to the idea, they do not feel they should 
sponsor the article on the warrant. 

According to Norberg the multi-service 
community center would also house the 
present Council on Aging office currently at 
I he new Lincoln School. 

"Although the present facilities are 
delightful," said Norberg. "we knew it had a 
reasonably limited future.” He said the 
Council began to look around at other com¬ 
munities and into funding "We are convinced 
(lie town of Winchester should have a multi¬ 
service community center." 

Norberg said that state funding would be 
available for such a project. He said the same 
agency that approves work for the WHA 
housing for elderly construction would also 
approve the expanded community center. But 
at present Norberg said the Council doesn't 
know what the state requires in the way of 
town support. 

Thai is why the Council wants a place on 
the warrant , “in the event that we need it," 
said Norberg who noted that the warrant 
closes next Monday 

He explained that between Oct. 21 and 


town meeting the Council would investigate 
and determine just wliut kind of town support 
the state would expect to approve funding for 
the expansion. 

According to Norberg it could he that 
having the matter on the warrant would be 
support enough, yet it may be that the state 
would expect the town to commit itself to 
spending triple its present budget of about 
$ 1 ( 1,000 for operating and maintaining such a 
facility. 

Selectman John Sullivan, who said he 
supported such a project, recalled that a year 
ago this concept was discussed by the Council 
and WHA. 

Norberg pointed out that at that time the 
guidelines did not permit the multi-service 
idea, but that state planners “now seem to see 
that you don't isolate people from the rest of 
the community " The guidelines are now in 
the process of change, he noted 

Sullivan said, in his opinion, the town 
meeting would want to know exactly how 
much space the Council was talking about...a 
couple of rooms rooms and an 
auditorium or a separate building. 

Norberg said the Council would look for an 
expanded facility which would be divisible 
with other rooms, kitchen facilities and other 
conveniences for the elderly in the entire 
community. 

Selectman Lawrence Smith said, "lip to 
this time the Housing Authoritv has been 
reluctant to dilute their objectives," He said 
he could forsee that the "merging" of the 
plans could cause problems.

The alarm of fire came in simultaneously 
from Mrs. Arrigo, who noticed a glow to the 
rear of her house, and from Lt. Robert 

MacDowell of the Woburn Fire Department. 

MacDowcll was leaving the New England 
Rehabilitation Center across the street where 
he had been leading a seminar in fire 
prevention. 

MacDowcll had an engine with him and 
was first on the scene. The Woburn crew 
poured water on the burning barns, which by 
then were spraying sparks on top of a nearby 
house. 

Arriving Winchester crews under Capt. 
Michael Connolly began laying hoses from 
Cambridqe street. The crews had difficulty 
with dead hydrants in the area. Capt. Con¬ 
nolly sounded a second alarm.' 

When adequate water supply lines were 
connected, a house in Woburn being 
threatened by flying embers was protected. 

Mr. Arrigo saved one pony, but there was 
no way to save the other two, Capt. Connolly 
reports, because the fire was so well un¬ 
derway. Destroyed were a one-story barn, 
sheds and outbuildings. The two ponies were 
burned to death in their stalls, Connolly 
reports. 

The fire also threatened another barn on 
the property and the Arrigo house during the 
early stages. 

The two new female members of the 
auxiliary fire force responded and assisted at 
the fire, their first working duty since joining 
the auxiliary department. 

Auxiliary women Kathy Ithubart and 
Cathy Kelley assisted in laying hoses. 

Stoneham and Woburn crews covered the 
town during the blaze. The first alarm came 
in at 8:58 p.m., the second at 9:14 p.m. 

Chief Amico said the owner of the house 
had watered and fed the animals at 8 p.m. He 
then returned to his house. 

Mrs. Arrigo saw the glow a short time 
later and called the Police Department while 
her husband went out back. He said he ran 
through the barns and outbuildings. The front 
sections of the buildings were on fire, he said. 

He tried to rescue the ponies but the fire

Letters To 

Ford’s Amnesty 
Conditional, Not 
A Real Forgiveness 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On Monday, Sept. 16, 1974, President Ford 
signed into law a resolution granting "con¬ 
ditional amnesty." Therefore, in the context 
of the Sept. 16 resolution, the term amnesty is 
a misnomer. 

In reality the resolution provides for a 
pardon which will he granted upon the 
completion of an act of penitence by the 
alleged offender. The word amnesty, on the 
other hand, means "a forgetting.” 

There is, therefore, no such thing as 
conditional amnesty. There is either amnesty 
or there is not. It is amnesty alone which will 
suffice for the healing of the nation. For a 
conditional pardon imputes guilt upon all of 
these who resisted personal involvement and 
the Vietnam War which was deemed by them 
and millions of others to be unjust and im¬ 
moral. 

The question must be asked, "Does the 
policy of a government or government official 
dictate what is morally right or wrong?." It is 
not at all clear, as the resolution implies, that 
those who come into conflict with certain luws 
of this nation because of their moral stance 
vis-a-vis the Vietnam War were wrong. 

Therefore, while the resolution on con¬ 
ditional pardon opens up a much needed 
public discussion, it nevertheless avoids the 
crux of the moral dilemma facing this 
country. 

This was made especially clear in the 
statement of President Ford on the occasion 
of the signing of the resolution. Tlu* emphasis 
of his statement was upon forgiveness, 
forgiveness by the United States offered to the 
so-called draft dodgers and deserters. 

The majority of Americans came to op¬ 
pose the Vietnam War before American with¬ 
drawal. Most among us did so merely with 
our words. The question of amnesty is now not 
directed at all who opposed this war, but only 
to those who opposed it with their bodies, as 
well as their words. 

There can be no fairness or justice in 
laying down conditions for these men to 
achieve equal citizenship while those of us 
who risked nothing but words in opposition to 
the war already enjoy full citizenship. 


The Editor 

If conditions of citizenship are to be made 
for those who opposed the war let them hr 
' required first of the majority of Americans 
who sacrificed least in opposition to the war. 
If opposition to the war, however, is not to be 
a criterion for conditional citizenship, then we 
must in all conscience lay no conditions for 
renewed citizenship for those who arc now 
named "deserters and draft dodgers." 

The issue is not "who has the right to 
forgive who" but rather "are those who were 
opposed to the war now going to enjoy full 
citizenship, whether they live here or in some 
other country.?” 

We, therefore, who support this statement 
ask the President to rescind the resolution 
granting a conditional pardon and "grant in 
its place a true amnesty." 

Furthermore, the resolution included both 
those who during the Vietnam War as a 
matter of conscience sought to evade the 
draft o’r who, already serving in the armed 
forces of the United States, deserted in 
protest of the involvement of this country in 
the internal affairs of Vietnam. 

It is clear that the resolution not only 
avoids the moral issue, but is too limited in its 
scope. Amnesty, according to its legal 
definition, should be extended to "those who 
find themselves in conflict with the luws of a 
country for political reasons.” 

In the case of the Vietnam War both 
civilians and military personnel found 
themselves in conflict with certain laws 
because of their moral stance. Many of these 
people have suffered vurious punishment 
such as exile, imprisonment, dishonorable 
discharges from military service, etc. Surely, 
amnesty, to be just, cannot discriminate 
between groups of people when the moral 
issue is the same for ull. 

We who support this statement, therefore, 
request that President Ford not only grant 
amnesty but that it be applicable to all those, 
both civilian and military, who suffered legal 
recrimination because of their opposition to 
the Vietnam War 

This statement is solely the opinion of the 
undersigned. We encourage public discussion 
of this very important issue in churches, civil 
organizations, and other interested groups. 

We recommend that the article by Churles 
P. Lutz “Amnesty As Value Clarification for 
Americans” in The Christian Century, 
October 2, 1974, be used as a basis for 
discussion of the amnesty question.

Can Theater Be Saved? 
Park Cmsn. Flare-Up 


What's going to happen to the Winchester 
Theatre if the Fitzgerald plan for apartments 
falls through? 

That essentially was all I wanted to know 
when I called the office of E.M. Locw in 
Boston Tuesday afternoon. 

E.M. himself was tied up with a group of 
people, I was informed by a secretary who 
wanted to know everything but my social 
security number. Maybe Mr. Canavan in the 
real estate office could help me, she said. 

Mr. Canavan wouldn't. Not that he 
couldn’t, he just didn't want to. Every time I 
asked Mr. (Bay) Canavan a question he 
would repeat the same answer as if he had 
memorized it: 

"We haven't made any decision. Fit¬ 
zgerald has an option on the theater. We won't 
decide anything until the option runs out." 

Is the theater losing money? “I can^ 
answer it." Will the theater close if the 
apartment plan falls through? “I can’t an¬ 
swer that." And so forth. Big secrets these 
little men have. ^ 

I understand a group of kids from a neigh¬ 
borhood in Winchester have started a petition 
to protest the closing of the theater. 

Good for you, kids. It won't do any good 
though since E.M. Loew is under no obligation 
to anyone. That's private enterprise. 

★ 

I signed the petition to permit Nicholas 
Fitzgerald to build an apartment complex on 
the site of the Winchester Theatre. But I think 
it's a shame Winchester can no longer support 
a movie theatre. Too bad the theater couldn't 
be turned into n cinema with shops. 

★ 

There are an awful lot of rumors floating 
around town about this or that plan for this or 
that piece of land. Some of them I’ve found 
about; others I haven’t yet been able to run 
down. 

One I ran down was the story that the 
archdiocese of Boston plans on constructing 
low income housing on the Moss land on West 
Side Hill. 

“That’s news to me," said Father Michael 
F. Groden, director of the planning office for 
urban affairs of the archdiocese. He’s the 
man who would know. 

The archdiocese has planned four low 
income housing projects under the anti-snob 
zoning statute. Three of them—North 
Andover, Lexington and Scituate—are under 
litigation. Only the fourth, Beverly, is under 
construction.

• < Berndt describes a plan to build a 'nursing 
home on the empty lot next to the Parkview 
Apartments on Swanton street. 

Berndt owns the Parkview and the lot. Jim 
Fitzgerald of Winchester Realty is acting as 
broker for a group of persons interested in 
purchasing the property for a nursing home. 

Nothing is final and won’t be until 1975, 
Ftizgerald said. “It’s a long-range thing.” We 
asked if Fitzgerald had contacted the Plan¬ 
ning Board. "Not officially" but some contact 
has been made, he said.

A flare-up at the Park Commission 
meeting last week had the chairman, Alby 
MacDonnell, threatening to call the police to 
quell a vocal member. 

Robert Joyce didn’t like the "advise” of 
another member, Chandler Parkhurst, that 
he should "shut up” during his first year on 
the board. 

Joyce and Parkhurst grate each other. 
Their attitudes go back to last March when 
Joyce defeated Bruce Hanes for the com¬ 
mission seat. Parkhurst was the member 
Joyce had expected to knock off. 

So, understandably, they have never 
gotten along. When Joyce last week suggested 
the commission send a letter to The Star 
explaining its position on Ginn Field lights 
(they are now on), Parkhurst told Joyce: 
"Keep your mouth shut for the first year.” 

"Goddamn it, I'm sick of this," Joyce 
responded. 

Parkhurst wouldn’t tell me anything . I 
wasn’t at the meeting so had to talk to the 
members afterwards about it. "I’m expecting 
a long distance call," Parkhurst said. "Talk 
to Alby.” And he hung up. 

Before when I called whoever answered 
asked my name prior to telling me Chandler 
wasn't in. If I had a different name I suspect 
he might have been at home. 

Anyway, Joyce didn’t like being told to 
shut up and pounded on the table and used 
some words he shouldn't have. 

Alby says he was just trying to put a scare 
into Joyce by threatening to call the police. "I 
never even dialed the number," he says.

The Recreation Committee continues to be 
a hoard in transition. Another member, Ed 
Conley, has resigned, and a third, Noreen 
Connell, is seriously considering stepping 
down. 

Conley and Connell have missed most of 
the meeting in the last six months so it’s just 
as well they are leaving. The very least a 
member of a town board should do is attend 
the meetings. 

Recreation met on Monday—the holiday — 
at the apartment of the recreation director, 
Donald Spinney. The meeting was unposted 
so no votes were taken. 

Chairman Kenny Tully said that by the end 
of the meeting it was the consensus of those 
present that any requests for money from 
groups such as Pop Warner, little league, 
girls league and so forth will be presented to 
the Finance Committee and town meeting in a 
supplementary budget. 


The committee knows support for giving 
these private groups public money is chancy 
and they don’t want to jeapordlze their own 
important Recreation Department budget 

One of the last things former Recreation 
member Howard Goodrow did before 
resigning was recommend that Recreation 
send a letter to all of these private groups 
which sponsor recreation programs asking if 
they need town money. 

Goodrow is prominent in Pop Warner 
football, which says it can no longer support 
its programs through private contributions. 

To ask the town to start supporting these 
programs at n time of economic crisis is in¬ 
sane. Kenr.y agrees. “ Rec” member Jack 
Noble was the only one who seemed to want to 
support these programs with public funds.

The Winchester Housing Authority also 
met Monday night. They were discussing 
design of the intended handicapped units at 
the new elderly project on Westley street. 

It's quite fascinating how apartments can 
he adapted for use of the handicapped.

Stye Heartlfatone 

Flags, Fifes, Flintlocks 
. . . And Red Flannel Grog 


By Elizabeth

Flags, fifes and flintlocks symbolize the 
colonial fairs and militia musters sprouting 
over the New England landscape. 

Tri-cornered hats and colonial cannon are 
a turn-on for bicentennial buffs like me. 

As a loyal follower of the "colonial circuit" 
for several yegrs, I have been attending many 
of these colorful outdoor family events. 

Naturally the fresh air stimulates the 
appetite and my recipe collecting with it. 

In recent weeks. I have munched my way 
through Boston baked beans at York, Me.; 
gingerbread at Ft. Ticonderoga, N. Y.; and 
colonial chicken pot pie at Acton's Crown 
Resistance Day. 

But the October Thumberbridge colonial 
muster in Carlisle offered a large variety 
including clam chowder, grist mill graham 
cookies and red flannel grog. 

There was something for everyone 
ranging from 18th century crafts and musket 
demonstrations to cannon firing and fife and 
drum field music. 

Non-commercial hobbyists demonstrated 
crafts in candles, wood, pewter, iron, tin, 
leather, lead, clothing and quilting. One 
group has been slowly building an 18th- 
century sailing vessel by painstaking hand 
work. They expect it will take several years. 

About 4,000 men are on the rosters of about 
50 re-activated historic minute and militia 
companies in the area. 

This colonial movement began in ernest in 
1963 when men in Concord, Acton, and 
Bedford started plans to re-create the 
original companies from Middlesex County 
who fought against the British on April 19, 
1775. 

Their major purpose is historic, not 
military. Through various programs, parades 
and demonstrations the groups seek to 
recreate the colonial history and heritage

from which our nation arose. 

Optometrist John "Doc" McCauley, past 
Woburn Minutemen commander, is honorary 
colonial and chairman of the loosely 
organized Courncil of Minutemen which 
represents all the groups. In his talks and 
slide shows, he points out that Winchester 
was part of Woburn un those days. 

Winchesterites are scarcer than the 
figurative hens’ teeth participating in these 
events. But 1 spotted ship model hobbyist 
Lawrence Keats last month. 

He was dressed in the buff and blue con¬ 
tinental uniform and leading a contingent of 
Lexington fifes and drums under the great 
gates of the fortress at Ft. Ticonderoga on 
Lake Champlain. 

At Thunderbridge, I saw a familiar face on 
the field. Bob Walsh had exchanged his white 
shirt and ice cream scoop from hus job at 
Brigham's for the fringed homespun shirt and 
flintlock of the Woburn Minutemen. 

At the same event, a red-stocking-hatted 
sailor of the Newburyport Marine Militia 
ladled a steaming mug of grog from an iron 
kettle suspended over a wood fire. He placed 
it on a large barrel head and added the 
seaman’s final flourish—rum. 

He also added the recipe for red flannel 
grog to my collection. 

"Into a chafing dish place fine quart of best 
apple cider, three cinnamon sticks, six sprigs 
of clove and two whole nutmeg. Heat ’til 
piping hot, lower flame to simmer and pour in 
one cup light rum."

Selectmen have accepted a high hid of $177 
per week for uniform rentals for the Highway 
Department from Kraft Uniform Rental 
Service of Stoneham 

Kraft was one of three bidders The other 
two were San-0 Cleaners, Inc. of Winchester 
who would charge $99 per week and Interstate 
Uniform Services of Nashua. N If., who of¬ 
fered to do the work at $124 per week hut later 
withdrew from the bidding 

The question of who would gel the bid 
became more than a matter of money 
because San-0 Cleaners did not sign their hid. 
therefore making it invalid according to Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall 

Selectmen determined the lack of 
signature, in part, may have been because 
this point was not spelled out on the 
specifications coming from the office of the 
superintendent of streets. 

Selectmen William Chapman expressed 


distress saying that this "is the third year we 
have had to handle this bid under duress 
Always there is the qUbstion as to what is 
legal, what is a proper prosposal." 

He.said he didn’t like the idea of paying the 
high price but because there was only one 
viable hid he recommended accepting Kraft. 

Selectmen .John Sullivan said: "I sure as 
hell won't go along with that Sullivan didn’t 
like the thought of paying an additional $7(1 
each week (San-ft Cleaners currently does 
the work.) 

Selectman Lawrence Smith said he was 
"tired of quarreling over this." He expressed 
reluctance at payingthe higher price but said 
there was no alternative but to "accept the 
remaining viable bid." 

Sullivan, who said he was tired of "these 
two guys 'Arthur Oliver of Kraft and Sonny 
Cannava of San-01 moaning." offered the 


suggestion that "future specs say that the bid 
should be signed." 

Robert O’Brien, superintendent of streets, 
suggested rejecting all bids and call for a 
rebidding This was rejected by selectmen 
and town counsel inasmuch as at least one bid 
was in order 

Smith said: “No one is more reluctant 
than I to endorse a bid that will cost the town 
more but as long as we permit irregularities 
of this kind to be honored, we develop an 
image that such will always be honored." 

Chairman Vito Giarrizzo agreed with 
Chapman and Smith. He said he would ap¬ 
prove the Kraft bid. Sullivan voted against 
the bid Arthur Dunbar was absent from the 
meeting 

Selectmen decided that future highway 
department proposals for bid would be 
screened by themselves before being 
published in an attempt to reduce misun¬ 
derstanding by bidders

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Candidates Answer Question No. 4: 


‘Should Highway Funds Be Used For Mass Transit?’

Winchester voters will be asked to vote on 
eight referendum questions at the Nov. 5 state 
election. 

Question No. 4 proposes an amendment to 
Massachusetts' constitution to provide for the 
use of highway funds accrued through the 
state's gasoline taxes for mass transit. 

The Winchester League of Women Voters 
has written each candidate seeking to 
represent Winchester in the General Court 
asking: 

“If question No. 4 passes how would you 
propose using highway fund monies?" 

Following are their replies. 

State Senate 

John ,W. Bullock (D) 

My state legislative career has been based 
on developing better mass transit and 
commuter rail service. I would use the money 
from the highway fund to make these services 
more convenient. 

Helen Metros (I) 

If ballot question No. 4 passes, I would try 
to put the money into mass transportation in 
the suburbs, hoping to create more industry 
and job opportunities. 


Arthur B. Spector (I) 


I wholeheartedly endorse Referendum No. 
4, which will permit the use of highway fund 
revenues for all transportation purposes 
rather than solely highway construction. 

This legislation will impact independently 
at both state and local levels, but any monies 
released will probably be used for similar 
purposes. I would recommend the following: 

Funding should be directed to a 
thorough study of our overall transportation 
requirements, specifically detailing the 
different modes of mass transit available. 
Improved mass transit is the key to the 
Commonwealth's economic development, the 
protection of our environment, lower personal 
transportation costs and basic convenience. 

— Kxtend rapid transit service to major- 
highway intercepts and provide improved 
parking facilities at these locations. 

F.xpand bus service among towns 
peripheral to Boston and other key 
Massachusetts cities to provide linkups to 
mass transit points and major shopping and 
employment areas. Minibuses may be most 
effectively used here. 

— Develop new sidewalks, bicycle and 
pedestrian paths to permit more and safer 
enjoyment of our towns and parklands. 

— Upgrade and extend existing rail ser¬ 
vice for commuter and business shipping 
purposes 


— Utilize those construction or design 
features which improve highway safety, 
environmental conditions, and land 
development potential 

I agree with Gov. Sargent's decision not to 
construct additional general-purpose ex¬ 
pressways in the portion of the Boston region 
bounded by Rte 12Band todevelopa balanced 
transportation policy for the Boston region. 

Additional funding is needed in a variety ot 
areas. It is essential that the ancient MBTA 
plant be modernized. The MBT.Vs power 
generating facilities need to be replaced and 
the pow er distribution system and substations 
require modernization. 

It is important to replace and consolidate 
the bus garages. And there is need for a new 
plant maintenance center. In addition, funds 
should he spent, on the installation of 
automatic fare collection equipment and 
upgradings of rapid transit lines as well as the 
improvement to signals and signal facilities 
There is also a need lor station moder¬ 
nization for 21 stations. Finally, there will 
have to be purchase of new streetcars and 
trackless trolleys, replacement of older buses 
and replacement and modernization of 
existing rapid transit vehicles 


State Representative 


Sherman W. 
Saltmarsh Jr. (R| 


Immediate application of a portion of 
these monies should be applied to the MBTA 
deficit, thereby reducing the impact of this 
service on Winchester's tax rate. 

Application of additional monies for 
capital improvements should also be made 
However these new expenditures should be 
critically reviewed to assure that newly 
"available" monev is not spent just to be 
spent 

Most importantly, the application of these 
funds should be watched with a critical eye to 
assure that the funds for maintenance of our 
existing highways are not stripped away by a 
desire to do something new- 

inexperienced enthusiasm could result in 


our highways deteriorating to the condition of 
our mass transit system. 

1 recommend cautious application of these 
funds combined with an aggressive .in¬ 
dependent program to expand and improve 
our mass transit system. 

Federal funds will soon be directly 
available for this purpose. These funds should 
lie the funds utilizied for major improvements 
thereby not stripping our highways of much 
needed maintenance. 

Kenneth Trevett (D) 

I firmly believe that the' Massachusetts 
highway fund should be broadened into a 
general transportation fund. If voters ap¬ 
prove of Ibis constitutional amendment in 
November several priorities for the money 
exist 

First, and most impbrtant to citizens in 


our area, commuter rail operations should be 
reorganized to provide better and more ef¬ 
ficient services. 

Rnil service should be separated from the 
cgis of the MBTA and operated oy a semi¬ 
public corporation. Administrative changes 
such as I propose will promote better long¬ 
term planning and increase accountability for 
rail service. 

If the B & M and the Penn Central com¬ 
muter operation remain under the MBTA 
they are forever going to be an unwanted 
step-child. 

In addition, rnil fares should be reduced by 
25 percent to encourage ridership. The costs 
of ooth these proposals can be adequately 
covered by funds in the present highway fund. 

Secondly, more "park and ride” facilities 
should be developed in suburban areas to 
encourage v immuters to leave their cars 
outside of the city and utilize public tran¬ 
sposition. 

Thirdly, money is needed for repairs and 
modernization to various mass transit 
systems throughout the state. In many in¬ 
stances money is being lost because equip¬ 
ment is so outdated.

Two air rifles were con¬ 
fiscated by Winchester police 
officers this week. 

They were taken from youths 
under the age of 18, residents of 
the Johnson road area, in two 
separate incidents. 

According to Lt. Andrew 
Crawford, this seizure follows 
complaints of residents and 
builders who report vandalism 
of property due to BB shots. 
This week's police journal 
indicates that a police officer 
found evidence of BB shots in 
windows at the Parkhurst 
School. 

According to the laws of the 
Town of Winchester no 
unauthorized persons may 
discharge any kind of guns. 

The law does not apply to the 
police chief or officers in the 
performance of duties 

The law does not apply to the 
use of weapons at any military 
exercise or in the lawful 
defense of a person, family or 
property of any citizen, nor to 
the rights and privileges of any 
owner or lessee of land . 

According to the General 


Laws of the state, no minor 
under IB shall have an air rifle 
or so-called BB gun in his 
possession while in any place to 
which the public has a right of 
access unless he is ac¬ 
companied by an adult or 
unless he holds a sporting or 
hunting license and lias on his 
person a permit from the Chief 
of Police of the town in which 
lie resides granting him the 
right to such possession. 

The law continues to say that 
no person shall discharge into, 
from or across any street, 
alley, public way or railroad or 
railway right of way. 

The law says no minor under 
18 shall discharge a BB shot, 
pellet or other object from an 
air rifle or BB gun unless he is 
accompanied by an adult or is 
the holder of a sporting or 
hunting license. 

Whoever violates this law 
shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than $100, and the air 
rifle or BB gun or other weapon 
shall be confiscated. 

Upon conviction of a 
violation of this section, the air 


rifle or BB gun or other weapon 
shall, by the written order of 
the court, be forwarded to the 
Commissioner of Public Safety 
who shall dispose of said ar¬ 
ticle. 

Disposition of the cases in 
which the guns were con¬ 
fiscated is pending.

State Sen. John W. Bullock (D-Arlington) 
has blpsted the Boston Edison Company for 
“a last-minute ripoff of electric consumers.” 

Bullock, whose bill to equalize and 
regulate fuel charges was passed by the 
legislature during the closing days of the last 
session, said the bill had a 60-day waiting 
period. 

During the 60-day period the old system 
stayed in effect to allow the Department of 
Public Utilities to set up machinery to control 
fuel charges passed on to consumers. 

“Under the old system, the utilities simply 
calculated it themselves and billed the 
customer for it,” Bullock said. Under 
Bullock’s system, every penny would have to 
be justified at a public/hearing before the 
consumer would have t6 pay for it. 

“The 60-day period ended on Sept. 24, 
covering virtually all of the August — Sep¬ 
tember billing period. The Edison Co. ap¬ 
parently has tried to load up the fuel ad¬ 
justment charge under the old system with 
fuel costs not realty related to that period," 
the senator continued. 

“What they ar^ doing is sneaking in under 


the wire at the expense of the consumer. It is 
outrageous. They are trying to use the old 
system to charge the consumer an extra $2.6 
million. I have seen only one more blatant 
example of insensitivity to the public good. 
That one more blatant example is 
Watergate.” 

.The senator concluded, “1 call upon the 
Department of Public Utilities to investigate 
this vicious ripoff and to order rebates to the 
consumers, as they are specifically em¬ 
powered to do under my bill. 

It was the clear intent of the legislature to 
insure fair, equal fuel charges for the small 
consumer. This action by the Edison Com¬ 
pany’s high-priced legal staff and the 
spineless acquiescene constitutes a clear and 
simple rip-off of the public.

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Conservation Commission 
Anticipates A Letter Of 
Intent From Stop & Shop 


A proposed shopping center planned for 
development on property on Swanton street 
by Stop & Shop Inc. was a matter before 
selectmen again this week. 

Nolan Jones, chairman of the Winchester 
Conservation Commission, distributed copies 
of "Guidelines for the Conservation Com¬ 
mission” relative to the Wetlands Protection 
act, distributed by the Mass. Dept, of Natural 
Resources, Division of Conservation Services 
to selectmen. 

According to the guidelines and. in the 
words of Jones, "the next step for Stop & Shop 
is to file a notice of intent on wetlands.” The 
shopping center property is of concern to the 
Conservation Commission because it abuts 
the Aberjona River, Jones indicated. 

He said after Stop & Shop files the notice of 
intent, a public hearing is required to be held 
21 dnys later. The meeting must be published 
five days before the hearing, he said 

Jones suid if there are aggrieved parties, 
they may ask the Dept, of Natural Resources 
to intervene. If this should happen, he said, 
"no work on the project could go on for fiO 
days following filing of the notice of intent." 

Regarding the Stop & Shop proposal, Jones 
said the Conservation Commission's role "is 
to regulate, not to rule on what goes on." 
Jones said, “We are concerned with the 
riverbanks.” 

He said the key issue on this particular 
parcel is the flood plain. He said the site lias 
the highest flood record. 

The property is in a light industrial zone 
The river and banks are in a residential zone, 
Jones said. 

Selectmen asked Jones if he was waiting 
for a letter of intent from Stop & Shop 

He said he wouldn't use the word waiting, 
but would suy thut the Commission an¬ 
ticipates u letter momentarily Until or when 
it does arrive, "we’ll take no action," Jones 
said. 

He answered questions of selectmen. Yes, 
Stop & Shop showed the Conservation Com 
mission drawings of their plan. This was back 
in July, Jones suid. Yes, the land does come 
under the Hatch Act This is established, 
Jones said. 

The Hatch and Jones Acts, legislation to 
protect wetlands, requires that no person 
shull remove, fill, dredge, or alter any bank, 
beach, dune, flat, marsh, meadow or swamp 
bordering on the ocean or any existing creek, 
river, stream, pond or lake or uny land under 
said waters or any land subject to tidal action, 


coastal storm flowagc or flooding without 
filing written notice of intention to so remove, 
fill, dredge or alter, including such plans as 
may be necssary to describe the proposed 
activity and its effect on the environment 

The notice of intention must be filed at 
least fit) days prior to any such removing, 
filung, dredging or altering. All permits, 
variances and approvals required by local 
law with respect to the proposed activity must 
be obtained where possible before the notice 
is sent. 

The matter of two easements for drainage 
requested by Stop & Shop's architect was 
discussed Selectmen Chairman Vito 
Giarrizzo said that selectmen turned this 
matter over to John Ciarcia, town engineer, 
for his study and recommendation. 

The men considered that Stop & Shop 
might be holding off on the letter of intent 
until they hear from selectmen on the 
easements. Selectman Lawrence Smith said: 
"We need to make a decision on the 
easements before the public hearing.” 

Jack Farrell, who identified himself as an 
interested citizen and who appeared to be as 
up-to-date on Stop & Shop matters as the 
Conservation Commission, spoke of several 
situations which might result if the Stop & 
Shop plan is consumated. 

Among his concerns were increased traffic 
in the area and a narrow bridge connecting 
Swanton street with Main street; oil runoff 
from cars in the parking lot which could cause 
pollution in the river; and that Stop & Shop 
could conceivably become owners of a portion 
of the Aberjona River 

He also mentioned the increased 
development in the area could add to the 
demise of Winchester Center. 

Selcetma Smith said he felt it is important 
that town officials remain objective in the 
matter. "Wo should try to solve problems and 
if they can’t lie solved then take action within 
our power," Smith said. "We should not give 
the impression that we are attempting to 
block the project," Smith added. 

Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo said: 
"We need suggestions from engineers. We 
realize their (Stop & Shop's) rights. We must 
explore all possibilities.” 

Giarrizzo noted that the town may need 
solid fill for incineration. He posed the 
possibility thut this land could be used for 
that. His associates did not take him 
seriously. Looking toward the press, Select¬ 
man John Sullivan said, "Be sure to spell the 
name right." 


Public Drinking Law In Effect 


Winchester youths, beware! 

A new anti-public drinking law allows the 
police to arrest you if you are consuming the 
contents of a can of beer on Mystic Valley 
parkway. 

Tiie men of the Winchester Police 
Department iiuve been briefed on the new by¬ 
law which has been approved by the attorney 
general and has become law. 

The town meeting passed the by-law last 
year primarily in an effort to control the 
drinking of youths and their behavior in front 
of policemen. 

Lt. Andrew Crawford said the new law 
gives the police officer power of arrest if a 
person is drinking on a street or other public 
place. 

Crawford said, however, that an arrest 
can only be made if the offender is unknown to 
the police officer. If the offender is known, 


then a summons is issued rather than an 
arrest made. 

The police ure permitted to seize the 
alcohol Involved until the court decides what 
to do with It. 

Lt. Crawford said the new law will not 
affect such activities us the'annual Winton 
Club or a backyard barbecue. In such cases 
the drinking is under control. 

The new law is aimed at uncontrolled 
situations, he suid. There has always been a 
law against drinking at public parks in 
Winchester. But to Crawford’s knowledge no 
one has ever been taken in on it. The law 
defines public places ns “any public way or 
upon any way to which the public has u right 
of access, or any place to which members of 
the public have access as invitees or licen¬ 
sees, park or playground or private land or 
place without the consent of owner or person 
in control thereof."

Sullivan, who said he would help the 
Council sell the expansion plan, reiterated 
"hut you need to define specifics and estimate 
how much more it will cost You’re going to 
need figures." 

Norherg said, "We can’t define what the 
article should say right now. We need help." 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar usked: "Don’t 
you feel the request for the article should 
come from the Housing Authority?" 

Norherg repeated, "When we left the 
meeting last night they (Housing Authority) 
committed themselves to this effort.” 

Smith said: “I agree with Arthur. I think 
the Housing Authority should be here to show 
support." 

It was decided that Norbcrg would return 
next Monday and the Housing Authority 
would be asked to join him. Together, with the 
help of selectmen and town counsel, they 
would draw up an article for the warrant 

Before leaving, Norherg noted that by 3 
p.m. on Tuesday the Council cusily obtained

special town meeting warrant. (100 
signatures are required.)

The School Committee will ask for a sum 
of money (not to exceed $10,000) to be added 
to the school budget to conduct an attitude 
survey.

Town meeting will also lie asked to con¬ 
sider revamping the dog leash law so that the 
law will cover 24 hours instead of 12. Select¬ 
men are now awaiting statistics of activity 
and cost impact figures from the dog officer. 

Selectmen have received 2411 signatures on 
petition from Atty. Henry Quill, representing 
Fitzgerald Associates, who will ask town 
meeting for a zoning change so they may go 
ahead and build an apartment complex of 78 
units on the site of Winchester Theatre. 

Other articles will consider street lighting, 
additional personnel for the Building 
Department in order to implement a new 
zoning by-law, including an additional 
stipened of $2,iX)(i for the Building Inspector; 
and possibly an article from the former 
Architecture Review Commission which may 
reconvene in view of the Attorney General’s 
negative reaction in order to present one or 
more motions.

Spector cited 1972, when Massachusetts’ 
growth rate was 56 percent higher than the 
national average. 

4 Local aid to cities and towns in 
Massachusetts has increased since 1971 by 113 
percent. However, local aid to the Fourth 
Middlesex District area has been below the 
average 

5. The percent of local general revenues 
derived from state aid throughout the country 
is significantly higher than in Massachusetts. 

Spector noted in particular that the per¬ 
cent of local general revenues derived from 
state aid in Rhode Island cities and towns is 
about 35 percent higher than in 
Massachusetts. , 

Spector told his audience that there cannot 
be “meaningful property tax relief until the 
IcgislSture begins to tackle the problem 
seriously. The reduction of property taxes 
will he one of my top priorities,” he said. 

The senatorial candidate added, "There 
cannot he any significant improvement until 
the. legislature deals with the rising cost of 
state government." Spector suggested that, if 
the legislature had met “day and night" two 
years ago to deal with this problem, "we 
wouldn't be talking about this issue today." 

Spector served until recently as the officer 
in charge of the Commonwealth’s capital 
budgeting efforts in the executive office of 
administration and finance.

In Town Meeting December 6.1973 
ARTICLE 6 

VOTED. To amend the Town’s building 
byluw as follows und take any other 
action relative thereto: 

1. In Division I, Section 8, delete the 
sentence on page 11 (added in 1968) at the 
end of item (a), pertaining to certification 
of foundation location; and on page 12. 
delete the phrase 'in duplicate’ on line 26. 
and add a new paragraph near the top of 
page 13. as follows; 

"Every application for a permit for 
construction, alteration or addition must 
include certification by the Zoning official 
that the proposed work is In accordance 
with pertinent provisions of the Zoning 
Bylaws; said certification shall be in the 
form of an endorsement on the plot plan 
when such plan is required." 

2. In Division 5, delete Section 16 and 17 
in their entirety, and substitute therefor 
the following: 

"Section 16 . No building or part of a 
building shall be erected, constructed or 
enlarged to a height exceeding that 
allowed by the Zoning Bylaw. 

3. In Division 19, delete Section 147 in Us 
entirety and substitute therefor the 
following: 

"Section 147. GARAGES 

In the First Building District, including 
Division B thereof, all garages shall be of 
first or second class construction, except 
private garages for not more than three 
vehicles may be of metal or other non¬ 
combustible construction. 

Outside the First Building District, 
garages for more than three vehicles 
must be of first or second class con¬ 
struction. 

Outside the First Building District, 
garages for three or fewer vehicles may 
lx* of any type construction so long as the 
following requirements are met: 

a. if located within 15 feet of a dwelling, 
or within six feet of a non-residence 
building, or within three feet of a lot line, 
those portions within the above distances 
shall he of 30-minute fire-rated con¬ 
struction. and any openings within those 
distances shall be fire doors or fire 
windows; 

b. when a garage is an Integral part of a 
dwelling, or contiguous thereto, the 
following restrictions apply: 

1. the common walls shall hove a one- 
hour fire-resistance rating, 

2. if there is habitable space above the 
garage, its ceiling shall have a two-hour 
fire-resistance rating; 

3. openings between the garage and 
dwelling space shall be limited to a single 
fire door (one-hour rating) whose sill 
shall be at least four inches above the 
garage floor; there shall be no opening 
from a garage directly into a living room, 
sleeping room or kitchen; 

4. the garage floor shall be non- 
absorbent. non-combustible, and sloped 
to provide positive drainage to the ex¬ 
terior of the building. 

All garages for more thun three 
vehicles, integral with a multiple 
dwelling or contiguous thereto, must lx? of 
First Class construction, must be 
separated from dwelling spaces by 
ceilings nnd-or walls of four-hour fire- 
resistance rating, and must comply with 
items (3) and (4) of the parugruph 
above." 

4 In Division 27, insert a new section at 
the beginning, as follows: 

"Section 182 Tlu* number, size, type, 
function and location of signs is specified 
elsewhere; their construction, in¬ 
stallation and maintenance shall conform 
to the regulations hereunder.” 

5. In Division 32, Section 225, delete the 
second and third sentences of the second 
paragraph (relating to lot line restric¬ 
tions) and substitute therefor the 
following: 

"The location of a pool in relation to lot 
lines and other buildings shall tx? as 
specified by the Zoning Bylaw." 

6 In Division 19. add a new section, as 
follows; 

"Section 152A. In every multiple 
dwelling, division or party walls between 
adjacent apartments shall provide 
resistance tb the transmission of noise, 
equivalent to a Sound Transmission Class

"I'm a Girl Scout!" she said. 
"See my pin? And look, this 
shows I belong to Troop No.

Under a policy adopted by 
the Mistick Side Girl Scout 
Council in 1973, selected senior 
girl scouts may now become 
leaders of troops of younger 
girls.

These young women now 
have 21 Brownies in their 
troop. 

They opened the year with a 
cookout at Judi's house.

played, After a brief 
description of scouting 
background of the leaders, the 
meeting ended with the for¬ 
mation of a Wish Circle. 

I asked the young women 
why they decided to become 
leaders. “Because I have been 
receiving so much from Girl 
Scouts in the past- 10 years, I 
felt I wanted to give some of 
what I learned to others. I want 
the Brownies to begin to learn 
what girl scouting is really all 
about,” said Laurel. 

“Responsibility is the most 
important thing I have learned 
in scouting," said JoAnne.

6 Time Has Come’; 
Committee Forms 
Enrollment Group 

The school Committee Monday approved 
creation of a 22-member committee to study 
declining school enrollments and how host to 
use buildings. 

At the request of Supt. William Mac¬ 
donald. the committee approved the study 
group to be composed of parents, ad¬ 
ministrators, town meeting members and 
members of the School and Finance Com 
mittees. 

‘‘The time has come with declining 
enrollments to take a careful look to relate 
enrollments to the facilities that exist,” 
MacDonald said. 

I An eight member working committee will 
report to the 22-member committee. 

School Chairman Stephen C. Parkhurst 
^said that the purpose of the 22 member study 
' group will he more than just looking at use of 
elementery school buildings. 

"If elementery school enrollments are 
going down, the time is going to come when 
maybe (and I emphasize the word maybe) 
when we might have to close one of the nine 
elementery schools, " Parkhurst said 

Hut, the chairman added, the group will 
also study such alternatives as making 
Winchester High School a four-year school 
and creating two or three middle schools 
composed of grades fiye through eight or six 
through eight. 

"The time lias come for us to look at 
utilization of the buildings we have and how 
best they will serve us in the future.” 

MacDonald expects the work of the 
committee to take p ; . years. 

SOPIIOMOKFS 

The School Committee conducted another 
protracted discussion on whether sophomores 
at the high school should he allowed to he 
absent from the school building during the 
first and last periods if they are free. 

Discussion was wide ranging and covered 
everything the discussion covered two weeks 
ago on the subject. Principal Vincent 
l.arocco was present and like the committee 
members repealed his lengthy arguments 
against. 

Committee members argued at con¬ 
siderable length, stating ami restating their 
cases. In the end, the board finally voted to 
allow sophomores for the remaining three 
weeks of the first quarter the option of staying 
or leaving 

Parental consent must he obtained if they 
are to leave, l.arocco was directed by the 
committee to prepare a program for next 
year which would keep the sophomores in 
school. 

The committee wants the sophomores to 
he engaged in some “meaningful activity" 
during these first and eighth period study 
halls, l.arocco said there is no room in other 
study areas for the students. 

Four teachers would have to be tran¬ 
sferred from corridor duty to study hall to 
accommodate the additional lid sophomores. 

Committee member Mary Pronski wanted 
to have the sophomores assigned to study hall 
for the first half of the year.

Judge Brogna Rules 
Films Not Obscene 

A Superior Court judge has ruled three 
movie films not obscene though all three were 
declared obscene in the Woburn District 
Court by two different judges. 

Judge Vincent It Brogna in a one-line 
order ruled the state has failed to prove 
during civil proceedings that "Deep Throat,” 
"The Devil in Miss Jones" and "Behind the 
Green Door” were "patently offensive." 

All three films, confiscated from a 
Stoneham theatre, were ruled obscene earlier 
by Judge Francis P Cullen and Judge Louis 
Gonnclla in two different criminal court 
proceedings last month. 

Three defendants in Woburn were fined a 
total of over $(>(),()()() and were given prison 
terms However, all of the sentences are 
under appeal. 

The problem stems from the newly passed 
state obscenity law. 

While the district court findings were 
“guilty," the films could not be halted until 
civil proceedings were ruled on. 

In light of Brogna‘s ruling, the films can 
still be shown across the state, despite, the 
Woburn court’s findings. 

The films are being shown in Boston and 
Fitchburg as well as Stoneham. 

Assistant Suffolk County District Attorney 
Timothy P O'Neill said he expects to appeal 
Brogna's ruling, but said he will delay that 
action until lie received Judge Brogna's full 
report. 

in the meantime, the three defendants 
appeal to Superior Court from the Woburn 
court stands.

Hatch Hearing 
On Stop & Shop 
Next Wednesday 

A Hatch-Jones Act hearing will be held 
next Wednesday at 7:45 p.m. in the Town Hall 
auditorium to consider altering land in the 
Swanton street area where Stop & Shop wants 
to construct a shopping center. 

The Hearing, called by the Winchester 
Conservation Commission, follows receipt of 
a notice of intent from Linenthal Eisenberg 
Anderson, Inc., engineers for Stop & Shop, “to 
remove, fill, dredge, or alter land” which 
falls under the jurisdiction of provisions of the 
Wetlands Protection Act. 

The land, owned by James A. and Helen M. 
Cullen, is located between Swanton street, the 
Aberjona River, the Boston & Maine railroad 
tracks and the ends of River street, Loring 
Court, Thompson place and Cutler street. 

Nolan Jones, chairman of the Winchester 
Conservation Commission, told selectmen 
recently that the commission is concerned 
about the proposed shopping center because it 
abuts the Aberjona River. 

The public hearing is required by law. 
Jones said if there are aggrieved parties, they 
may ask the Dept, of Natural Resources to 
intervene. 

The Hatch-Jones Act, legislation to protect 
wetlands, says no person may remove, fill, 
dredge, or alter any riverbank without filing 
written notice of intention. 

Stop & Shop’s engineers have submitted 
plans to the selectmen, Planning Board, 
Conservation Commission and town engineer 
John Ciarcia. 

The engineers have requested two 
easements for drainage. Selectmen turned 
the matter over to Ciarcia for study and 
recommendation. 

Monday night selectmen reviewed a 
communication from Ciarcia following his 
review of the situation. 

Concerning a 15-foot wide drainage 
easement handling surface water at the ends 
of Wendell, Kirk and Lochwan streets, 
Ciarcia said: “Technically, I see no problem 
in relocating this drain insofar as grades and 
locations are concerned.” 

Another drain of concern is at the end of 
River street. In 1973 the town meeting voted 
to take this drainage easement in the Cullen 
land. They appropriated $800 to cover the cost 
of acquisition. 

Ciarcia said that funds have been ap¬ 
propriated under the River street acceptance 
article for installation of this pipe, and as soon 
as the necessary legal procedures are 
completed by town counsel, the work may 
begin.

Judge Brogna Rules 
Films Not Obscene 

A Superior Court judge has ruled three 
movie films not obscene though all three were 
declared obscene in the Woburn District 
Court by two different judges. 

Judge Vincent It Brogna in a one-line 
order ruled the slate has failed to prove 
during civil proceedings that "Deep Throat."

All three films, confiscated from a 
Stoneham theatre, were ruled obscene earlier 
by Judge Francis P. Cullen and Judge Louis 
Gonnella in two different criminal court 
proceedings last month.

Town Engineer John H. Ciarcia said 
everything else is intact as far as he can tell. 
The heating equipment looks like it’s all 
there, Ciarcia indicated. And the plumbing 
(except for the copper pipes) is intact. 

The building itself is solid except for 
asleaky roof on the second floor which has 
warped the floor under it. 

All of these problems with the school are 
now unimportant, however. The Winchester 
Housing Authority recently voted to tear 
down the structure. 

Though under the control of the selectmen, 
the building will pass to the WHA once plans 
are completed for building elderly housing on 
the site. 

Miss Hewis said studies of engineer Leslie 
Buckingham, working for the WHA-hired 
architect, show a cost estimate based on 
preliminary designs of $25,400 a unit for 64 
units if all buildings on the site are new. 

The same studies show a cost estimate of 
$28,000 a unit for 00 units if the school building 
is renovated and new buildings erected 
nearby.

For Winchester 

Candidates Oppose School Busing 


The five senatorial and representative 
candidates opposed any Winchester role in 
Boston school busing at a candidates night 
Tuesday. 

The spontaneous question put to the 
candidates was: Does a community like 
Winchester have a contribution to make in 
integrating Boston schools? 

None leaped to the microphone. The 
following are the responses of the five. 

Arthur It. Spector, independent for 
Senate: "All communities in the suburbs 
should provide leadership and support for the 
law of the land." 

Spector added that the suburbs might give 
"voluntary assistance." He said that would 
be up to each individual suburb. 

John W. Bullock, Democrat, incumbent: "I 
don’t see any great personal involvement the 
Town of Winchester could contribute.” 

Bullock suggested that proper funding 
through the legislature will solve the 
problems. The legislature, he said, “should 
support an excellent educational system for 
the inner city and they'll (problems) take 
care of themselves.” 

Sherman \V. Saltmarsh. Republican for 
representative: "Every child is entitled to an 
equal educational opportunity. The problem 
in Boston is one that has been festering for a 
long time." 

The blame, Saltmarsh said, is with the 
Boston School Committee. He added that the 
legislature should provide the funds for 
proper faculties and staff for Boston. 

Helen Metros, independent for senate: 
“Why should we have a question like this? We 
all owe it to the children to give them the best 
education." 

Mrs. Metros suggested that if the 
legislature wasn’t so receptive to $50 dinners 
from educational lobbyists “we wouldn’t have 
the question today.” 

Kenneth I*. Trevett, Democrat for 
representative: He agreed with his opponent, 
Saltmarsh, that the Boston School Committee 


must lake most of the blame for the Boston 
busing situation. 

The suburb’s role, he said, is through the 
legislature for funds. He added that the 
suburbs must not erect walls around their 
communities lest the courts later require 
integrated housing. He opposes metropolitan 
education. 

Selectman John J. Sullivan asked the 
candidates for solutions to the legislature's 
passing bills that towns and cities must pay. 

All the candidates were very eager io 
answer. All answered in varying degrees of 
the same theme: The legislature must not 
pass such bills. 

But Spector added that Sen. Bullock on 
May 8 voted against sending out from a 
committee a bill to prohibit the legislature 
from passing such bills. 

And Trevett qualified his answer by saying 
a complete prohibition would be "too 
restrictive." 

About 150 persons attended the candidates 
night spe .sored by the League of Women 
Voters at New Lincoln School. Prior to the 
evening they were given the following 
question to prepare an answer for: 

What measures would you take to control 
inflation? 

Bullock: Government jawboning on gas and

Sen. Bullock added that power costs in this 
part of the country are 20 percent higher than 
elsewhere.

Metros: Cut spending, particularly 
wasteful spending: stop such graft as Mid¬ 
dlesex County courthouse and Veterans 
Administration scandals. 

Mrs. Metros said the legislature should 
pay more attention to rate hike bills and not 
adjourn when they are being considered. She 
suggested Massachusetts resuscitate its 
shipping industry.

EDITORIALS 

Referendum Questions 1-4 

The ballot in Winchester for the state general election Nov. 5 contains eight referenda 
dealing with a wide range of issues. This week The Star presents its positions on the first four 
questions. The newspaper’s editorials on the remaining four questions will he printed in this 
space next week. 


1. Legislative Recess — Yes 

This proposed amendment to the state constitution would permit the legislature to recess 
sessions for up to 30 days. A recess may he called now only during the lirst 00 days ol (tie yearly 
session. 

A favorable vote will allow the legislature to break at times most convenient to itself. There 
is no sound reason not to permit the legislators to recess in order to complete studies, un¬ 
dertake special studies and do other work at a time most suitable. 

The legislation would also permit the legislature to schedule vacation breaks, which would 
help cut down on absences during the regular sessions. 

This proposed amendment would have to pass two years in succession votes of both the 
House and Senate. 


2. House Cut — No 

Legislation of far greater impact is the move to cut the size of the House of Representatives 
from 240 to 100 members. 

Originally proposed by the League of Women Voters to reduce the cost and improve the 
efficiency of state government in Massachusetts, the legislation will have the opposite effect 
and will in the process further separate the people from their elected representatives. 

A yes vote is almost assured because of past public performance on the question. Hut the 
referendum ought not to pass because of its likely consequences. 

Reducing the number of representatives means increasing the number ol stall Legislators 
now can work on a one-to-one basis with many of their constituents. Because the number of 
persons each House member represents will increase to such a marked degree, legislators 
must correspondingly decrease their direct contact with the voters. 

The League of Women Voters has myopically argued that fewer representatives means less 
cost of state government and better quality representation. The league argues that with lower 
representatives the pay will be better and thus legislators will be of “higher quality." 

Such reasoning is far removed from the reality of the everyday world Though they will be 
fewer in number, they will be the same men and women who serve in the legislature now. 

That they will have greater “visibility" and "accountability" is specious reasoning. Insfact, 
-they will have less a lot less. They will be called upon at farsmore frequent intervals foi 
speaking engagements, personal appearances and the hundreds ol other occasions legislators 
are expected to attend. 

Common sense could tell the ladies of the league that legislators representing larger 
districts will be able to attend far fewer of these events than before. 

Their staff and an increase in staff is inevitable will take over many of their visible 
functions. The legislators will be forced behind their desks because of an increase in committee 

Winchester, by the way, will in all likelihood lose its state representative under this new 
system. The town is one of the smallest in the area and has enjoyed its own stale representative 
for many years only because of the personal admiration the House and Senate leadership has 
for Harrison Chadwick. Hut Mr. Chadwick is leaving office as Winchester's representative this 
year and his replacement will not have the influence on the Hill to keep the town whole. I he 
Democratic legislature will feast on Winchester when they cut the town up to insure its election 
fora Democrat. 

The House in recent years has had a myriad ol professions represented postman, 
policema, lawyer, teacher, and so many more. This is in contrast to the Senate, where the legal 
profession is overwhelmingly the rule. , , , 

The strength of the Massachusetts House in the last two hundred years has been its diver¬ 
sity. That is sure to go when the public passes this question for the final time, foicing the 
legislature in 1975 to redistrict. An era in strong representative democracy will have passed. 


3. Grants-In-Aid — Yes 

This is another proposed constitutional amendment to allow grunts-in-aid to private 
colleges and universities. The present Massachusetts constitution prohibits direct aid to 
private schools. 

With the demise of many private colleges a fact and more predicted, the soundness of this 
proposal becomes obvious. Few would argue against the need to keep alive private education of 
any type. 

Private education provides a freer flow of ideas in a less restrictive atmosphere. More and 
more students are attending state institutions, which are cheaper Hut the tremendous ex¬ 
pansion of state higher education facilities in Massachusetts will result in duplication of 
facilities in view of the declining birth rate 

To permit students who would otherwise go to state colleges to attend private schools is to 
keep alive the freedom of educational choice at the same time cut ting the increasing amount of 
money spent on higher education in Massachusetts. 

Passage of the amendment would also fill seats in colleges that might go vacant in years to 
come. 


4. Highway Funds — Yes 

Question number 4 is another proposed constitutional amendment This would permit the 
state to spend $312 million for mass transit which has accrued in the stale's highway fund 

The referendum is not a money raiser. It would spend money that has already been raised 

Congress has rescinded a federal prohibition against using federal highway taxes for mass 
transit. There is no reason Massachusetts cannot follow the lead and take a similar.step, 

There is no logical argument that says money raised through gasoline highway taxes must 
be spent on highways. Why? Money raised on cigarettes are used for a variety of purposes. 

In these times of fuel shortages and drastically rising fuel prices, reliance on other-than 
highway transportation is vital. The future economic survival of the state may depend on 
developing more mass transit. 

The state is unlikely to ever again get into the highway construction business Those days 
when the highway lobby ruled the Hill are gone forever, everywhere you go in Massachusetts 
there is a road. You can't travel more than a mile, it seems, in any direction without hitting 
another road. 

Massachusetts cannot take the construction of any additional highways The saturation 
point, in fact, was reached many years ago Hut it has taken automobile-happy Massachusetts 
that long to realize it. 

Gov. Francis W. Sargent recognized this saturation when he said there will lie no more 
roads built within the Rte. 128 area. Instead, the concentration must lie on moving large groups 
of people in fast, clean and economical ways. 

The state must have the tools to explore and develop these ways Passage of question 4 will 
be a ride in the right direction.

It seems the building has a “one pipe 
system" which permits either cool or heated 
air to enter. But not both in the same day.

The school personnel, therefore, have to 
judge what the weather is going to be like in 
the morning. “Do we put the heat on or do we 
put the cooling on?” Budrewicz said they 
must decide. 

He adds that the Honeywell people are 
checking the system out. Certain rooms on 
the sunny side warm up more than others, he 
adds. 


Asst. Princ. Budrewicz says that the high 
school has had only a three percent absentee 
record so far this year compared to 12-13 
percent in other towns. 

The reason for this new development, he 
says, is that parents of students who are going 
to be absent are required to telephone the 
school. 

What does this say? “There were oc¬ 
casions when students wrote their own 
notes," Budrewicz says. School personnel 
verify calls by randoming calling every 
fourth or fifth one.

The back-to-the-books movement so ob¬ 
vious nationally is also apparent here, the 
assistant principal said. 

"Students are not cutting classes. Students 
seem more serious about going to classes and 
doing the work." Budrewicz thinks the high 
school can take some credit for that but notes 
the trend of students “is going back to being 
conservative."

Absentee Ballots Explained 


On Nov. 5 Winchester voters will be faced 
with eight referenda questions. 

A referendum is the purest form of 
democratic government. Each of us is asked 
to answer “yes” or “no,” our answers 
recorded and tallied. The majority prevails 
and the result becomes th law of the land. 

Four of the eight ballot questions are set 
out below. The other four will be discussed 
next week. 

QUESTION NO. 1 

A proposed constitutional amendment to 
empower the General Court by concurrent 
vote of the two houses to take a recess or

recesses amounting to not more than 30 days 
is Question No. 1. 

The present Article 52 permits such 
recesses hut provides that "no such recess 
shall extend beyond the 00th day” from the 
beginning of the legislative session. At 
present the legislature is not recessing 
legislators feel the change would allow them 
time to do committee work, as well as time to 
have bills printed. 

QUESTION NO. 3 

Question No. 3 proposes to amend section 
2, Article 40 of the amendments of 1917 to 
allow granls-in-aid to private higher 
educational institutions or to students, 
parents or guardians of students. 

The present article restricts public money 
(collected luxes) to use by public institutions. 
Article 40 prohibits the use of public money or 
credit for founding, maintaining or aiding any 
school where any denominational doctrine is 
taught, or any school nol publicly owned or 
controlled. 

These grants would be made available to 
college-level private institutions under the 
proposed change while still being prohibited 
to any primary or secondary school not 
publicly owned and under the exclusive 
control, order and superintendence of public 
officers or public agents. 

The purpose of this amendment is to in¬ 
crease the state’s ability to provide aid to 
higher education and lo open scholarships to 
everyone. 

QUESTION NO. 5 

Question No. 5 would establish a corrupt 
practices commission with subpoenae power 
to investigate candidates. It would require 
disclosure of campaign expenditures and 
contributions to all candidates above the town 
and city level. 

Under (he proposed law it would be a 
crime to receive, knowingly, cash payment 
by the campaign committee or candidate for 
service of more than $25, 

It would extend the present campaign 
spending limit for media coverage, and would 
establish a minimum penalty of one year's 
imprisonment and-or $1(),(MK) fine for on in¬ 
dividual convicted of being engaged in 
corrupt practices. 

II would limit candidates to one political 
committee. It would require candidates to 


designate a single bank as depository of 
funds. 

QUESTION NO. 6 

Question No. 6 Is strictly an advisory 
question, having no force of law. It registers 
public opinion whether the legislature should 
reorganize state government to create a 
department on health systems regulation with 
power to administer the medicaid program, 
control and set rates for nursing homes, 
hospitals and other health provisors. 

It would transfer the administration of the 
present medicaid program from the 
Department of Public Welfare to the newly 
created Health Department, with exception of 
the determination of eligibility for assistance. 

In essence it would amalgamate in one 
department under one commissioner the 
power and duties of the department of public 
health, the division of alcoholism, the public 
health council, the department of public 
welfare and the powers of the commissioner 
of insurance which relate to the regulation of 
sickness and accident insurance, non-profit 
hospital insurance corporations, dental 
service corporations, medical service cor¬ 
porations and optometric service cor¬ 
porations.

"Ilow can I vote absentee if I will be out of 
town on election duy?” asked a student 
calling the League of Women Voters voter 
information phone. 

Any registered voter may apply for an 
absentee ballot in writing up to noon of the 
day before the election. 

A specific form is not necessary. One may 
apply in person or by mail, giving one's name 
as registered, registration address and ad¬ 
dress to which a ballot may be sent. One 
should sign the application as one is 
registered. 

If a voter will be out of town on election 
day and lias no address to which an absentee 
ballot may be sent in advance, he may apply 
for an absentee ballot and vote at Town Hail 
in person prior to election day. 

If a voter receives his absentee ballot by 
mail he should read the instructions before 
voting and vote in the presence of a notary. 
The ballot should be verified by a notary and 
mailed from a community oilier than the 


legal residence. 

Only disabled people are entitled to 
receive an absentee ballot at their home 
address and huve it notarized and mailed 
from their own locality. Disabled people must 
certify to that fact when they apply for an 
absentee ballot. Ballots must be received by 
the close of polls (8 p.m.) on election day.

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Results Of Sheriff Buckley’s 
Programs Begin Paying Off 


Letters To The Editor 


Sheriff John J. Buckley, a Republican, is 
running for reelection on the basis of the 
accomplishments seen in his office during the 
last four years. 

An affable, quiet-spoken man, Buckley 
nonetheless has plenty of punch. His in¬ 
novative programs at the jails show signs of 
working. They have been copied elsewhere. 

One of his ideas has become a hallmark, as 
Buckley puts it, “of what we've been trying to 
do.” The program brings the victims of crime 
and the offenders together. 

For example, if a man steals a stereo 
worth $250 he will be permitted to go on a 
work release program where so much per 
week will be deducted as reimbursement for 
the stereo. 

This permits the offender to be eligible for 
early parole. This is only one example of 
Buckely’s imaginative approach to his job. 

Another is the weekend sentence, which 
works out well, he says, particularly in non 
support cases. He explains that this program 
allows an offender to serve his time on 
weekends. 

Instead of serving 90 days straight, a 
prisoner will serve 90 days only on weekends 
and have the rest of the week outside, at his 
job and with his family. 

He reports to the prison Friday at 6 p.m. 
and stays until Monday at 9 a.m. The ad¬ 
vantage of such a program in economics 
alone is great, Buckley says. The offender’s 
family doesn't have to go on welfare. 

Like the work-release program where 
qualified inmates work in the community 
days and return to the institution at night, his 
debt to society is paid at the same time he 
cares for his family. 

“We’ve had people in Winchester in this 
program,” Sheriff Buckley says. The of¬ 
fender's neighbors were led to believe, in one 
case, that he had been spending his weekends 
fishing. 

Another advantage here is that the of¬ 
fender’s employer never becomes aware of 
his difficulties with the law and he keeps his 
job. Employers won’t hire ex-inmates, 
Buckley points out, and many of them end up 
on the welfare rolls. 

Buckley perhaps has the greatest pride in 
action he took which resulted in juvenile 
offenders being separated from adult of¬ 
fenders. 

Thirteen and 14-year-olds were being 
placed in the same areas as older men, 
resulting in a "tremendous homosexual 
problem.” The sheriff says: “Children were 
being misled; they were being physically and 
emotionally abused.” 

So Buckley ended up suing his own office to 
force the courts to separate juveniles from 
adults. The result is well known and has been 
copied in many other states. 

The sheriff points out that his weekend 


"commitment" program has also caught on 
across the country. 

MARIE BUCKLEY’S HUSBAND 

"I’m sometimes known ns Marie 
Buckley's husband," the sheriff beams when 
discussing his wife, who has been a leader in 
her own way. 

With the help of the Winchester 
Republican Women’s Club, for example, 
books were collected for the Billerica House 
of Correction, which lacked a library. 

"The library went from zero to 6,000 
volumes," says Buckley proudly.Mrs. 
Buckley's volunteer activites in prisons has 
resulted in her writing a book, “Breaking into 
Prisons," due out later this month. 

Mrs. Buckley is a second year law student 
at Boston College Law School. The Buckleys 
have two sons, Paul and John. They live in 
Belmont. 

COWS AND CARS 

“Replacing cows with cars," is how 
Buckley puts his program at the vocational 
training school at Billerica. 

Instead of the former pig farm, dairy farm 
and broom factory, which offered offenders 
no lasting experience for the outside, there 
are now facilities for auto and truck repairs, 
courses in reading and math, high school 
equivalancy courses, a tutorial program run 
in conjunction with counselors from Suffolk 
University and other advances. 

When offenders first arrive at Billerica 
they are given an aptitude test which 
classifies them for dexterity and vocation. 

"We try to fit the man and the program 
together.” If a prisoner develops enough so he 
gets his high school diploma then he becomes 
eligible for work release where he can earn 
some money. 

The sheriff says he gets great satisfaction 
from seeing ex offenders on the outside, 
married and with jobs. "Most of them 
outgrow their problems and settle down." The 
contrast between what the man had while in 
prison ("nothing”) to what some have 
achieved on the outside, causes him to muse: 
“That’s what a sheriff is supposed to do.” 

He would have been very discouraged, he 
said, had he been sheriff only two years 
because so many of the men return to 
Billerica. Now that he has been in four years 
he has also seen many making it on the out¬ 
side. 

Many voters think a sheriff should lock the 
offenders behind bars and forget about them. 
"We did that for 100 years and it didn’t work,” 
Buckley answers. 

Saturday is Columbus Day, he says. “They 
laughed at him. I believe we’re on the right 
course." And Buckley is beginning to see the 
results of his innovations.

Reflections On Collections

As a garage sale enthusiast and flea 
market fancier, I am indeed a collector—but 
not of antiques—just nostalgia. 

Antiques as investment, art or status do 
not interest me or my pocketbook; but the 
atmosphere of the "good old days” that 1 
never knew does intrigue me. 

Like others, I think of the time before 
computers, cold war, detente, delinquency 
and declining resources brought unease and 
growing edginess. 

My period of interest is the time of "new 
antiques," often called "collectibles,” which 
were produced from 1890 to 1925 in the post- 
Victorian to post-World War I time. 

Some antique writers have called this 30- 
vear period “modern" to differentiate it from 
the earlier hand-crafted period officially 
ending in 1830, and the era of mechanization 
ending about 1890. 

They describe this turn-of-the-century era 
as a period of slow change from Victorian 
propriety and decorum to omens of the 
coming restlessness and less formal living. 

I think of it as the time my grandfather, a 
salesman peddling “newfangled" office 
machines, courted his Irish colleen in upstate 
New York in a horse and buggy 75 years ago, 
a time that is a light year away from the man 
on the moon. 

But I didn’t know the dates when I first 
started to snoop through the large half-junk, 
half-antique outdoor flea markets in New 
Hampshire. I was looking for old-time 
whatnots to decorate inexpensively. 

Interestingly, my very first purchase, a 
handpainted peasant plate bought for its 
charm and gaiety, turned out to be a very old 
and rare collectible Quimper worth many 
times the $5 I paid for it. It is still a favorite. 

Soon my collection of eclectic miscellany 
grew to cover the kitchen walls. I knew I was 
hooked when remodeling time came and I 
vetoed new cabinets in our cupboardlcss 
kitchen; I didn’t want to give up the wall 
space. 

My casual collecting is a pastime, not a 
serious avocation. For a true collector, 
pursuit of the unique and rare is a passion. My 
spouse contracted the collecting disease in his 
youth and never recovered. 

An antique 1911 Indian motorcycle shares 
our basement with some fine Shaker rockers. 
Our family auto never knew the inside of our 
garage when fit housed my husband’s 1915 
Model T. 

His interest in New England town history 
has led to a fine and growing collection of 
specialized Americana literature and 
correspondence with rare book dealers all 
over New England. 

After reading my Hearthstone column on 
the pleasures and pitfalls of garage sales, Jim 
Connolly of Winchester Camera asked me 
what I have learned about values. Did I, 
perhaps, have some item once deemed 
worthless that now fetches a high price in the 
antique flea markets? 


I must admit that I am surprised to learn 
that grandpa’s mission oak furniture and 
grandma’s carnival glass which were 
disposed of for garage sale prices 25 years 
ago have both multiplied) in price. 

But despite my avid interest, I don’t wish I 
had them back. I didn’t like the stuff then, and 
the heavy square furniture and gaudy 
imitation Tiffany glass doesn’t appeal to me 
now. 

But others do like it and perhaps hold a 
similar low view of my small collection of 
hand-painted Nippon and Noritake of the 
1920s which I enjoy enormously. Their price is 
also rising. 

Personal preference and pleasure is one 
key to collecting, but knowledge gleaned from 
dealers, books? and newspapers is another. 
Collecting for whimsy, nostalgia, fad and 
fashion may be fun, but lasting quality 
separates the gilt from the gold. 

I think my collection of porcelain 
Christmas plates are antiques of the future 
due to their fine hand-executed underglazed 
designs, a quality that Will outlast the car¬ 
nival glass fad, for example. 

I never thought of my collection as an 
investment. But to my astonishment 1 did 
receive a newsletter for “plate investors" last 
week. In tiny stock market quotaion figures, 
it listed the values for each year of the plate 
series issued by gloss, pottery and china 
factories here and abroad. 

I do not care that my particular collection 
has quintupled in price in 10 years. One plate 
in particular is worth 20 times its purchase 
price. 

My investment is in the pleasure I get 
every time I look at the grouping of handsome 
winter scenes portraying my favorite season 
in exquisite detail.

Opening Lincoln To Public 
--Selectmen Press The Issue

Docs the press represent the public in 
seeking admission to a public building? 

The Board of Selectmen debated the 
question from various sides as they con¬ 
sidered a request from Winchester Star editor 
Arthur MacDonnell to enter the closed old 
Lincoln School “to investigate incidents of 
theft and vandalism of school equipment." 

Executive Secretary Edward Donnelly 
had denied (he request made on Thursday, 
Oct. 10, when MacDonnell and Town Meeting 
Member Vincent Carroll asked to be allowed 
to enter. 

Donnelly's veto was upheld by Selectman 
Chairman Vito A. Giarrizzo, whom Donnelly 
called at MacDonnell’s request. 

In his formul letter of request MacDonnell 
sharply disagreed with the gist of the Oct. 10 
denial that the public has no right of access. 
“The public has every right to know what is 
happening to property that ultimately is the 
public's,” he wrote. 

MacDonnell asked for permission to enter 
at a time convenient to the selectmen's 
department “but within a reasonable period 
of time.” 

In reporting the account to the rest of the 
selectmen, Giarrizzo noted how busy the 
executive sectetary was. “So 1 sustained his 
objection in order to have a discussion here on 
the philosophy and policies. Ed's time is 
valuable and I don’t want to set a precedent." 

Giarrizzo was firm in his conviction that 
the building should not be opened and the key 
given out so a citizen could inspect it. 

But he did say that if the “secured” 
building is opened under "normal cir¬ 
cumstances” and someone is sent from the 
selectmen's office, a reporter might be 
allowed. 

After Glarrizzo’s remarks, a discussion 
followed with all selectmen participating. 

Larry T. Smith said the situation 
described by Giarrizzo “calls for recon¬ 
sideration." Although he agreed that Don¬ 
nelly should not accompany the reporter, a 
request “with proper notice" should be 
processed, considered and due arrangements 
made. 

While not in favor of "accommodating at 
the drop of the hat," Smith said that in “light 
of the source” of the request, arrangements 
for opening a public building for a “look-see" 
would be made. 

John Sullivan concurred, but insisted on an 
escort for the reporter. 

William Chapman was concerned about 
any "proven incidents” and asked that "in- 
pection by the general public not be held in 
such a manner to hinder investigative 
authorities." 

"The building is closed at the moment and 
not "••ailable to the public. The conditions of 


opening must be guarded in the best interests 
of the public," said Chapman. 

Chapman cited "proper procedural 
standards and proper criteria.” 

Giarrizzo reiterated his position "that we 
do have the authority to keep the building 
secure.” 

He asked Town Counsel Douglas A. 
Randall to back him up us to the selectmen's 
statutory authority. 

Although no statutes were cited, Randall 
said that Lincoln is “not a public building in 
the sense that the public has a right on the 
premises." 

Randull went on to say that to verify the 
condition of the property in the public interest 
"the board might set some criteria." 

Randall added: "The Winchester Housing 
Authority lias some equitable interest in the 
matter." He advised that they be notified if 
the building is to be opened. 

Selectmen Sullivan grew a little impatient

with the discussion at this point and said: 
"The press is different from the public. If he 
wants to see it, set a time and show it." 

Speaking of MacDonnell, Sullivan said: 
"He feels an obvious responsibility to in¬ 
vestigate in serving the public interest. It is to 
the board's and the town’s best interest that 
access be given.” 

Giarrizzo suggested a joint committee 
effort so all could benefit from the "opening.” 
In order to “get some use out of the request," 
lie suggested a WIIA member, a policeman, a 
representative from the selectmen's office 
and a formal letter to the press to attend. 

Smith agreed that since the building may 
be torn down in order to build elderly housing 
“it would lie appropriate for us to look into the 
building if it is to be abandoned." 

Sullivan aguin objected to the “expansion” 
of the request to include a large committee. 

Giarrizzo said, "We will not open the 
building immediately.” 

Sullivan countered with "I don’t see any 
reason why we couldn't accommodate him 
(MacDonnell) this week." 

Sullivan feared the event would be blown 
all out of proportion if the request takes a 
month. 

Giarrizzo agreed but for a different 
reason. "There is a history of these things 
ballooning all out of proportion, for example 
the McManus” (House). 

“Under no circumstances would I be 
willing to open buildings without appropriate 


coordination," said Giarrizzo. 

He further statedl "Nothing has happened 
this week to justify’such a rapid response” 
when Sullivan pressed him to send a reply to 
MacDonnell this welk. 

Chapman agreed to the opening with 
"proper supervision." He also said, "I see no 
gr<’at bugaboo in this gentleman" referring to 
MacDonnell. 

Giarrizzo insisted, "We want a responsible 
person to report back to us also." 

Giarrizzo continued to state that "we have 
statutory authority to control access and 
egress to the building" but the selectmen 
agreed that they will give access with Ahearn 
coordinating. Possibly Jake Ciarcia could 
accompany the reporter to answer questions. 

Though Chairman Giarrizzo continued to 
object to opening the school to MacDonnell, 
the other four selectmen agreed to give ac¬ 
cess with the selectmen’s office coordinating 
the event. 

It was decided that Town Engineer John 
II. Ciarcia would accompany The Star editor 
to answer questions. 

Selectmen's clerk Ann Hazel McGuire 
suggested that the engineer accompany 
MacDonnell out of town.

Donnelly said he has been out of town all 
week and didn’t ask the Highway Department 
to clean up. He said he asked Highway back in 
September to clean up the building on their 
next rainy day. 

Highway Supt. Robert G. O'Brien con¬ 
firmed Donnelly’s account. Last Wednesday 
it poured all day. 

While waiting for the police escort to 
arrive last Friday. Miss Hewis and Engineer 
Ciarcia reminisced about the old school they 
both attended as children. 

Clara Hewis said the school opened in 1924 
anti Iter mother was in the first class. It was 
built to replace the Chapin School on Swanton 
street. 

Miss Hewis remembered her kindergarten 
teacher, Miss Richardson, who still teaches in 
Winchester — at the New Lincoln. 

Ciarcia recalled two of the principals of 
Old Lincoln — Joe Forte and Miss Regan. 

He and Miss Hewis spent a good 30 minutes 
talking about their experiences and ad¬ 
ventures as pupils in the old school in days 
when teachers had more freedom in dealing 
with errant children and the basics of 
education were stressed.

Town Engineer Ciarcia agreed with Miss 
Hewis. 

The cost of demolition of the building was 
figured into the per unit cost if all new 
buildings were to go up. 

Miss Hewis said the authority feels the 
state Department of Community Affairs, 
which provides 100 percent funding for 
elderly housing, will not go along with the 
higher per unit cost. 

This feeling is based on the members' 
knowledge of how much the state is paying 
per unit elsewhere. 

About the clean-up, Miss Hewis said: "If I 
hadn’t been there to have seen it myself, I 
would have thought the stories were em¬ 
bellished.” 

Edward Donnelly, executive secretary to 
the selectmen, said the clean-up "was not 
done particularly for this morning’s tour."

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Nice People Do Get YD, Be Sure To Get A Checkup 


By Ruth-Ellen Flax 

"Nice people don’t get VD. Didn't you 
know that?" smiled Nurse Elizabeth Penney, 
public health nursing advisor at the com¬ 
municable and vereal disease department of 
the state’s Department of Public Health. 

That is what many people believe, she 
indicated, though the opposite is true. 
According to the department, Winchester, 
with a population of 22,000, had 11 reported 
cases of gonorrhea and four of syphilis in 1973. 

Winchester pediatrician Dr. Donald 
McLean says VD in Winchester is "not 
alarmingly high." And Miss Penney says the 
statistics here are “typical of a bedroom 
community." 

But both say the reported cases are "only 
the tip of the iceberg,” as Miss Penney put it. 

The reason for that is VD figures are 
usually misleading. Students away at college 
go to doctors in their area for treatment. Also, 
some Winchester doctors are not reporting 
the cases. 

Instead, Miss Penney said, the doctors are 
"treating secondary syphilis as chicken pox." 
Miss Penney says that false names and ad¬ 
dresses show the "number of cases reported 
represent 20 percent of the number treated." 

McLean said, “The national figure is high 
. . and we (Winchester) are not on an island 
paradise.” He said there are 500,000 cases of 
venereal disease in teenagers throughout the 
country, an epidemic in some areas. 

Miss Penney said the gonorrhea rate in the 
United States is "pandemic and the syphillis 
rate is rising.” 

No race, religion, sex or age is most 
susceptible to venereal dusease. Anyone from 
a well-established businessman in an affluent 
suburb to “a poor soul off the cattle boat" 
may contact it, suys Miss Penney. 

If Dorchester seemingly has more cases of 
VD than Winchester, it is because, us Miss 
Penney explains, people in Dorchester "tend 
to go to clinics more often and consequently 
are reported, as opposed to people in Win 
Chester who attend private physicians and 
refuse to let word get out.” 

McLean suggests VD is "lower in actual 
count in Winchester" because of more well- 


informed citizens. He emphasized, however, 
that there is "no moral fiber attached to in¬ 
come." 

McLean said casual sexual lifestyles of 
Winchester residents are "confined to a 
smaller group.” It is the “unknown," he 
continued, which adds to the venereal disease 
rale. 

A steady increase in veneral disease after 
World War II is due in part to the popularity of 
The Pill which "makes promiscuity no 
danger," as McLean expressed it. 

Also a contribution to the high VI) rate are 
drugs, which prevent the user from "knowing 
what's going on." Dr. McLean and Miss 
Penney mentioned the greater amount of 
freedom prevalent among today’s youth’s as 
another reason for more venereal disease. 
Miss Penney sighed, "The young have all 
they want. What else is there to do but sample 
the ultimate in a human relationship." 

According to national statistics, there is 
one case of syphilis for every 80 cases of 
gonorrhea. Not only is "syphilis a lifetime 
disease,” warns Penney, but venereal disease 
may be contacted "over and over again . . . 
We can’t keep up with the gonorrhea cases, 
but we keep records of the syphilis cases.” 

Syphilis, "the great imitator,” has a 
variety of symptoms. Where the organism 
enters the body a chancre, a dull-red, hard, 
insensitive lesion, will appear after an in¬ 
cubation period of nine to 90 days, usually 21 
days. This sore will last from two to five 
weeks and will go away without treatment. 

While this is healing — or up to 10 weeks 
later — the second phase, a rash with three 
stages, each two weeks in duration, occurs. 
These are accompanied by flu symptoms and 
patchy hair loss, usually the outer third of the 
eyebrow. This also disappears without 
treatment. These first stages are extremely 
infectious. 

For approximately a year the in¬ 
fectiousness decreases. But the disease may 
he transmitted up to four years. It then goes 
underground. 

Thirty years later, if left untreated, heart 
damage, blindness, deafness, soft tissue and 
insanity may appear. "If damage occurs, we 


can't repair the damage. We can only treat 
it," warns Miss Penney. 

According to popular myth, gonorrhea is 
spread from toilet seats, dishes and 
doorknobs. In truth, the organism is spread 
only by sexual contact. It requires one to 14 
days incubation period, usually three to five 
days in a male. He will find it painful to 
urinate and will dqtect a discharge. 

The disease is nbt observable in females 
and must be discovered by other means. One 
may, though, find an increase of secretion 
and have stomach pains. 

If there is no treatment and the disease 
remains localized, it will burn itself out. If 
allowed into the bloodstream, heart disease, 
kidney damage and in rare cases, meningitis 
may result. Sterility in males and females is 
the most usual after effect. 

This should not occur unless a patient has 
delayed treatment in repeated cases or has 
attained the disease rapidly numerous times. 

"It is imperative," said Miss Penney, "for 
anyone who has had syphiwis to have a state 
record where he was treated because the 
disease will follow him for the rest of his life 
for the most part.” She also stressed the 
importance of blood tests for "decent 
tracking for at least a year.” 

Two types of blood tests are given. The 
first is a screening test, quantitative and 
quantitative; the second is specific. Miss 
Penney explained a patient may have a 
positive screening test yet not have syphilis. 
Syphilis is the "only disease with a positive 
blood showing that is treatable. The other 
diseases are deadly, but more socially ac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Birth control methods have doubtful if not 
negative affects on the transmittance of 
venereal disease. The Pill raises the contact 
rate from 40 percent to 100 percent. A 
prophylactic may prevent gonorrhea if in 
good condition, if put on correctly and before 
any foreplay and if intact when removed. 

Miss Penney remarked, "The crux of the 
means to cure lies in the efficiency with which 
we trace the contacts.” Contact information 
is not part of the medical record and is 
protected by law. “Still, some patients get 
hostile." 


Naming one's contacts are important 
because there is no immunity against 
venereal disease and if people with whom one 
has had sexual relations are not cured, he or 
she will likely catch it again. 

VD is easily infectious and may be tran¬ 
smitted to an unborn child. Some people may 
not know they have contacted the disease. It 
can kill, cripple or cause insanity. 

Venereal disease is a "vicious circle," said 
Miss Penney. “Most people who have sex 
before marriage have it with more than one 
person.” It is not prostitutes who contact the 
disease. Their situation requires much 
forethought and conscientiousness. "The girl 
next door — she’s got it," stated Miss Penney. 

The first word on prevention is “a careful 
selection of partners. And homosexuality is 
no proof you won’t contact veneral disease." 

If one thinks one may have a venereal 
disease Dr. McLean and Nurse Penney advise 
seeing a private physician or one of the 19 
state co-operating venereal disease clinics at 
Beverly Hospital, Beth Isreal Hospital, 
Boston City Hospital, Boston Dispensary, 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital, University Hospital; 
Brockton Hospital, Cambridge City Hospital; 

Or, St. Anne's Hospital, Burbank Hospital, 
St. Joseph's Hospital, Lynn Hospital, St. 
Luke’s Hospital, Newton-Wellesley Hospital, 
Pittsfield General Hospital, Springfield 
Hospital, Waltham Hospital or Worcester 
City Hospital. 

Miss Penney advises blood tests every 
three or four months if you are sexually ac¬ 
tive and for a gonorrhea check if a female. 

The communicable and veneral disease 
department is available to teach about 
venereal disease to “anyone who’ll listen." It 
is this education process which led to Dr. 
McLean’s optimisim: “Definitely things 
should get better with a better informed 
public." 

Nurse Penney concurs, but is less hopeful. 
"With a good educational program and with 
the co-operation of the people involved we 
should be able to lower the venereal disease 
rate, but this presupposes an interest and 
concern about oneself and about one’s neigh¬ 
bor, and I’m not at all sure about the latter.”

Old Middlesex Canal Has Special Day Of Glory

This was a day—one long awaited along 
the Old Middlesex Canal. The crowd had 
assembled. A bright sun lighted and warmed 
the narrow ribbon of water and the even canal 
banks, newly "puddled” two inches deep in 
clay (as was prescribed by Loammi Baldwin 
back in the 1790s for specifications on the 
canal banks). 

The Mass. Dept, of Public Works had 
scurried to put the last minute touches on the 
banks and on the stone arch matching the 
fumed one on the Brooks Estate near the 
Winchester line in Medford. 

Bunting on the bridge arch added gaiety 
and also a reminder that important speakers 


were to acclaim this fine canal restoration in 
Wilmington for posterity. 

Lexington Minutemen, holding high their 
flags, at the signal from the cannon, led the 
dignitaries from the arched bridge to the 
canal bed. Behind them marched the color¬ 
fully attired Clan McPherson Bagpine Band. 
They rendered, to the special delight of Bruce 
Campbell, a speaker, “The Campbells are 
Coming." 

Meanwhile, down on the towpath, Paula 
Young was mounted on her black Morgan 
horse, waiting to pull the first canal barge to 
traverse this 1200-foot section of the canal in 
over 100 years. A final cannon shot would 
resound to signal that the horse and barge 


should start on their trip, at the close of the 
ceremonies. 

President of the Middlesex Canal 
Association Col. Wilbur Hoxie of Army 
Engineers led the ceremonies. He is an expert 
on the Middlesex Canal and on early 
American Canals. He presented to each 
speaker copies of Mary Stetson Clarke’s new 
book "The Old Middlesex Canal," just 
released for publication. 

Mrs. Clarke's book has reproduced an 1818 
Winchester bill from farmer John Symmes to 
John Langdon Sullivan for "carting steam 
works from the canal." (America's first 
steam tugboat was invented by J. L. Sullivan 
and assembled here in Winchester beside the 
aqueduct that went from Edgewater place to 


Sandy Beach on the Mystic Lake. It had its 
trial run there.) 

Afternoon speakers were Sen. Ronald Mac 
Kensie, Bruce Campbell of the DPW, Dr. 
Theodore Sande of the Society for Industrial 
Archeology, and Dr. Tom Liu, president of the 
Boston Society of Civil Engineers. 

All expressed the recreation value of the 
restoration and a hope that further sections of 
the Old Middlesex Canal, 27 1 •_> miles long from 
Boston to Charlestown, would be restored; 
also of the important canal restorations 
being done in Lowell. 

An evening program at the Ramada Inn in 
Woburn, also situated on the Middlesex Canal 
banks, featured a reception in honor of Mary

What's Cookin'? Smashed Potatoes

While children beginning school may 
impress parents with what they’ve learned 
away from the nest, teachers are just as 
amazed at the kinds of information picked up 
at home. 

A diligent kindergarten teacher at Muraco 
School, Jane G. Martel, has captured "a 
kid’s-eye view of the culinary arts seen un¬ 
derfoot in the kitchen and put it into the 
delightful little book, "Smashed Potatoes -- A 
kid’s-eye view of the kitchen." 

The bright yellow book illustrated with 
youngsters’drawings Mrs. Martel saved over 
the years is a collection of hilarious recipes in 
which nursery school and kindergarten 
children reveal “guestimations" of what and 
how much goes into familiar edibles. 

These recipes coming straight from the 
uninhibited mouths of children not yet molded 
by print will soon appear on bookstore shelves 
in hardcover and paperback. According to 
Houghton Mifflin Co., publisher of "Smashed 
Potatoes,” October 16 is the book’s official 
publication date. 

For a sneak preview of the book, readers 
may look back to the June issue of McCall’s 
which excerpted recipes from the book.

favorite recipes are especially laughiblc 
when adults put themselves at eye-level with 
the kitchen counter. For example, the largest 
burner on the stove is described as "the 
biggest black circle on the roof of your stove." 

Adults may even be shocked when the 
tykes reveal some of the following: "A Black 
Steak": "Tell all the kids to get out of the 
kitchen.... Now just wait until your father 
comes home from the dump. Serves the 
family and even the neighbors (if they are 
your friends).”

on the realization that each child must be 
treated individually. 

She describes the children in this age 
bracket as little sponges — open, receptive 
and uninhibited. She says getting the in¬

child to organize and verbalize thought 
patterns into well-formed sentences. 

Her method of putting together the book 
involved culling the best out of 200 recipes 
submitted by children since she began 
teaching. 

She altered words in recipes for variety 
and edited repetitious parts. 

She asked her husband, family and friends 
lo read the recipes to her "in order lo see if 
they flowed." She also checked reactions of 
those whom she respected to see if they 
laughed authentically in the "right places.” 

There’s a lot cooking in kindergarten these 
days. Besides making such all-time favorites 
as popcorn, gingerbread and cookies in class, 
the youngsters learn how to use measuring 
utensils and about origins of food. 

One of the popular events of the year is a 
visit to a market where classes are shown 
meat before it’s cut into portions. Jane Martel 
says that when the students leave the grocery 
store most of them could distinguish a filet 
from other cuts. 

Choosing teaching was a natural for her 
since both her parents taught school in 
Illinois. Besides teaching, her father was also 
superintendent of schools in her hometown. 

After receiving her degree from Wesleyan 
University in Bloomington, III., she begun 
teaching fourth grade in Chicago. 

She began teaching younger children in 
tile midst of raising three of her own and a 
move to New England. 

She found teaching nursery school an ideal 


job since she could bring along her own 
children. She taught at a co-op nursery school 
for four years, at Shattuck International 
House in Boston. This was quite an ex¬ 
perience for her children as all their 
playmates were children of foreigfc students 
attending Harvard Medical School.

Cannava Upset, Considers Both He And Town Losers 


Sonny Cannava of San-0 Cleaners of 
Winchester, low bidder in a recent bid 
proposal, and loser to Kraft Uniform Rental 
Service of Stoneham, told The Star this week 
he feels he and the town have been “treated 
unfairly." 

Cannava lost out to Kraft because he did 
not sign his bid proposal and it was con¬ 
sidered invalid by Town Counsel Douglas 
Randall. 

The vote to choose Kraft was made by 
selectmen Oct. 7 anter considerable 
discussion and a final 3-1 vote. 

Selectmen noted Ibeir reluctance in 
choosing Kraft over San-O. but felt obliged to 
do so because Kraft's bid was in order. 

As pointed out by Selectman John 
Sullivan, the only negative voter, awarding 
the bid to Kraft will cost the town $78 more 
per week than they have been paying Can¬ 
nava, who was awarded the contract last 
year. 

The bidding had Kraft at the top, offering 
the work at $177 per week. Interstate Uniform 
Services of Nashua, N.H., (Withdrew bid 
before final decision) bid $124 per week. San- 
O's bid was $99 per week. 

According to Cannava. the bid proposal 
indicated bids had to be returned to the High¬ 
way Department by Sept. 26, the date they 
were to be publicly opened and read. 

Cannava said on that date he handed his 


hand-written hid personally to Edward 
Murphy of the Highway Dept. He said Mur¬ 
phy later opened all three bids and read the 
final figures. 

Hearing he was low bidder, Cannava said 
lie left the meeting feeling fairly confident his 
contract would be renewed. 

He said Arthur C. Oliver of Kraft ap¬ 
proached him at the hid opening meeting and 
said Kraft offered new uniforms whereas 
Cannava offered used uniforms currently 
used by town employees. 

Cannava told The Star the specifications 
did not indicate new or used. 

This is verified In a letter from Supt. of 
Streets Robert G. O’Brien to selectmen in 
which he said: "The question as to whether 
the uniforms to be supplied should be new 
uniforms has been raised by Arthur C. Oliver 
of Kraft 1 believe the intent of the 
specification is for new uniforms but in 
fairness to Mr. Cannava of San-0 Cleaners, 
Inc., it does not spell out new uniforms in the 
specifications." 

Cannava, who feels the town is losing by 
having to pay the extra $78 per week, said he 
was not aware that he hadn't signed this bid. 

Cannava said that an office girl from one 
of the town offices called him about a par¬ 
ticular aspect of the bid and he wonders why 
he was not told to come down and sign the hid, 


which he would have done had he known he 
had failed to do so. 

Thescnll came after the public bid opening 
and before selectmen made thelj final 
decision 

The Star asked Edward Donnelly, 
executive secretary to the selectmen, why 
Cannava was not informed beforehand that 
his signature was missing 

Donnelly said this was not an appropriate 
thing to do. lie explained that to Interfere in 
any way which would alter the hid from the 
opening date would be out of order. 

Cannava mentions that the wording in a 
proposal specification says the town has the 
right “to reject any or all bids for the best 
interest of the town." 

Because the Kraft Rental firm will charge 
the town $78 more per week than they are 
currently paying, Cannava claims it would 
have been in the best interest of the town to 
reject all bids and begin again 

This idea was suggested by O'Brien to 
selectmen, but rejected because there has 
been controversy in recent years over this 
particular hid proposal and because Kraft's 
bid, though high, was "a viable bid." 

Oliver, who was at the Oct. 7 selectmen's 
meeting during the discussion, tried to in¬ 
troduce remarks into the dialogue. Every 
time he began to talk, selectmen told him that 


the meeting was not a public hearing, that he 
had no right to interject thoughts, and they 
indicated he would have to leave if he didn't 
stop talking. 

Oliver also indicated he might be ready to 
refute any attempt to reject and reopen bids. 

Selectman William Chapman expressed 
distress in the situation saying this “is the 
third year we have hud to handle this bid 
under duress. Always there is the questions as 
to what is legal, what is a proper proposal.” 

In conclusion, selectmen decided that 
future highway department specifications for 
hid should be screened by themselves before 
being published or mailed in an attempt to 
reduce misunderstanding by bidders.

On Feb. 12, 1972, Richard Sequeira met 
with his estranged wife, Phyllis, for dinner in 
a restaurant. He told her that he planned to go 
to a Bruins game later that night and that he 
had just made a substantial investment in the 
Framingham area where he maintained a 
home. He has not been seen since that time. 

Last week a Suffolk Superior Court jury 
ruled that the missing man was slain and that 
his wife of 25 Wedgemere ave. was entitled to 
his life insurance of $200,000. 

The jury decision was 10-2 and followed a 
suit by Mrs. Phyllis T. Sequeira, 34, against 
the Prudential Insurance Co. which up to then 
refused to pay the claim contending there was 
no proof that Sequeira is dead. 

Sequeira owned the West Newton 
Chrysler-Plymouth Auto Agency. After his 
disappearance, his wife carried on the 
business for several months. 

According to an account of the week-long 
trial in the Boston (llobe, Sequeira left two 
houses, a yacht and a $40,000 bank account. 
His driver’s license, credit cards and $15,000 
in traveler's checks were found later in a 
locker at South Station. 

The Globe reported: In his final argument, 
Prudential attorney Douglas Moxham 
suggested that Sequeira had fled to avoid an 
income tax probe by the Internal Revenue 
Service. Moxham argued that Sequeira 
earned $120,000 a year, but declared only 
$24,0(K). 

According to Michael Flynn, Mrs. 
Sequeira's lawyer who visited The Star this 
past week with Mrs Sequeira and her fiance, 
said: "There is no Internal Revenue income 
lax probe." 

Flynn told The Star the jury found that 
figures on Sequeiru's taxes forms were ac¬ 
curate, that there was "no failure to report 
income that he had earned. It was always 
reported properly," Flynn said. 

The insurance lawyer is said to have 
talked about how easy it would have been for 
Sequeira to assume a new identity. 

Flynn argued "overwhelming inferences” 
in the case pointed to murder. He told The 
Star that the key part of the suit on which the 
jury based its determination was "the $5,000 
of traveler’s checks, together with the $15,000 
mentioned, were forged by another in¬ 
dividual’.' who attempted to deposit the $5,000 
worth of checks into the New England Mer¬ 
chants Bank 

Flynn said the depositor's picture was 
recorded on cameras in the bank and that the 
person "is a suspect in forgery in the larceny 
of these checks." 

Flynn said there is evidence that the 
murder was "probably the result of robbery,” 
and not- connected with the Mafia or an un¬ 
derworld connection, as indicated in the 
Boston newspaper. 

Flynn said there were 24 witnesses at the 
trial and Sequeria's closest friends and 


business associates testified, "and there was 
a great deal of circumstantial evidence." 

Flynn said, "There was no evidence before 
the jury as to how he (Sequeira) was killed.” 

The Globe referred to a sworn deposition 
in which Mrs. Sequeira said she was told her 
husband was dating a girl friend of a close 
associate of New England Mafia leader. 
Raymond Patriarca. 

Flynn said that Patriarca's name was 
never mentioned at the insurance litigation 
trial. “The deposition was never introduced in 
the trial,” said Flynn. 

Speaking for his client, Flynn told how 
Sequeira met with his wife on Feb. 12 two 
years ago, spoke of plans to attend a Bruins 
game, said he had made an investment, and 
was not seen after that. "There is every in¬ 
dication that he was murdered,” Flynn said.

She added: "Have someone in there full 
time. I've had it up to here as far as I can go 1 
can’t afford to pay any more. Don't let 
anybody dig into our pocketbooks." 

Spec lor: Cut state and local spending, 
which represents the most rapid increase in 
spending in the economy; improve the rail 
system, give business tax incentives. 

Spector added that his experience as a 
state budget officer shows a "record of 
achievement" in that area. “The incumbent 
has been fiscally irresponsible.” 

Saltmursh; Legalize spending, with a 
"firm ceiling" on state spending; make 
department heads responsible for over¬ 
spending with public disclosure of their 
deficits; stabilize the price of oil. 

Saltmursh proposed a New England oil 
consortium to buy, sell and allocate fuel in 
order to stabilize the market. He said the 
economic crunch is caused by the unlimited 
and rapid increase in oil use. 


The candidates night was recorded by 
YVII.SH-FM (91.9) for rebroadcast Thursday 
beginning at H p.m. 


In addition, Saltmursh said the govern¬ 
ment must "lead the way" in conserving fuel. 
He said, "We must reduce the per capita 
consumption of goods and services." 

"We must each do, our part.” The can¬ 
didate opposes across the board tax in¬ 
creases, wage price controls or any measures 
to increase unemployment. 


Trevelt: Improve the Massachusetts 
business climate; establish business in¬ 
centive to encoufage business to locate here; 
improve harbor facilities; improve the 
productivity and efficiency of state govern¬ 
ment. 

Trevett suggested a job freeze in state 
government, "zero base budgeting" and 
reallocation of jobs. He suggested tax reform. 
"The property tax is too high. It is stagnating 
to the individual home owner and the business 
community." 

The candidates differed greatly on the 
proper method to select and discipline judges. 
Sen. Bullock, Saltmursh and Metros feel the 
present system has proved it is working well. 

They favor keeping selection in the hands 
of elected representatives. 

Spector and Trevett feel there should be 
commissions to nominate names to the 
governor, who would have to pick from those 
names. 


Trevett, in addition, recommended 
eliminating the executive council and special 
judgeships.

The warrant for the special town meeting 
to be held Dec. 3 was closed Monday night by 
selectmen. 

The warrant will ask town meeting to 
consider 15 subject matters, some containing 
more than one article. 

New to the list was a citizen petition 
proposal to change the zoning by-law for 
residences on Swanton street. 

The petition, presented to selectmen by 
TMM Arthur Hewis of Swanton street, seeks 
to change the business area frontage on 
residential properties from 50 feet to 200 feet. 

There is a possibility that the article may 
have an amendment.

The bicycle path will travel beside or near 
the Aberjona River from the Woburn line to 
Bacon street. An appropriation will provide

A third drainage system located on the 
Cullen land is in the area between River 
street and the railroad tracks, said Ciarcia. 
"According to the Stop & Shop engineers, the 
only portion of this easement that is recorded 
is a short piece in the river area owned by 
Cullen. "If this information is accurate, and I 
am presently investigating records to 
ascertain whether this is so, and there is no 
recorded easement, then I recommend that 
Stop & Shop people grant to the town an 
easement with no charge,” said Ciarcia. 

Selectmen said that Stop & Shop cannot 
build a building over an easement but they 
can build a road over one. 

One of the concerns of selectmen is in¬ 
creased traffic. It has been proposed that 
River street be opened so it runs through the 
shopping center. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar said he con¬ 
siders "there will be a problem" if this is 
done. He wonders if access to the area via 
Cross street might better be accomplished by 
opening up Conant rd. 

Selectmen plan to meet with the Stop & 
Shop engineers and the Planning Board this 
week in order to make a decision on the 
easements prior to the ct. 30 Hatch-Jones Act 
hearing.

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‘Mystic River Pollution 
Dangerously High,’ Says 
Watershed Assn. Head

"Unless people really care and really 
fight, this river will dwindle away into 
nothing. There is very little time left for us to 
save this part of our community, and we must 
act now.” 

These words were spoken last Thursday 
evening by Dr Peter Braun, president of the 
Mystic River Watershed Association, a non¬ 
profit environmental organization 
representing 10 local cities and towns. At the 
association’s annual meeting, Braun and 
other speakers detailed the problems that 
face the community in the Arlington- 
Winchester area, and some solutions that 
must be acted upon. 

Pollution levels in the Mystic River and its 
tributaries are dangerously high, according 
to Braun, and the Mystic River can no longer 
be used for recreational purposes such as 
swimmimg and boating due to safety factors. 
Braun urged the 70 citizens present to contact 
their legislators and local officials to take 
immediate action on these problems. 

“During the past year, we have sponsored 
an annual clean up of the Mystic River, us 
well as canoe trips all the way from the 
Winchester-Medford area of the river all the 
way to Boston Harbor.When you work so 
closely with this river, you learn to appreciate 
its beauty and feel so badly that nothing is 
being done," Braun told the group. 

MDC Commissioner John Sears spoke of 
•lie importance of the development of the 
Mystic River. He said that presently the MDC 
is attempting to acquire a number of pieces of 
property along the banks of the Mystic so that 
parks, recreational areas, and footsand hike 
paths may he established along the scenic 
river. 

"We have a belief in the MDC that the 
Mystic should be a great river as well as a 
beautiful river, and we are committted to 
cleaning up the Mystic in years to come,” 
said Sears. 

lie staled it will cost an estimated $4 
million to restore the lower basin of the 
Mystic to its original condition. After that 
process is c ompleted, conservation areas will 
be established at various points along the 
rive; route. 

Sears told the group that the Mystic River 
adds great dimension to the towns of 
Arlington and Winchester, and that the 
ultimate responsibility for its upkeep belongs 
to the citizens of th( ;e towns. "People, not 
■ • impunies "an make the Mystic an area to 
b" nrouft of That is why the Mystic River 
Watershed Association was formed — 
because you people believe that collectively 
you can make the difference.”

said that last year over $1 million of damage 
was done to MDC property, including the 
Mystic River. "We need citizens to preserve 
the river, and to discourage damage to 
property and vandalism” he said. 

Representatives of area communities 
present at the meeting expressed concern 
over the parkways that line the route of the 
Mystic, particularly in the Arlington- 
Winchester area. The residents cited poor 
upkeep of certain areas of the parkways, poor 
lighting, and a growing amount of dumping in 
the area. 

One resident of Winchester told the group 
that her house is located near the Mystic 
River, und that years ago she could see the 
Mystic River easily from her home. Now, 
however, the grass and weeds in the area 
have grown so high, that the Mystic can no 
longer be seen. "Once the river is put out of 
sight. It's put out of mind," she said. 

The use of the Mystic Lakes for 
recreational purposes was of "top priority" to 
the group according to president Braun. The 
upper lake, consisting of about 123 acres, 
must meet Class B standards in order for 
swimming to continue at the MDC's Sandy 
Beach. The lower lake, consisting of about 104 
acres, is in the Class C level, allowing sailing 
and boating, but is targeted for eventual Class 
B use. 

According to the association, there are 
basically three problems that face the Mystic 
Lakes tins year. They are: 1 the increasing 
growth of weeds along the banks of the lakes; 

2 low water levels and low water flow; and 3. 
the inability to stock trout in the lakes. 

Up until five years ago, trout and other fish 
could live well in the upper Mystic Lake 
which at one point has a depth of about 90 feet. 
The water in that area is cold enough to 
sustain trout, and in past years was an ex¬ 
cellent fishing ground for sportsmen. 
However, the abundance of chemicals in the 
area by manufacturing companies and 
pipelines has ruined the content of the water 
and the upper lake can no longer sustain 
trout. 

A study of gound water in the Mystic River 
is presently underway. Commissioner Sears 
und others suid that there is much to be 
learned about water lying under ground, and 
means by which thut water can be used to 
speed up the flow of the river.

The Solid Waste Disposal Committee is 
placing what they term "a broad article" on 
the Dec. 2 special town meeting warrant as 
they make plans to return to committee to 
determine what recommendation to make 
regarding the town’s waste disposal. 

The article, which will be drafted with the 
help of town counsel Douglas Randall, will 
cover any alternative plan to the original 
Resource Systems, Inc., whic^i is now 
negated. 

"We arc in the same position as if we got a 
negative position on a declaratory 
judgment’" said Selectman John Sullivan 
Monday night when members of the SWDC 
met with selectmen. 

He was referring to a pending court 
decision on the legality of the bidding which 
was to give Resource Systems, Inc., Newton, 
a contract for handling the town's disposal of 
waste through a unique "starved air” 
method. 

A complication of the declaratory 
judgment matter first prompted by Randall is 
that RSI retained a new legal firm to 
represent them. 

The new lawyer, a member of the firm of 
Bingham, Dana and Gould, recommended 
that "it would not bd in the best interest" of 
RSI to pursue the declaratory judgment. 

Randall said "Rettmrce Systems has not 
carried their end" of what they said they 
would do insofar as the declaratory judgment 
is concerned. 

Sullivan said the president of RSI told him 
that when they made the switch in law firms 
"he was surprised at the amount of money 
needed for the work." Financial costs is their 
chief reason for not pursuing the matter. 

Arthur Cast of SWDC said the next thing 
for the town to do "is to determine the road to 
be taken, then get an engineer" for consultant 
services as to the best plan for the least 
money. 

SWDC chairman Vartkes Karaian noted 
thnt $1,402 has already been spent for 
evaluation services. 

Gast said. "If we follow bidding laws we do 
have to make some very large presumptions 
and set an engineering firm upon a course ” 

Karaian told selectmen the committee has 
not met since hearing the latest news on the 
declaratory judgment. 

Selectman Chairman Vito Giarrizzo 
noted: “We have learned from our own ex¬ 
perience and the sufferings of others." 

Considering the increase in fuel costs, 
Giarrizzo said, "we must decide do we stay 
with the starved air route." He suggested the 
town might "want to go to hauling for a year 
or two." 

Giarrizzo said he would rather take a risk 
of being in violation of ERA regulations than 
to "jump on something we are not sure of " 

Speaking of ERA and its possible un¬ 
derstanding of Winchester's situation and 
showing of leniency, Sullivan said. "The 
federal government will not make a value 
judgment. The town will just be fined if not in 
compliance," he said 

Some of the alternatives to the RSI starved 
air method, all of which have been considered 
by SWDC and will be reconsidered, are 
huuling trash, a transfer station, repairing 
the present incinerator, building a new 
facility or becoming involved in u regional 
incineration plan. 

The worst of the regional plan is that "no 
one wants it in their back yard," said 
Karaian

PROBATE COURT 


ARTICLE 6 

VOTED. To amend the Town's building 
bylaw as follows and take any other 
action relative thereto: 

1 In Division I, Section 8. delete the 
sentence on page II (added in 1968) at the 
end of item (a >. pertaining to certification 
of foundation location; and on page 12. 
delete the phrase 'in duplicate' on line 26. 
and add a new paragraph near the top of 
page 13. as follows: 

"Every application for a permit for 
construction, alteration or addition must 
include certification by the Zoning official 
that the proposed work is in accordance 
with pertinent provisions of the Zoning 
Bylaws; said certification shall be in the 
form of an endorsement on the plot plan 
when such plan is required 

2 In Division 5, delete Section 16 and 17 
in their entirety, and substitute therefor 
the following: 

"Section 16. No building or part of a 
building shall be erected, constructed or 
enlarged to n height exceeding that 
allowed by the Zoning Bylaw 

3. In Division 19. delete Section 147 in its 
entirety and substitute therefor the 
following: 

"Section 147. GARAGES 

In the First Building District, including 
Division B thereof, all garages shall bo of 
first or second class construction, except 
private garages for not more than three 
vehicles may be of metal or other non- 
combustible construction. 

Outside the First Building District, 
garages for more than three vehicles 
must be of first or second class con¬ 
struction. 

Outside the First Building District, 
garages for three or fewer vehicles may 
Ik* of any type construction so long ns the 
following requirements are met. 

a. if located within 15 feet of a dwelling, 
or within six feet of a non-residence 
building, or within three feet of a lot line, 
those portions within the above distances 
shall be of 30-mlnute fire-rated con¬ 
struction, and any openings within those 
distances shall be fire doors or fire 
windows; 

b. when a garage is an integral part of a 
dwelling, or contiguous thereto, the 
following restrictions apply: 

1. the common walls shall have a one- 
hour fire-resistance rating; 

2. if there is habitable space above the 
garage, its ceiling shall have a two-hour 
fire-resistance rating; 

3. openings between the garage and 
dwelling space shall be limited to a single 
fire door (one-hour rating) whose sill 
shall be at least four inches above the 
garage floor ; there shall be no opening 
from a garage directly Into u living room, 
sleeping room or kitchen; 

4. the garage floor shall be non- 
absorbent, non-combustible, and sloped 
to provide positive drainage to the ex¬ 
terior of the building. 

All garages for more than three 
vehicles, integral with a multiple 
dwelling or contiguous thereto, must be of 
First Class construction, must be 
separated from dwelling spaces by 
Callings and-or walls of four-hour fire- 
resistance rating, and must comply with 
items (3) and (4) of the paragraph 
above."

The Finance Committee has placed ar¬ 
ticles on the Dec. 2 special town meeting 
warrant asking to establish an Energy 
Conservation Study Committee and seeking 
to provide a supplement to the Reserve Fund. 

In a letter to selectmen, Finance Com¬ 
mittee chairman Barbara Hankins said her 
committee applauds selectmen's action in 
establishing a committee composed of 
department heads to consider the energy 
situation hut she said “We feel that results 
obtained from the committee must be short 
term at best," 

"We believe that a committee composed of 
citizens of the town would be in a better 
position to make studies concerning long 
range problems such as insulation of 
buildings and healing systems for various 
town buildings. 

Regarding the reserve fund, Mrs. Hankins 
said "early indications are that the various 
departments of the town will be in a deficit 
position on energy expenditures during the 
fiscal year." 

Monday night Mrs. Hankins met with 
selectmen on the matter of energy articles for 
the town meeting warrant. She said it would 
appear the Finance Committee will "ask for 
$170,000 from the reserve fund." 

At present, she said, there is a balance of 
$107,940 in the reserve fund.

‘Horizons ‘76’ Work Of Anderson 
Reflection Of ‘American Dream’ 
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By Allegro Atkinson 


Entering the back gate of the T. J. 
Anderson home, a visitor finds a sign reading 
"Beware Dangerous Dog.” 

Cautiously approaching the back door, one 
finds a harmless-looking, mixed breed collie 
and retriever named Mozart wagging his tail 

Anita Anderson, age 9, laughs ana' explains 
that the sign is a joke, left over from the 
previous owners of the house. 

Currently chairman of the music depart¬ 
ment at Tufts University, Anderson has 
resided at 34 Grove street since 1970, wit’h his 
wife Lois, who is a librarian at the Franklin 
School in Lexington, three children, T J., 16; 
Janet, 14; and Anita. 

T. J. Anderson is deceiving on first ap¬ 
pearance. His mellow style, understated air 
and easy humor belie a man thought by many 
to be one of America’s most talented avant 
garde, classical composers, as well as 
recipient recently of a major commission 
from the National Endowment for the Arts to 
write a large orchestral work for the notion’s 
bicentennial 

Dr. Anderson is currently in the midst of 
completing the piece, "Horizons ’76," to be 
conducted by Gunther Schuller, probably at 
Tanglewood, in the summer of 1976. 

When the work was commissioned last 
spring, said Anderson, “I wanted to write a 
piece about the country, at least what it 
means to me. 

“I knew I’d be working in non traditional 
dimensions, but I didn’t know exactly what it 
would be.” 

After months of work, a two-part, 40- 
minute composition has emerged. Sections of 
the work are diverse and varied, ranging 
from opening “Serenades," on whicih 


musicians seated within the audience play 
before the concert begins to a "Ritornollo” 
for soprano and orchestra set to the poetry of 
Milton Kessler, a friend and colleague of 
Anderson’s teaching at the State University of 
New York at Binghamton 

"Horizons ’76,” reflects as a whole 
Anderson's pluralism of musical tastes. The 
muusic draws on everything from jazz to 
French music. (One section is dedicated to his 
former teacher, French composer Darius 
Milhaud.) 

Another section draws on the soul music of 
James Brown and Otis Redding. "It’s a 
mixture of many styles," says Anderson, 
"fused together into what I am as a person I 
can't separate my status as composer from 
the status of black people in society today." 

Anderson notes that "Horizons ’76" is in 
part a statement of the American dream. 
"Regardless of what you do, even deprive 
people of basic constitutional rights, there is a 
dream implanted in the American spirit. This 
is what the founding fathers had in mind. We 
are all heirs to this tradition." 

Anderson himself is as unique ns his 
music. Encouraged by his mother, who was a 
classical pianist, he began bis musical career 
as a violinist at the age of 6. lie studied under 
Louis Vaughn Jones at Howard University, 
where his father was a member of the faculty 
At junior high school age he turned toward 
jazz, playing trumpet and starting bis own 
jazz band. My his early teens he was touring in 
summers with a professional jazz band. 

"They had to borrow a union card for me." 
Flaying one-night stands in West Virginia 
convinced Anderson at an early age that life 
on the road was not for him. 


The experience as a professional 
musician however, was invaluable. Recalls 
Anderson, "As a band leader I had to learn to 
play all the instruments. Today, when I talk 
about fingering a note. I know what the 
fingers are." 

After receiving a BA degree from West 
Virginia State College in 1950, Anderson at¬ 
tended Pennsylvania State University, where 
he began composing. He taught public school 
for three years in North Carolina and in 1958 
earned a Ph.D from the University of Iowa. 

Since then he has written over 30 com¬ 
positions, ranging from chamber ensembles 
to symphony orchestras. 

In 1972 he won national acclaim for his 
orchestration of Scott Joplin's ragtime opera 
“Trcmonisha.” Last spring his composition 
"This House" was performed in Winchester 
by the Morehouse College Glee Club in a 
benefit concert for the ABC program. 

Anderson sees no conflict between his 
teaching and administrative duties at Tufts 
and his role as composer. "I'm stimulated by 
people.” 

It’s from the daily experience of dealing 
with people, students at Tufts, other artists at 
McDowell Colony or Yado, where he was this 
summer, that he collects inspiration. 

"Then I need solitude to contemplate how 
it goes together personally. In contemplative 
thought you re-create whatever you've felt 
and from this comes a musical statement." 

Current projects in addition to completing 
"Horizons 76” include an operetta for young 
people. “The image of blacks in literature has 
not always been noble. We think that there 
should be something written with a sense of 
purity to it " 

This will not be his first writing for a young 
audience. A 1972 theatre piece, “Block

Songs," written for solo soprano and 
children's toys is his only composition as yet 
unperformed. 

Last spring his three children performed 
for the Winchester Music Club a composition 
which he wrote especially for them, "Five 
Easy Pieces," for violin, piano and African 
rattle. 

T. J. Anderson doesn't believe in resting on 
past laurels. 'Tve always looked ahead, 
never look back. What I’ve done in the past 
only documents who I was in the past." 

“Horizons ’76,” whether seen as one of 
Anderson's past, present or' future 
achievements, promises to add a unique 
dimension to America's 200th birthday 
celebration.

A town manager form of government, 
standing committees of town meeting and a 
revision in department budgeting practices 
are three highlights of the Charter Com¬ 
mission’s proposed new charter. 

In a statement released to the press this 
week, the three officers of the commission 
outlined the charter's highlights, grouping the 
changes under two categories: cxectutivc 
branch and legislative branch. 

"At the town election held last March, the 
question of electing a charter commission to 
frame a constitutional constitution for the 
Town of Winchester was overwhelmingly 
approved by the voters,” write Charter 
Chairman Clara M. Hewis, Vice-Chairman 
Robert C. Ericson and Clerk Ann H. 
Oppenheimcr. 

"To the voters of Winchester,” begins the 
statment, which follows: 

"Since our election we have met every 
week to review the existing structure of town 


would be redesignated the Committee on 
Wuys and Means, responsible for reviewing 
only those articles having a financial impact 
on the town. 

"(2) The exisiting Personal Board would 
be redesignated the Committee on Personnel, 
responsible for its existing functions as well 
as all articles relating to town personnel 
matters. 

“(3) A committee Committee on 
Government Regulations would be respon¬ 
sible for reviewing all articles dealing with 
charter and by-law revisions and amend¬ 
ments. 

"An additional standing Committee on 
Rules would be created io deal with the 
operations of town meeting itself. 

Executive Branch (Articles 4,5,6> 

"To strengthen line management and give 
needed support to the board of selectmen, the 
existing position of executive secretory to the 
board of Selectmen would be superseded by a 
new position of town manager.

government, and to discuss among ourselves 
and with present and past town officials what 
should be retained and what should be 
changed. 

"Our meetings have always been open and 
public. In addition, we have made every ef¬ 
fort to keep the voters informed of our 
deliberations through reports published in 
The Winchester Star and The Woburn Times. 

"In the process of compiling our existing 
laws, certain changes were indicated. The 
logical time to incorporate these changes is 
now during the charter-making process. The 
highlights of the proposed charter may be 
summarized as follows: 

l.egislatlve Branch (Article2) 

‘‘To fulfill the state constitutional 
requirement that limits the right to vote in 
town meeting to elected representatives, the 
size of the town meeting would be reduced 
from 231 to 192 by eliminating from the 
membership the members of the Finance 
Committee (who serve by appointment) and 
the elected executive branch officials (who 
now serve automatically). 

"If these persons wish to serve as town 
meeting members, they may run for the of¬ 
fice of town meeting member. 

"To comply with the state constitutional 
requirement that no precinct exceed 4,000 
inhabitants, the number of precincts from 
which town meeting members are elected 
would be increased from six to eight; the 
number of representatives elected in each 
precinct would be decreased from 33 to 24. 

"To create in the town meeting a 
leadership organization that is active in its 
interest when adjourned, three standing 
committees of the town meeting would be 
established to study and review warrant 
articles and report recommendations to the 
town meting for action. 

“(1) The existing finance committee 


"The town manager would be assigned 
specific tasks to perform in the overall 
management of town affairs under the policy 
guidance of the Board of Selectmen. 

"In many respects, the town manager 
would relate to the Board of Selectmen as the 
superintendent of schools relates to the School 
Committee. 

“To incorporate modern concepts of good 
business practices into town government, the 
charter contains provisions that allow the 
town to adopt centralized purchasing, con¬ 
solidation of maintenance of all public 
buildings and grounds, centralized ad¬ 
ministration of prsonnel matters and con¬ 
solidation of operations in a department of 
public works. 

"The charter requires preparation and 
publication by the town manager of a single, 
comprehensive budget for all town depart¬ 
ments at least 60 days prior to town meeting. 

"The Committee on Ways and Means then 
holds a public hearing, makes revisions, and 
submits its budget for action by the town 
meeting. 

Other New Provisions (Article 7) 

"To afford every candidate an equal 
chance to benefit from ballot position, the 
order of listing candidates on the ballot would 
be determined by drawing lots. 

"To allow the removal of officials from 
office before the expiration of their terms, a 
recall procedure would be established. 

Conclusion 

"We recognize that not every voter will 
agree with each provision of the proposed 
charter. Even the nine commissioners are not 
unanimous on every provision.

Cemetery Barn Burns

Arson is suspected as the cause of a two 
alarm blaze Sunday night which destroyed a 
two-story barn at Wildwood Cemetery. 

Fire Chief I. Francis Amico has the state 
fire marshal's office to investigate. A fire two 
weeks ago destroyed a barn on Cambridge 
street, killing two horses. 

Sunday’s fire destroyed $10,000 in 
Cemetery Department equipment stored in 
the barn. 

The fire alarm came in simultaneously 
from a box pulled on the street and from a call 
by a neighbor who heard a crackling noise 
and investigating discovered the blaze. 

A few minutes after firefighters arrived 
shortly after 11:30 p.m. a second alarm was 
struck by Capt. Michael Connolly, setting off 
the townwide fire whistle which operates 
after 10 p.m. only for a serious fire. 

Chief Amico said the fire started outside 
the front of the wooden building on the 
ground. The fire spread up the side and over 
the roof, the chief said. 

The building was used to store such 
equipment as lawnmowers, graveside 
awnings, plastic pipe, a leaf shredder, a 
compressor and a back hoe cab. The cab and 
compressor were only partially damaged. 


Firefighters were able to extinguish the 
blaze before it completely engulfed the 
building but pulled down the remainder of the 
structure as a safety hazard 

Asked about the similarity between the 
two recent barn fires, Chief Amico noted both 
were outside and in barns but beyond that he 
wouldn't speculate. 

Twenty-five minutes before the Wildwood 
Cemetery barn fire, which was on the Palmer 
street side near Lantern lane, firefighters 
responded to a brush fire on nearby 
Wedgemere avenue. 

The burned barn was once part of the 
Bradley Estate. Mrs. Albert (Jean Bradley) 
Of 309 Main street lived there with her father, 
Abbott Bradley, and mother and three sisters. 

Mrs. MacDonnell recalls that she used to 
play in the barn as a girl. The family used it 
as a garage. Mrs. MacDonnell is not certain 
about the dates, but thinks the house was torn 
down around 1937. 

It had been damaged somewhat in a 
chimney fire and the family “we didn't want 
to spend the money to fix it up." The Bradley 
family at that time rented the house from the 
town. 

The land is now part oi Wildwood 
Cemetery. Abbott Bradley was the Win¬ 
chester town treasurer-collector for many 




Saltmarsh. Trevett Battle For Rep Seat... 
‘Ken’ Making His Third Try ‘Whip’ Runs Personal Race

Kenneth P. Trevett is running for the last 
time. 

Two years ago he came within 21 votes of 
defeating Harrison Chadwick for Win¬ 
chester's sole seal in the state House of 
Representatives. 

Democrat Trevett is now 28 years of age, 
compared to 22 years of age when he first took 
on Winchester's longtime Republican 
representative. 

He bus grown during these years, is more 
articulate: his views of considerable more 
depth. If he wins he will solve one of the 
problems he has been wrestling with these 
last six years: What career to finally choose. 

“For me. politics was my first choice of 
careers. If unsuccessful I would seriously 
consider I would have to looking at another 
career such as law or journalism and give 
another Democrat the opportunity to run in 
76." 

Trevett has been working as public in 
formation officer of the Department of Youth 
Services. If he wins he will resign that job, II 
not, he will stay there for the time being. 

Before Youth Services he was a legislative 
aide to the Committee on Administration at 
the State House. He resigned that job to run 
the second time. 

i The first time he ran lie had just completed 
a stint as a Vista volunteer in Gary. Ind., 
where he worked in the mayor's housing 
office and tutored in the city's public schools 

Trevett is a graduate of Winchester High 
School’s Class of 1965. He performed in 
dramatic productions at WHS. was in the 
debating club and the National Honor Society. 

From WHS he went to Colgate College. 
Class of 1969. He worked on the college's radio 
station, was on the Martin Luther King 
Scholarship Fund Committee, was president 
of his fraternity. Alpha Delta Phi. and 
graduated with honors in English 

He is a public member of the Winchester 
Business Association, a position which leads 
him to conclude that the deterioration of 
Winchester’s downtown center is going to 
adversely affect property taxes townwide by 
cutting assessed revenue and decreasing 
property values 

A member of the Winchester Environ¬ 
mental Protection Association, he is also a 


member of the Young Democrats and has 
worked in United Way and Boy Scout fund 
raising. 

Trevett feels the Winchester state* 
representative can "be an advocate for 
change in Winchester" and should monitor 
the stale's programs in this area. 

The Star asked the candidate to cite his top 
priorities for the next session of the 
legislature. Trevett answered that tax reform 
is number one. 

"The extent to which we depend on 
property taxes in Massachusetts must lie 
changed." lie said. "We have the highest 
property taxes in the country." 

Trevett feels high property taxes 
discourage businesses from coming here and 
encourage homeowners to move out of state. 

He favors a graduated income lax where 
people "pay according to their ability." The 
properly tax does not reflect changes in 
persons' and businesses' income level. 
Trevett pointed out 

"An Increase in the sales tax and an in¬ 
crease in the income tax would he the 
preferable way to make up revenue that 
would lie lost from decreasing properly taxes 

lie calls statements of no new taxes "an 
empty political promise" citing a report Irorn 
the Mass. Taxpayers Foundation that there 
must be new state taxes to cover a budget 
deficit 

Reforms at the state level can reduce the 
cost of government and offset inflationary 
increases in stale government, the candidate 
feels A joli freeze would force reallocation of 
manpower, civil service reform would gel rid 
of employees not doing their job 

"Zero base budgeting," as Trevett calls it, 
would hall any additional program increases. 
“More emphasis should be given to those 
taxes which are fairer." 

Trevett says it's the easy thing politically 
to argue against no new taxes But, he points 
out, no new state taxes means no new state 
aid for cities and towns, and in a time of in 
Ration "there will be a drastic increase in 
property taxes " 

Sot he brunt of the economic decline will be 
shifted to the towns and cities, he said

Sherman W. Saltmarsh's campaign for 
Winchester state representative stresses the 
personal side of politics characteristic of 
the candidate. 

A lifelong resident of the town, he knows 
hundreds of Winchester people by first name, 
lie has been involved in the civic life of the 
community since 1956, when he ran for town 
meeting. 

lie has been u member of so many groups 
and committees, boards and crusades, funds 
and campaigns, that he can't remember them 
all Needless to suy, Saltmarsh Is a well- 
known man in Winchester. 

The Republican candidate is a former 
selectman (1959-1962) and chairman of that 
board two yeurs. At 27, he was one of the 
youngest ever elected selectman. 

An uncle, George A. Saltmarsh, was a 
selectman before him. Elizabeth McDonald, 
for whom the field is named, encouraged and 
helped Saltmarsh run for office. She was 
chairman of the Democratic Town Com¬ 
mittee and Saltmarsh was and is a 
Republican. 

"She didn’t care what party you were in," 
says Saltmarsh fondly of Mrs. McDonald, 
recalling that she helped many persons in 
‘town. 

"She was all for the working man. She was 
one of the most devoted citizens we ever 
had." 

With her help. Sultmarsh won his first real 
political contest selectman. There were five 
candidates who received a total vote of 719. 
Saltmarsh got 631 of those votes. 

And this despite the fact that he did not 
travel the then traditional route of first 
serving on the Finance Committee before 
running for selectman. 

Receiving help from Democrats, as he still 
does, is not the only dichotomy in Saltmarsh’s 
life. 

Though nine members of his family at¬ 
tended Dartmouth College, Saltmarsh chose 
Boston College after attending Kimball Union 
Academy for one year, where he went after 
graduation from Winchester High School in 
1948 

lie was captain of the yockey team at 
WHS, where he also ran track, holding the 


mile record "for quite u while." At BC he 
played hockey and ran cross country. 

ile received an honorable mention for 
outstanding defensive forward in the east in 
1953, 

He joined the Navy after BC and spent 
time in the Korean War. He had stints at New 
England Life and Generul Motors Acceptance 
Corp. before beginning his insurance 
business, which he still manages. 

The insurance business started in an office 
with his father at lBTrcmont st., Boston. His 
father, a lawyer, was at one time an assistant 
attorney general. 

Saltmarsh moved the firm to Winchester, 
751 Main st., when his father retired in 1970. 
His father still lives on Highland ave. The 
younger Saltmarsh, who is 45, lives at 154 Mt. 
Vernon st. with his wife, Marcia. They have 
no children 

The Star asked Saltmursh to explain 
the three most important issues the 
legislature should deal with during the next 
session. The most important, Saltmarsh feels, 
is balancing the state’s budget. 

Keeping present programs, the state 
will have a deficit of $100 million, he says. The 
slate should follow the directives of the 
Master Tax Commission. 

Too much emphasis is placed on real 
estate property taxes, Saltmarsh says.; 
Massachusetts uses property taxes more than 
any other state. 

Another tax which must be changed is 
the nine percent tax on uneurned income. 
"We have the worse mortguge situation in the 
country,” says Saltmarsh. 

And the reason is people are 
discouraged from accruing savings because 
savings are taxed. The banks in turn have less 
to lend and the economy generally suffers. 

The candidate feels the state should cut 
its own jobs by five percent. But Saltmarsh 
would do this through attrition in order to 
prevent more unemployment. 

"That's wrong,” Saltmarsh says about 
Michael Dukakis's reported plan for a five- 
percent across the board budget cut. “We're 
in a recession. That would only intensify 
unemployment.

Big Turnout Seen 
For Tuesday Vote 


Winchester is expected to turn out heavily 
at the polls Tuesday when the public chooses 
its candidates for state senator and 
representative and county and statewide 
offices. 

The large election turnout is predicted on 
the basis of heavy requests for absentee 
ballots. Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson said 196 
had been requested as of Tuesday at 4 p.m. In 
the September primary. 35.5 percent of 
Winchester's 12,414 voters cast ballots. 

In the state representative race, the 
Republicans are pitting Sherman W. Salt- 
marsh. a former selectman, against the 
Democrats' Kenneth P. Trevett. a former 
Vista volunteer, to replace retiring Harrison 
Chadwick (R). 

Both Trevett and Saltmarsh have actively 
campaigned for the single Winchester seat in 
the House for many months. This is Trevett's 
third try for the seat. 

There is a three-way race for state senate. 
Incumbent John W Bullock, Democrat, is 
facing two independent challengers: Arthur 
B. Speetor of Winchester and Helen Metros of 
Arlington. 

The campaign of the three candidates has 
been low keyed as far as Winchester is con¬ 
cerned. This town is a minor part of the 
senatorial district, which includes portions of 
Medford and Lexington and all of Woburn and 
Arlington. 

Winchester voters will be confronted with 
eight ballot questions. They arc: 

1. Shall the legislature be permitted to recess 
for 30 days at any point during its regular 
sesions? 

2. Should the 240-member House be reduced 
by 80? 

3. Should the state give grunts-in-nid directly 
to colleges and universities and Indirectly 
through students? 

4. Should the highway fund be used to support 
mass transit? 

5. Should a corrupt practices administration 
be created with broad power of campaign 


financing enforcement and should campaign 
finance laws be altered? 

6 Should a single state agency handle the 
many state health care functions? 

7. Shall private clubs in Winchester (among 
them veterans organizations) be permitted to 
continue selling alcoholic beverages to 
members? 

8. Should the state sonutor from the Win¬ 
chester district be directed to support a 
Congressional amensty proposal? 

The first six questions all Massachusetts 
voters will face; the seventh is u local 
puestion and the eighth a senatorial district 
question. 

One county race— between incumbent 
Sheriff John Buckley and Cambridge City 
Councilor Walter Sullivan—has generated 
some interest in the area. 

Buckley, a Republican with a record of 
reform as sheriff, is in a tight race. Sullivan, 
the Democrat, is also the appointed mayor of 
Cambridge and is a strong political voice in 
that city. 

Close races are also expected in the 
contests for secretary of state and attorney 
general. Sen. John M. Quinlan (R-Norwood) 
is pitted against Rep. Paul H. Guzzi (D- 
Newton) for secretary of state. 

Both men have strong reform records, are 
young and progressive. Guzzi, still considered 
the front runner, may have been hurt 
somewhat by allegations he violated the 
state's new campaign contribution laws he 
helped write. 

Guzzi denies any intentional wrongdoing 
and says, in fact, there was never a violation 
charges were made that four persons con¬ 
tributed more than the $1,000 campaign limit. 

The attorney general race places Francis 
X. Bellottl against Josiah Spaulding. Bellotti, 
the Democrat, has the support of all five of his 
Democratic primary opponents. Spaulding, 
the Republican, ik a former Republican State 
Committee chairman. Spaulding lost the 
primary in Winchester to William I. Cowin 
but ran ahead of the third man in that race, 
Charles C. Cabot Jr.

Neighbors Oppose Blueberry Hill 
Developement; Sullivan Asks For 
Meeting With Woburn Officials 


Plans for a subdivision of 82 house lots on 
Blueberry Hill on the Winchester-Woburn line 
were heard last week before the Woburn 
Planning Board. The Woburn Times reports. 

The board took the petition under ad¬ 
visement, noting (hat the rezoning petition 
must go before the Woburn Citv Council for 
final action. 

The 50-acre tract of land, once the 
property of Crushed Stone Co., is off Cross 
street, near Holton street. The Times 
reported last Thursday: 

Residents of the area objected strongly to 
the plan, saying the streets there are narrow, 
there are water pressure problems and house 
construction will have an adverse effect on 
the environment. 

George D. Whitten of Winchester, head of 


Mystic Builders Supply, presented the 
petition complete with drawings, blueprints, 
surveyors reports and architectural drawings 
of the undertaking. 

Whitten, whose projects have run into 
heavy opposition in Winchester in the past, 
told the Woburn Planning Board that he will 
sell the B2 house lots on Blueberry Hill either 
to individuals or to a major developer. 

The land is for sale, he said. Whitten said 
he informed a Woburn alderman that it is 
available for conservation with a price of 
about $450,000. 

Alderman John R. McLaughlin of the ward 
in which Blueberry Hill is located said he has 
contacted Woburn conservation authorities 
and federal officials to determine if federal 
funds are available for conservation under

national environmental programs or con¬ 
servation and open land programs. 

Winchester Selectman John J. Sullivan 
told the Woburn board the development is of 
concern to Winchester and asked that a 
meeting be held between officials of the two 
communities before any final decision is 
made on the property. 


Sullivan said he was authorized to 
represent the Winchester Board of Selectmen 
in expressing its concern over the land which 
borders both communities. 

He said Winchester provides roads into the 
existing industrial complex on Holton street 
nit gets no benefits Effort by Winchester to 
block traffic using Winchester roads is not 
possible under state regulations, he said. 

Winchester provides some water and 
sewage services for the same area. Select¬ 
man Sullivan said, but again the town 
receives no benefits On rainy days there is a 
drainage problem when water runs off 
Bluebem Hill and inundates Winchester 
roads, making them impassable. 

Sullivan urged a meeting of the engineers 
and planning boards of both communities to 
solve some of these and other problems 

Whitten's latest plan for Blueberry Hill 
shows that Blueberry Hill road. Leonard 


street and Fulton street in Woburn would be 
used as the access for the development. 

Leonard street residents attending the 
public hearing strongly objected to the use of 
their street as an access road, charging that 
the 21-foot-wide road is too narrow. 

They argued that the width of the street 
cannot take the additional traffic the 
development would generate without land 
takings, which would be costly or perhaps 
prohibitive to the city of Woburn. 

The neighbors expressed concern with the 
low water pressure on the hill and said more 


construction will compound the problem. 

Others said the development will over¬ 
crowd a new school in the area, make the area 
loo dense and the legality of the hearing Itself. 

Alderman Marilyn C. Finnerty urged the 
Planning Board to heed the request of the 
Winchester selectmen and lay the entire plan 
on the table until a joint meeting is conducted. 

Mrs. Finnerty also cited such potential 
problems as increased density, lower water 
pressure and increased traffic which could 
result from another major development in the

Referendum Questions 5-8 

5. Campaign Commission — No 

In Massachusetts haste to reform election laws, caution must be taken 
to protect the rights of politicians, who surely are citizens like the rest of us. 

This proposed legislation is the result of an Initiative petition begun by 
Sen. John Quinlan after the legislature refused to approve more stringent 
rules for candidates and their supporters. 

A five-member commission appointed by the governor wbuld oversee 
campaign financing, which is a plus feature of the proposal. Hut the 
measure would also so restrict political contributions and require such 
lengthy campaign reporting as to greatly discourage contributions and 
possibly candidates running for office. 

Politicians' staffs already complain about the great amount of paper 
work involved with the existing laws, which have been revised since the 
initiative petition was begun. 

In fact, some of the features of Sen. Quinlan’s proposal have already 
been written into law. Let's see how they work out this year before putting 
more of these election "reforms" into practice. 

There is serious question how the state is going to enforce provisions of 
the new law. For instance the law would require ouch candidate to designate 
a single bank to be the sole depository of his campaign finances. 

These accounts would be open to public inspection. I low is the* state going 
to keep track of these accounts, and insure their visibility to the public ! 

Let’s not rush Into such massive reforms until we know for sure how they 
are working out. Then if they are not, revisions can be made through the 
normal legislative route before the next election. Give the new campaign 
finance director, W. Norman Gleason, a few more months on the job before 
changing the laws. Perhaps later Gleason will have his own recom¬ 
mendations. 


6. Reorganize Health Services — Yes 

This is an advisory question to the legislature whether they should 
establish a department of health systems, consolidatingall health functions 
into one agency. 

It was placed on the ballot by Gov. Francis VV. Sargent after the 
legislature twice rejected his bills to reform the delivery of health services 
in Massachusetts. 

A feature of tin* proposal is that some kind of comprehensive health 
planning for the state would be created. The legislation would also seek to 
bring some kind of control over the cost of health care by coordinating 
regulatory practices. 

The ever-increasing cost of medical care and the ever-expanding 
medical industry need to come under one agency in order to bring together 
all the 15 different state departments now dealing with health matters. 

A department of health services would eliminate some duplication and 
confusion that results from multiple regulatory agencies. 

The Commonwealth does not have regulatory power over group health 
insurance. A feature of the Sargent proposal is to expand the state's 
authority over insurance by giving the new health services department 
power to approve and standardize private as well as public group health 
insurance policies. 

The department could establish insurance benefits and disapprove plans 
which contribute to excessive health costs. Also under its needed control 
would be the $100 million public medical assistance program now the 
responsibility of the Department of Public Welfare, the duties pertaining to 
the Public Health Department's medical service program and the duties of 
the Rate Setting Commission, which establishes Medicaid reimbursement 
rates. 


7. Alcohol Licenses At Clubs — Yes 

Winchester voters are again being asked if they favor Issuing alcoholic 
licenses for private dubs, service organizations such as the veterans and 
other similar establishments. 

The town at present does allow clubs to sell alcohol under license. 
Approval of the referendum will change nothing. The question is on the 
ballot because the state requires communities to vote the same way three 
times in succession on liquor questions before the questions are dropped 
from the ballot. This is the last time it will appear on the Winchester ballot. 

The service organizations, with one possible exception, have proved 
their responsibility in selling alcoholic beverages. 

Winchester's clubs have had no great number of problems; in fact, they 
have had fewer than one would expect. 

The American Legion on Vine street has created some neighborhood 
opposition because of late hours and the conduct of some of its members 
and, inexplicably, non-members. The opposition was perhaps more vocal 
than the situation demanded. 

The Legion burned recently and may not be reconstructed on that site, 
thus possibly removing any future objection neighbor's would have. 

The Legion situation could have been solved by the Board of Selectmen 
taking decisive action and suspending the club's license until the problems 
cleared up. That the selectmen did not and the problems continued should 
not be used against the other clubs. 

The other clubs had nothing to do with the selectmen's failure. And op¬ 
position to one club shouldn't be used against them all, which provide the 
community with valuable services. The clubs conduct many worthwhile 
activities in the town which the entire community receives benefit from 
either directly or Indirectly. 

Their charitable and philanthropic causes are many and deserve to 
continue. A yes vote on Question No. 7 is strongly urged. 


8. Amnesty — Yes 

This is another advisory question to direct the state senator of the 
Winchester district to vote yes on a bill to be introduced in the state House of 
Representatives calling on Congress to provide amnesty for Vietnam War 
reslsters. 

A favorable response is urged for this question in view of President 
Ford’s reluctance to giant war resisters a real amnesty. His much-touted 
"amnesty” lacked the forgiveness of the amnesties which have followed so 
many American wars. 

President Ford, in fact, did not grant an amnesty; he provided for war 
resisters to undertake two years of alternative service, an option given most 
of them during the war if they chose to become conscientious objectors. 

That so few young men have chosen to pick up President Ford's option 
shows what a sham it is. 

The war is over. Everyone admits Vietnam was an Incredible mistake. 
Many feel the war was an unconscienable crime on the part of the United 
States. Let's put the past behind us, permit the young men who fled rather 
than fight to return to American society rather than forever bear a grudge 
against the country of their birth.

Amnesty Question Offers Us 
Challenge; Are We Up To It?

Amnesty is a question that Winchester 
voters will consider on Nov. 5. 

Not only is this question a matter o! con¬ 
science hut one of great emotion. 

This became appnrent last Thursday night 
in open discussion when the Winchester 
Committee for Peace and Justice had am¬ 
nesty as its topic. 

A Ciold Star mother and a legal counselor 
to draft evaders and deserters called for 
"universal amnesty" for Americans in exile 
and underground in this country. 

Katherine Litchfield of Dedham Suffering 
the loss of her reluctant soldier son, seeks to 
find a monument for all who died in combat in 
Vietnam by granting such amnesty to those 
who refused to go. "My son broke a moral law 
and paid the price," she told the assembly. 

Frank Reeves, a counselor from Legal In- 
Serivce Project, asks the same for those 
young men who "faced the court system and 
went to jail” or left the country at a time when 
there was little or no legal advice available. 

On the other side are those, mostly 
veterans' groups, who feel that to grant 
amnesty to those who refused military ser¬ 
vice would be a mockery of others who ac¬ 
cepted responsibility to their country. 

Now each voter has an opportunity to he 
heard on the question ■ to support or not 
amnesty. 

To ignore the matter could he the biggest 
mockery to all men and women who are faced 
with decisions of "law or conscience " 

As a prison volunteer for nearly three 
years, 1 couldn't help but compare the lack of 
legal advice for draft evaders and war 
resisters with the lack of legal assistance to 
many social offenders presently confined in 
our count y and state prisons 

Whether we like to admit it or not. we do 
have a system in this counttry that does not 
always display equal justice. 

True, social offenders have an opportunity 
to have a public defender, but all too often, as 
was illustrated recently in "The Law," a 
television drama, public defenders and 
shyster lawyers are a part of a system which 
sends the poor and deprived to prison while 
those of a higher economic status who can 
afford expensive lawyers get suspended 
sentences. 

Examples of this can be seen by looking at 
Watergate defendents and the former 
president of the Surety Bank and Trust To 
While at the same time a woman in another 
state was sent to prison for stealing a loaf of 
bread. 

I have talked with many inmates at the 
House of Correction in Billerica. Some of their 
backgrounds are not unlike leading empathy 
characters of a Dickens' novel. 

I once heard Sheriff John Buckley speak to 
a woman's group in Arlington He said the 
average age of a Billerica inmate is It) He is 
there because of a drug-related crime, and 
invariably is a person who has had a poor or 
non-existent relationship with his father 

1 have found this to be true in my verbal 


relationships with inmates. Every prisoner 
witli whom I have talked on a continuing basis 
has lacked a good relationship with a father. 

In some cases there was no father in the 
home due to death or desertion while in other 
cases the prisoner as a boy was unable to 
achieve in such a way to please the father, or 
there was another sibling who was, in the eyes 
of the boy, getting all the recognition. 

Buckley told the Arlington women that 
most of Billerica inmates are from a socio¬ 
economic background of deprivation. Many 
were in training schools as truants in their 
earlier years. If the offender's family can tell 
the court that their son will see a psychiatrist 
or get private counseling, chunces are he will 
get a suspended sentence. If the family does 
not have the means for such counseling or to 
pay legal fees, their son will be more apt to 
arrive at Billerica 

When Commssioner John 0. Boone was in 
charge of the Corrections Department, the 
state legislature passed the Omnibus Prison 
Reform hill. 

The bill would work to rehabilitate rather 
than punish offenders. It would seek to 
calssify inmates so that new offenders would 
be separated from what is termed “hard¬ 
core” criminals. 

The bill would help establish halfway 
houses and work release progrums to prepare 
prisoners for reinteration into society. 

The bill would establish furloughs under 
the careful eye of administrators. Furloughs 
arc important because they not only give a 
prisoner an opportunity to prove good faith 
but they also give him a time to be in¬ 
terviewed for prospective jobs or to be in a 
home setting with his family. 

Halfway houses and work release 
programs for those having committed 
misdeameanor or non-violent felonious 
crimes also helps a man prepare for re-entry 
into society 

Statistics show that 95 percent of those 
who arc furloughed return to the prison when 
they iire due to return. The fact that some do 
not return and commit new crimes while they 
are out, in my opinion, is administration of 
the program and not the program itself. 

Then there is the problem of getting a 
prisoner paroled or released after serving a 
complete sentence and trying to live a 
"straight " life 

Just as a clemency board discharge can go 
against a draft evader or deserter, so too can 
a prison backgound hinder a man for the rest 
of his life 

In both cases, whether the offender broke 
the law because of conscience or as 
manifestation of a social maladjustment, it 
will take a humane society to forgive, allow 
and assist him or her in making a new life. 

Are we up to this challenge'.’

Sheriff John Buckley is facing some heavy 
going against challenger Walter Sullivan of 
Cambridge. The Republican incumbent is 
well respected by his colleagues for in¬ 
stituting needed reforms at the same time 
being administratively responsible. 

Buckley, who among other duties runs the 
Billerica House of Correction, shouldn't be 
blamed for the chaotic situations at Walpole 
and elsewhere. Those are prisons run by the 
state 

His furlough and vt-ork-relea.se programs 
have by all accounts been working well. In 
fact, the sheriff says that out of 3,000 
furloughs only II men have failed to return, a 
remarkable success rate of 99.G percent. 

We need to keep Buckley on the job. He is a 
professional whose innovations have been 
copied in many other states as well as in 
many other areas of Massachusetts gover¬ 
nment. 

Charges by his Democratic opponent that 
Middlesex County has overrun its expenses 
by $45,000 is quite a slight criticism con¬ 
sidering the total budget and inflation. 

Sullivan, who is a Cambridge city coun¬ 
cilor, is also the appointed mayor of Cam¬ 
bridge and assistant clerk of Middlesex 
County Superior Court, a position he received 
from his brother, who is the clerk of courts. 

Sullivan says he will give up these 
positions if elected. I hope he keeps them, but 
gets no others. 

★ 

Some of the other races are not so clear 
cut. The Sargent-Dukakis tiff and the 
QuinlanGuzzi contest are difficult choices for 
many voters this year because of the high 
degree of leadership shown by the com¬ 
batants. 

When it comes to pulling levers, however, 
you have to make your choice. Barring any 
unforseen scandal, I think I'll opt for the 
Sargent-Dwight duo over Dukakis-O'Neill. 

My preference is based on Sargent's 
willingness to take an unpopular stand and 
my feeling that Dukakis too frequently backs 
out of unpopular positions. 

Also I much prefer Dwight over O’Neill, 
which should be an important consideration 
since the lieutenant governor’s post has 
become more visible in recent years. 

There are other reasons I chose as I did, 
some of them probably undefinable. I like 
Sargent's ability to laugh at himself and his 
aplomb. He seems to me just as bit a 
calculating person as Dukakis though. 

★ 

The Quinlan-Guzzi fight has yet to be 
played out since we all want to know if Guzzi 
possibly violated the campaign contribution 
law or if he did not. 

Perhaps that there should be a serious 
question about it this late in the game points 
out the vagueness of the new law. But Quinlan 
has had no such problems and I would find it 
far easier to vote for him. 

★ 

The Spaulding-Bellotti dual for attorney 
general has also been pretty much a tossup. 
But when it comes down to pulling a lever, I'll 
probably pick Spaulding. 

Bellotti's reluctance to disclose details 
about his personal finances, his refusal 
repeatedly to debate Spaulding, his 
misleading advertising (that an AG can fight 
inflation) and Spaulding’s promise of 
vigorous enforcement of the law put the 
Republican (Spaulding) on my side.

Easier to choose has been the state senate 
race, where incumbent John Bullock of 
Arlington is facing two independent 
challengers, Arthur Spectoi* of Winchester 
and Helen Metros of Arlington. 

Mrs. Metros, a charming woman with an 
effervescent personality, is not familiar with 
state government or the current issues. I wish 
' she were. Because her attitude is so 
refreshing I’d like to vote for her. 

Arthur Spector is an articulate young man 
who seems to have all the right answers. But 
he hasn't proved his capability in any elected 
office. I also think he equivocates on some 
issues (capital punishment for one). 

Sen. Bullock is the best qualified based on 
political experience and astuteness. Some of 
the reports coming out of Arlington, Bullock’s 
hometown, on his apparently using political 
influence to further the positions of friends 
and political acquaintances have been 
disquieting. 

Now wouldn't it be great if we could put all 
the best qualities of Metros, Bullock and 
Spector together. Then we'd have a can¬ 
didate! But we have to deal with realities and 
Bullock's voting record and his legislation 
have been good for the people of Winchester.

Last week we reported in this column the 
denial of Winchester High School principal 
Thomas Budrewicz that students fainted 
because of intense heat in some classrooms. 


I have heard from a teacher and a student 
at the school who say two students did faint. 
Linda Tregeses says she was one of them. "It 
was hot and stuffy," she says. 

Teacher Pam Chadwick says that a 
number of parents during a recent open-house 
commented on the heat in the English section 
(84 degrees) and asked: “Do you teach under 
these conditions'.’" 

Mrs. Chadwick comments: "I'm just 
about at my wits end." 

In other areas of the school there are 
complaints about the cold "At least they 
don't keel over,” says Mrs. Chadwick She 
confirms that two students fainted. 


One was taken away in a wheelchair by a 
nurse handling smelling salts.

The second error concerned the canul 
hanks which fortunately were "puddled" in 
two feet of clay, not two inches 

"Fuddle is formed by a mixture of well- 
tempered clay and sand reduced to a semi¬ 
fluid state, and rendered impervious to water 
by manual labor, as by working it and 
chopping it about with spades It is usually 
applied in three or more strata to a depth 
thickness of about three feet; and care is 
taken at each operation so to work the new 
layer of puddling stuff ns to unite it with the 
stratum beneath "

which will be on sale by the Winchester 
Historical Society at its new quarters at 15 
High st.

We Need Money 
For Mass Transit 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I urge Winchester voters to vote "yes" on 
Question No. 4 on next Tuesday's ballot. 

If Question No. 4 passes, the state con¬ 
stitution will be amended to allow the General 
Court to authorize highway fund monies to be 
used either for highway purposes or for mass 
transit. At present the money is available 
only for highway purposes. 

Most of the money in the highway fund 
comes from the gas tax — 7' 2 cents on every 
gallon of gasoline sold in Massachusetts. Of 
this, 3 '-t cents goes to salaries and budget for 
more than 10 state offices and programs. 

One cent goes to the cities and towns for 
highway maintenance. Three cents goes to 
the debt service account to retire bonds 
floated to pay for highway construction. 

It is the money in this debt service ac¬ 
count, approximately 40 percent of the total, 
which will be available for mass tran¬ 
sportation when the amendment is passed. 

Experience this past winter with the 
energy crisis, and the projected impact of 
more stringent Environmental Protection 
Agency parking regulations in our cities, has 
emphasized the need for improved mass 
transportation systems. 

To upgrade these systems we need money. 
By opening up the highway fund the 
legislature will be given more flexibility in 
planning for and in spending for mass tran¬ 
sportation purposes. 

In 1973 the federal highway trust fund was 
expanded by Congress to allow the monies 
from the fund to be used for limited mass 
transportatipn purposes. 

Passage of the amendment would give our 
state fund the same flexibility and help 
Massachusetts take advantage of the federal 
mass transportation money by making it 
easier to provide the matching funds required 
from the states. I hope Question No 4 is ap¬ 
proved on election day.

A lawsuit by the city of Malden filed in 
Superior Court against the Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School in Wakefield is 
testing who will be allowed to attend the 12- 
community school.

the communities pulling out of the Wakefield 
school to establish a second vocational school. 

Malden’s concern for the full-time day 
student who cannot enter because of quota 
limitations reached the point of the city going 
to equity court to force the school to take 
more daytime students - at the expense of the 
night school and the post-graduate programs. 

Basically, Malden is charging the School 
Committee with starting "extra” programs 
while not accommodating regular students. 

First off, Malden wants a preliminary 
injunction to top the School Committee from 
conducting the evening and summer school 
programs, along with programs for students 
who have graduated from the school. 

The Malden suit also includes the names of 
the Malden School Committeewoman 
Marguerite Holland as well as Melrose’s 
School Committeeman Thomas O'Donnell. 

Mrs. Holland and the Malden officials 
allege the extra programs were started 
without the vote of the participating com¬ 
munities. 

According to some School Committee 
members, the town of Wakefield has 
benefited mostly from the extra problems, 
because the school is in Wakefield. Wakefield 
residents take many of the evening and post¬ 
graduate courses, say the complaintants.

WE URGE A TRUE AMNESTY 


We commend President Ford for his desire to 
heal the domestic wounds caused by the Vietnam 
War and to reconcile a country sorely divided over 
this tragic holocaust. We believe, however, that the 
Earned Re-entry plan as outlined in his Executive 
Order will do neither. It is neither just, nor mer¬ 
ciful, nor lenient, nor can it be called "Amnesty" in 
any sense of the word. 

Many of those who resisted this unjust and im¬ 
moral war are legally guilty of nothing and many 


more although technically liable to prosecution 
were denied their legal right to obtain con¬ 
scientious objector status. Still others felt com¬ 
pelled while in service to resist the overwhelming 
evil of the war. 

A closer study of President Ford's "Limited 
Amnesty" plan reveals it to be a punitive pitfall 
that will deny the resisters their constitutional and 
civil rights, will put them in danger of double 
jeopardy and will mark them for the rest of their 


lives. It gives no consideration to the 500,000 
servicemen who received less than honorable 
discharges. Many of these were guilty of nothing 
more than speaking out asgainst the war. 

We believe that if there is to be a true healing and 
reconciliation of our domestic wounds there must 
be a true amnesty. For this reason we urge a 
"YES" vote on the Question of Amnesty on the 
ballot.

Having been a worker in the Trevett 
political vineyard in the campaigns of '70 and 
'72 as well as in the present contest — I 
believe I can speak with some authority in 
commending to the voters' consideration Ken 
Trevett‘s candidacy for stale representative.

In 1967, 150,000 voters in Massachusetts 
signed an initiative petition to amend the 
state constitution by cutting the size of the 
legislature from 240 to 160, 2971 Winchester 
voters signed the Petition. 

Now, after seven years, the voter is given 
an opportunity to cast a vote on this issue. 

A yes vote on Question 2, The House Cut, 
will reduce the size of House of Represen¬ 
tatives from 240 to 160. A smaller House 
should make our representatives more visible 
and therefore make it easier for voters to 
check their voting records.

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Apples, Autumn Go Together

October's bright blue weather, famed in 
poetry and prose, turned gray and foreboding 
on the morning of an end-of-the-season apple¬ 
picking jaunt. 

But the welcoming cup of apple cider and 
the hospitality of the George Hill apple farm 
in Lancaster near Clinton lifted our spirits, if 
not the weather. 

The lilting island songs of the Jaamaican 
field hands, picking the last of the Delicious 
apples, was a surprising and unusual sound 
drifting across the fields...

But since it was a week day, the orchard 
was empty of visitors. The workers were hard 
al their task climbing tall closed-end ladders 
and filling chest baskets. We strolled through 
the rows of trees gathering bags of wind- 
fallen apples. 

The season starts right after Labor Day 
with the Macintosh apples, but pick-your-own 
fanciers wait two weeks until the apples are 
sweeter. Delicious apples are ready about 
Oct 1 

Editor Arthur MacDonnell, Star 
photographer Eric Weiss and other Win- 
chesterites Stan and Karen Wharton and 
Sara Dillon also made the same trip, but on a 
busier weekend. 

When we left, the charming orchard 
hostess gave us some large juicy C'ortlands, 
her choice for the best baked apples. 

There are lots of recipes (or baked apples 
from rum and raisin to date and honey. But 
my favorite is quick and delicious and 
requires no mixing. 

Simply core the apples, peel one-third-of 
the top, place in a shallow pan with half an 
inch of water and fill with prepared min¬ 
cemeat. Sprinkle a little apple cider. Coin¬ 
treau or brandy to add a distinctive flavor. 
Bake at 350 degrees for about 35 to 45 minutes. 
Spoon a little apple juice or water over them if 
they seem too dry or cover for the last 15 
minutes with foil. 

Another favorite is this tasty fall bread 
sparked with apples. 


Autumn Apple Bread 

1- 4 cup shortening 

2- 3 cup sugaar 

2 eggs beaten 

2 cups sifted all-purpose flour 

I teaspoon buking powder 

I teaspoon buking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 cups coarsely grated peeled raw apples 

t tablespoon grated lemon rind 

2-3 cup chopped walnuts 

Cream shortening and sugnr until light 
and fluffy; heat in eggs. Sift next four 
ingredients. Add alternately with apple to the 
egg mixture. Stir in lemon rind and nuts. 

Bake in greased and floured loaf pan<II by 
5 by 3 incheslin preheated moderate (350 
degree) oven for 50 to 60 minutes. Cool before 
slicing. Makes one loaf. 


State’s Selectmen To Ask 
For 100 Percent Valuation 


The Massachusetts Selectmen's 
Association voted this week to petition the 
legislature to make all cities and towns in the 
state assess real estate for tax purposes at 100 
percent valuation. 

Approximately 50 percent of the cities and 
towns in the state have followed the law 
calling for full and fair evaluation of all real 
property. 

Those which haven’t been abiding by the 
law “are actually making out better,” said 
Hayden Wilbur, executive director of the 
Selectmen's Association. 

The state formula says the lower the 
valuation, the greater the state’s reim¬ 
bursement to the city or town. 

The formula is being used throughout the 
state even though nearly half of the towns and 
cities have not gone to full evaluation. 

Therefore, said Wilbur, communities that 


value property at less than 100 percent have 
bedn receiving larger sums than they're 
entitled to. 

The bill to be drawn up, according to 
Robert Hathaway, the association's 
legislative director, could contain one of two 
options: that the state Dept, of Corporations 
and Taxation revalue at 100 percent a com¬ 
munity which fails to do so itself; or, that the 
state cut back its reimbursement to such a 
community. 

Wilbur believes the selectmen’s proposal 
has an excellent chance of passing in the 
Legislature, due to restructuring during the 
past year. 

For the first time since the association was 
formed 46 years ago, selectmen are pulling 
together and organizing a fulltime lobbying 
effort to push for legislation to aid local 
governments.

In Winchester 

Viet Victim’s Mother: 
Give Us Real Amnesty 

Itv Pauline Dishnton 


A Gold Star mother and a I.egal-In-Service 
Project counselor called for "universal 
amnestv " lor Vietnam War draft evaders, 
resisters and deserters as they addressed the 
Winchester Committee for Peace and Justice 
last Thursday 

The speakers were Mrs Katherine Lit¬ 
chfield of Dedham, a member of Gold Star 
Parents for Amnesty, and Frank Beeves, who 
counsels young men who have resisted, 
deserted or evaded military service 

Mrs. Litchfield lost her son. Frank, in his 
21st year, just 54 days before he was due for 
discharge 

She opened the program by calling for 
universal amnesty and reading a letter from 
(fold Star Parents for Amnesty which said: 
"We do not want the continued punishment 
but want unconditional amnesty." 

She read two more letters The first was 
from a Bronxville attorney who also lost his 
son in the Vietnam War 

The attorney who said he later became a 
draft counselor lor the sons of other attorneys 
who had "nowhere else to go." wrote that he 
is iigainst the concept that total amnesty will 
"dishonor those whoire dead." 

The lawyer wrote ronut the day his son left 
for the service lie was so opposed he very 
nearly didn't board the plane. My only 
’•egret." said the father, "is that I didn't stop 
him 

"/ uivorsal om oosty 
icon hi bo tlio groiilost 
aloniunonl la our son." 

A Hroiixville attorney 


The Bronxville attorney said he was 
"appalled at ine limited legal advice 
available to young people." Some faced the 
court system and went lo jail; othersleft the 
country "The World War 2 career-minded 
mentality would not believe they were sincere 
in their conscientious objection." he wrote 
Finally the Bronxville father said. 
"Universal amnesty would he the greatest 
monument lo our son.” 

Another letter, from a father !5f a son who 
went to Canada . was written after President 
Ford's pardon of former President Nixon 
The father said formerly he had con¬ 
sidered his son’s ideas and attitude "as 
radical" but since then "time has demon¬ 
strated the degree of my son’s awareness." 

He said his son chose not to join the 
reserves or to try to stay out of service by 
bringing up a congenital hip disorder He 
preferred to leave the country than take one 
of the two open options go to war or go to 
prison

Referring to Nixon's pardon, the father 
said, "Nixon must be held accountable Is 
there more than one standard of justice” 

“Amnesty by definition "is a full pardon 
Anthing less is not. Let my son come home. 
We have suffered enough," his letter eon- 
eluded. 

FORD’S PLAN 

About the same lime that President Ford 
announced his “earned re-entry program," 
Reeves said he was in Toronto attending a 
meeting of American Exiles in Canada 

Reeves noted that American exiles also 
include the wives und sweetheurts of many of 
Ihe men. 

Reeves said the group decided to urge all 
men in exile and deserters to boycott Ford's 
plan They also decided to set up a clemency 
center in Indiana near Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, the place where men who are ac¬ 
cepting Ford's plan are asked to surrender. 

The counseling center, said Reeves, would 
";it least" allow the men to "know alter¬ 
natives and be aware of their rights." The 
center would "advise people of the pitfalls of 
the plan " 

lie criticized Ford's amnesty plan noting 
"it is not universal " He said the plan does not 
include those who hunted draft cards, those 
who falsified records, nor civilian resisters 

Those in the military to be considered 
under the plan are only? those with less than 
honorable discharge, Reeves said. 

"All regulations covering this plan are 
vague," he said Those who administer it 
through the clemency board have nothing but 
"hearsay evidence." The rules are being 
changed as days go by. "There is no due 
process guarantee." Reeves suid 

The Clemency Board that reviews cases of 
draft evaders who were convicted don't want 
the men to appear in person. Reeves said 
"They don't want to see lawyers, nor do they 
want evidence." 

No on knows who is on Ihe board, said 
Reeves The Army won't say. "The legal 
advice provided is terrible." he said. 

Sometimes as many as 25-30 men are 
grouped together, read the Ford plan and 
then told they may "reject or accept the plan, 
or reenlist." 

The real penalty, said Reeves, is the 
discrimination they will meet Irom the 
business community He referred to a letter 
lo the government from General Foods which 
is read to the men and in essences says the 
company "will not hire men with less than 
honorable discharges." 

Mrs Litchfield interjected that many of 
the men with less than honorable discharges 
are those who served in Vietnam "Some are 
wounded, some are drug users and need 
psychiatric help " 

Reeves called the clemency discharge "a

man by future employers." 

Both Reeves and Mrs. Litchfield noted that 
those with clemency discharges will never 
receive veterans benefits, except those who 
recnlist It's mind blowing." said Mrs. 
Litchfield speaking of the education she has 
received during the past five years. 

SUICIDES 

After her son's entry into the service. Mrs. 
Litchfield said she begun to investigate and 
learn as much as she could about the rights of 
young men lacing the draft. 

She became a counselor and immediately 
got the approval of her son. Frank, who told 
her lie was proud of her. "Too had you didn't 
haveall that knowledge when I needed it." he 
told IDs mother 

She recalled that Frank was reluctant to 
go in service <)l the two choices he had. three 
years in service or live years in prison, he 
chose the service saying "I'll take my 
chances ' 

Mrs Litchfield said she almost lost Frank 
before he went lo combat. In training he was 
grazed by a bullet, had adverse affects from 
shots and suffered from a faulty gas mask. 
During all of these episodes, she said, "his 
family was never notified of the danger." 

During training, she said Frank was 
despondent because “on inhuman ways they 
(the service recruits) were treated,” which 
contributed to five men committing suicide. 

Later in Georgia, she said, her son spoke of 
"suicides which were appalling." During a 
phone call he told his mother he felt like 
"putting a bullet to his brain." 

There was one young man who killed 
himself whose parents wouldn’t accept his 
body because of their shame. Mrs Litchifeld 
said

"In this issue of The Winchester Star you 
have the complete texl of the preliminary 
charter. We are holding a public heaaring on 
Thursday. Nov. 14, at 7:30 p.m. in the semior 
high school 

"Because we can still reconsider any 
recommendations from the public, the 
eommsssion hopes that a large cross section 
of voters will come forward now to comment 
on our preliminary druft. 

"The final charter, incorporating 
suggested revisions, must be completed by 
Dec. 31 and presented to the voters. On the 
ballot in the March 3, 1975, town election, the 
following question will appear: 'Shall this 
town approve the new charter recommended 
by the Charter Commission?'" 


Mrs. Litchfield told of her contempt for the 
coldness of the military which she called 
"obnoxious" as they gave their "gold stars.” 

She said she told them she didn't want 
medals hut they sent them anyway. 

"I heaved them out the back door," she 
said, noting that one of her sons retrieved 
them and later called out his dismay that the 
medals all had “1945" on them. 

"They were leftovers from World War 2,” 
said Mrs. Litchfield who noted she brought 
this fact to the attention of other Vietnam 
veterans and they too were surprised to 
discover their medals were also dated 1945. 

On another occasion she said an invitation 
came for her dead son to attend a National 
Guard meeting in Boston. She called the 
adjutant general's office and told them that 
her son was dead "You'll have to prove it," 
she was told. 

Another time she went to the Dedham 
Town Hall to obtain a death certificate of her 
son. There was none, she was told by the town 
clerk. 

She went to the Veterans Assistance 
office. Again there was none. There were no 
records of Iter son's death in his home town. 

Later she learned "they had removed his 
records to protect his mother'" said Mrs. 
Litchfield. 

"I'm Irish I got angry." she said. "I shot 
off letters to my congressmen and 
representatives determined that the war dead 
should be recorded in their own home towns." 

Cong. Joseph Moakley worked on this 
legislature and last May 31. Mrs. Litchield 
said. "I recorded my son's death in 
Dedham." 

Veterans groups are not in favor of the 
legislation. Mrs. Litchfield said. They oppose 
it saying it will be tooexpensive. "It's ironic," 
she said there was no talk of lack of money for 
the war 

Mrs. Litchfield said the question of am¬ 
nesty on the upcoming ballot is a product of 
Gold Star Parents. Disappointed that the 
ballot will not appear before Dedham voters, 
she expressed pleasure that Winchester has 
the question on the ballot. 

Speaking of Gold Star Parents, Mrs. Litch¬ 
field credited them for pressuring the Pen¬ 
tagon and getting them to begin releasing 
accurate figures on war dead. 

Reeves said that current figures from the 
government indicate that under 2,000 are 
coming forth to accept Ford's re-entry 
program. This is small, he said, considering 
there are about 1 (H) to 200 thousand exiles and 
another 100-300 thousand "underground in 
this country." 

Since the end of the war, he said, 55 
thousand veterans - have died from drug 
overdose, suicide or accident. "This is the 
legacy of some." he said.

Doesn’t this make you wonder how these 
equally or better governed states than our 
make out? Even Connecticut with 316 
members a few years ago cut them 
drastically and have faced none of the fates 
you list. 

N.H., Vt., which both outnumber Mass., 
have a representative for about every farm, 
and get paid off in yen, not in the $12,000 
vicinity like ours, plus about twice that in 
expenses and incidentials. 

The expected drop in "local visits,” 
"personal appearances," speeches,” and 
"one-on-one" confrontations has not 
materialized in the case of Connecticut and 
for that matter I haven’t seen close at hand a 
solitary state representative for 25 years. I 
doubt that the fate of Winchester will be “less 
than whole," whatever that is. 

Even our total, U.S. House of Represen¬ 
tatives' membership is fewer than 500 to take 
care of some 220 million people. 

In these days of inflation with one out of six 
people in the employ of our government is it 
any sense to suggest the maintenance of our 
present legislature at its over swelled con¬ 
dition. especially when that legislature itself 
a few years back voted on a similar question, 
came up tied, yes and no, and suspended the 
roll-call until Speaker Bartley had scoured 
the building up to the eaves and finally found 
that Ipswich representative and forced him to 
vote "yes," only to have him lose his own 
election a little bit later.

AMNESTY QUESTIONED 

There were two voices of objection to the 
speakers: A Vietnam veteran and his wife, 
who said they attended the meeting to learn 
and see the other side. 

When Mrs. Litchfield said "My son broke a 
moral law and paid the price"' the veteran 
responded with "I still believe I made the 
right choice." 

"I'm glad you have peace of mind," said 
Reeves. "I don't." He told about a friend of 
his who committed suicide after having 
served in the war. 

On a question of "breaking the law,” by 
the veteran and his wife, Reeves said "Every 
citizen has to ultimately decide for himself. 

Reeves said most Americans are law 
abiding to the point where they follow orders 
without question. He referred to tests con¬ 
ducted at Stanford University asking par¬ 
ticipants to do something (push a button or 
lever i which would cause others tosbe in¬ 
flicted with electric current - or so they 
thought. "Only two to three percent chose not 
to electrocute their neighbors," said Reeves. 

"There is nothing sacred about a law," he 
said' justifying his words by noting that laws 
have been sanctioned against slavery, 
segregation and women. “Laws are creatures 
of man," said Reeves. 

"I feel they were right and I was wrong to 
go to college and join the National Guard,” 
said Reeves. "I feel they were as right as

Franklin and Jefferson to oppose British 
tyranny or those who resisted Hitler.” 

The veteran’s wife said. “Our pride has 
been to respect law.” 

Reeves said he never felt he was serving 
his country as well as now as a counselor. 

The question of national security was 
raised by the veteran. 

Reeves said he has “no fear that the 
country could raise an Army if necessary." 

The veteran and his wife said they weren’t 
so confident. They called for “rebuilding 
America, to stop tearing down." They said, 
"forget Watergate." 

"I don't find Watergate destructive," said 
Reeves. "Knowledge is important. If it’s 
horrible, let’s look at the horror." 

Mrs. Litchfield said, “We have to look at 
each other as children of God. It’s very sad 
when we put the almighty dollar first."

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Sputnik Changed Vocational Education. 
Northeast’s Director Was In From Start

Although 16 years have passed since the 
Soviet Union startled the scientific, political 
and social world with the successful laun¬ 
ching of the earth's first artificial satellite, 
the effects of Sputnik I are still being felt in 
education despite the giant step taken on the 
moon by United States ustronaut9 in 1969. 

That’s the opinion of John Connolly, 
superintendent-director of Northeast 
Metropolitan Regional Vocational School, 
who participated in the sudden switch of 
emphasis toward technical training on the 
high school level beginning in 1958. 

Today the world Is almost apathetic 
toward technological advancement, having 
witnessed the ultimate spectacular of man on 
the moon. But interest in high school 
technical training - as measured in federal 
dollars - began to wane long before that, 
according to Connolly. 

Heading one of the state’s largest regional 
vocational schools for the past two years, 
Connolly's career was forged in industry's 
most technical field back when Adolph Hitler 
began rattling his sabre in Europe, launching 
World II and signalling the dawn of modern 
technology, albeit in the specialized area of 
weaponry. 

A graduate of St. Mary’s High School, 
Lynn, in 1936, Connolly went to work for $20 
per week assisting a Lynn veterinarian in 
surgical and medical procedures. A 
scholarship was available but the Connolly 
family of five brothers and three sisters, of 
which John was third youngest, needed 
financial help, having been orphaned for 
several years. 

"I never stopped going to school,” Con¬ 
nolly emphasizes, taking evening courses to 
further his education. If there was one thing 
he learned while working as a veterinarian’s 
assistant during those late depression years, 
it was the value of a dollar. 

"I was offered a raise,” he recalls, "or the 
option of having $5 a month placed in a 
spvings account I don’t remember why, hut I 
chose the latter.” This teenage decision 
resulted in the habit of saving even during the 
toughest financial times. 

In 1931) he met Charlotte Dougherty. Two 
years later they were married. In the interim, 
Connolly switched jobs, becoming a helper 
find sweeper at the General Electric plant in 
Lynn. 

Still going to school, he turned his interest 
toward drafting and technical courses which 
resulted in his advancement into machine 
work and eventually tool and die. Classified 
as essential in his job, Connolly remained at 
G.E. until 1946, when the workers went on 
strike in the first post-war major work 
stoppage. 

Young Connolly was too anxious to advan¬ 
ce his skills to continue walking a picket line 
destined to keep G.E. shut down for a long 
time. 

With his savings rapidly depleting and his 
wife expecting a child, the necessity to work 
was painfully obvious. He went to work for - 
Rotary Machine Co. in Lynn as a machinist 


and tool and die maker. "It was less money 
than I was used to making,” he smiles, “but I 
felt the experience was worth it.” 

The company specialized in making tool 
for the then-flourishing shoe industry. But in 
1948 business went bad and Connolly was laid 
off from work. 

Within two weeks, however, he was back to 
work at Triangle Tool and Die Co., a year-old 
Lynn company which stabilized itself and 
John Connolly’s career. During the six years 
that followed, Connolly was promoted to 
foreman, supervising a group of tool and die 
makers. At this point Connolly’s career took 
an unexpected turn, catapulting him into 
education. 

“Mike O’Donnell was the director of Lynn 
Trade School in 1953," Connolly reminisces. 
"He was moonlighting at Triangle as a 
designer. I had taken an evening course at 
Lynn Trade, also, and became acquainted 
with him." 

During the summer of 1953 Connolly 
remembers O’Donnell at first suggesting that 
he look into teaching and then tried to con¬ 
vince him to fill out an application form. 

The form remained blank as Connolly 
couldn't quite be convinced to give up a 
$IO,OOO a-year job for a $4,080-a-year teaching 
position especially with a wife and two 
children to support. 

Came the last week in August with school 
opening just around the corner and O’Connell 
stepped up his efforts to persuade Connolly to 
join the Lynn Trade lacuily. Somewhere 
along the line the persuasion took hold and 
Connolly signed. 

To supplement his meagre income, the 
new teacher took on an evening class twice a 
week at $3 an hour and worked weekends for 
contractors while still going to school himself. 

“Youth is accompanied by blind courage," 
Connolly smilingly asserts, “because that 
first year teaching at a lower income I bought 
a house and a new car." 

Still going to school nights and summers 
he earned his graduate degree and began 
teaching training courses for new and 
potential teachers on a part-time basis in 1959 
for the state Department of Education. 

He left Lynn Trade in 1963 to take a full¬ 
time position with the Department of 
Education as a supervisor. Although there 
was no salary change involved, he found 
himself working a full year instead of 180 
school days for $7,BOO. Again he considered 
Ihe experience worth it and within two years 
was promoted to senior supervisor. 

In 1968 Connolly became the director of 
Haverhill Trade School, moving to Cam¬ 
bridge in 1971 as the first citywide director of 
occupational education. Within a year he 
assumed the top administrative post at 
Northeast Regional. 

It was (luring that period of Connolly’s 
career thut Sputnik I's weak hut incessant 
"beep-beep” caught the ears of every man, 
woman and child as surely as the first atomic 
blast assaulted the senses more than a decade 
before. 

That little radio signal from an orbiting 
vehicle in space lighted the searchlight of 
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Train

inquiry lo determine how the free world had 
been beaten into the last frontier. John 
Connolly wasn’t surprised when the spotlight 
fell on education at the high school level. 

"It was amazing how quickly federal funds 
became available for a new and frenzied 
thrust into technical education at the high 
school level." 

In the decade 1953-63 the movement 
toward regionalization of vocational 
education had begun, was hastened in 1958 
when Sputnik I provided the impetus of 
change toward more technical rather than 
practicl vocational training. 

"Looking toward areas where the 
technical trend could be developed," Connolly 
said, "naturally machine and tool and die 
work was highlighted because of the technical 
precision that had always been necessary in 
this field." 

Connolly developed a program in die 
design theory introduced on the high school 
level. Then, almost as suddenly as the green 
flood begun, federal money for high school 
technical programs dried up. 

But as Connolly sees it, rather than drying 
up, these federal dollars merely were 
diverted to colleges and community colleges 
leaving the states to pick up the ball for 
secondary education. In Massachusetts, 
Connolly asserts, the state moved the 
financial ball well. 

Regional vocational schools became a 
definite trend, Northeast among the earlier 
districts formed. The reasoning of state 
education officials at the time was that the 
need to keep education abreast of 
technological changes was at once obvious 
and expensive. 

"Ironically," Connolly points out, “while 
Ihe quality of vocational education was im¬ 
proved, at the same time the demand was 
increased so that today we are turning 
youngsters away because of inadequately 
sized facilities. It’s a paradox, but when the 
quality of something improves, the demand 
usually increases.” 

Regarding the reaction to Sputnik, Con¬ 
nolly cryptically asserts, “That's a case of 
catering to the image rather than the fact.” 
Conversely, he sees the event as an unex¬ 
pected revitalization of vocational-technical 
education at a critical time. 

For the past two years Connolly has been 
guiding the fledgling four-year-old Northeast 
Regional School from its innovative begin¬ 
nings into a more stabilized, yet flexible era. 
Some things were "excellent” in Connolly’s 
opinion when he became superintendent- 
director, • but some changes were also 
necessary. 

One of the first major changes made by 
Connolly at Northeast was a switch from half¬ 
days in shop and half-days in academics to a 
full week in shop and a week in academics. 
"This has enubled us to take on work- 
experience projects, such as building a house, 
which would not otherwise be feasible." 

Connolly said faculty and students adapted 
quickly to the change and within weeks in¬ 


dicated that the new scheduling was more 
* worthwhile "Actually.” Connolly says, "it 
i was a case of re-establishing an old method. 
Half-day schedules are relatively new. 
Sometimes to progress we must take a step 
backward, proving that just because 
something isn't brand new doesn’t mean it's 
no longer the best method." 

Another major change still in the planning 
stage is a cooperative program which would 
allow students to gain practical experience in 
paying jobs, alternating periods of time for 
academic and work-related classroom 
programs 

Connolly hesitates when asked about the 
long-range future. His expression hints a 
deeper lesson learned by the surprise laun¬ 
ching of Sputnik I just 16 years age.

Coach Manny Marshall of Winchester 
closed out his rivalry with Coach Nate Todaro 
of Lexington with a 28-8 victory Saturday in 
Lexington. The latter is ending his tenure at 
Lexington to become athletic director in 
Chelmsford, Marshall's home town 

Although the WHS Sachems held the lead 
throughout, it was not an impressive win. 
Lexington's offense posed small threat to 
Winchester. It was further weakened by lin¬ 
early injury which forced Barclay Schulz, 
quarterback for the Minutemen, out of action 
His substitute was by no means a capable 
passer Four fumbles, two of which wen- 
poorly thrown laterals, did little to promote 
the cause of the home forces.

‘Should The House Of Representatives Be Reduced?’ 

No:‘Small Communities Like Ours Will Lose’ Yes:‘Minority Representation Not Affected’

The supporters of Question 2 on the ballot, 
which would greatly reduce the size of the 
state House of Representatives, are 
proposing a major change in the government, 
of our state. 

Such far-reaching change should follow a 
period in which the existing condition is found 
to be faulty beyond repair and change itself 
promises quick relief for an obviously bad 
situation. 

The major argument advanced, however, 
is that other states have smaller legislative 
bodies and therefore we should. The 
'“everybody else docs it” argument, based on 
the questionable proposition that smaller is 
better, is a poor one on which to base a 
demand for major change. 

It is this writer's contention that the 
nt House in Massachusetts works well 
and mat its faults are to be found not in size 
but in dominance by one party, salaries too 
low to enable the most qualified individuals to 
serve, a citizen petition system that floods the 
legislature with more bills than experienced 
in any other state and poor parliamentary 
procedures. 

The proposed change would render the 
House less representative of the people, 
strengthen party dominance, reduce the 
individual voter's control over government 
and place such a burden on individual 

Common Cause 


legislators that policy decisions would be 
made largely by non elected staff rather than 
by elected representatives. 

In short, the proposed change would not 
cure those ills which do exist but would add an 
entirely new order of ills to the legislative 
function. 

An immediate effect of the change would 
be to remove government further from the 
individual citizen. With districts nt current 
size, legislators are able to see and talk to 
large numbers of citizens; larger districts 
obviously reduce this ability. 

A telephone may he more convenient than 
the horse and buggy, but no mirucle will 
enable an already overworked legislator to 
talk to more people during the same 24-hour 
day. Indeed, the legislator will have to talk to 
fewer people among a lurger constituency. 

Another immediate effect will be to 
deprive most minority groups — political and 
ethnic of representation altogether and to 
deprive small communities of their chances 
of representation. 

Even the largest minority neighborhood 
will have its representation reduced to one, as 
if all spoke with the same voice. And small 
communities — rual and suburban — will find 
themselves represented by politicians from 
the largest communities in the district. 


Candidates Respond To 
Money , Secrecy Issues 


All of the five candidates for state 
representative and state senate from. Win¬ 
chester’s districts have responded 'to a 
questionnaire on money and secrecy. 

Distributed to all candidates by Common 
Cause of Massachusetts, the brief 
questionnaire asks for yes or no answers on 
six questions. 

These were the questions asked: 

1. Will you support legislation to provide 
for a mixed system of public and private 
contributions to political campaigns for 
statewide and legislative offices? 

Will you vote to limit the amount a can¬ 
didate may spend on his own campaign? 

2. Will you support legislation to require all 
appointed and elected officials to disclose 
income? 

Will you disclose this information? 

Do you support legislation to prohibit 
officials from representing clients for a fee 
before any nonjudicial agency? 

3. Will you vote to levy fines against of¬ 
ficials who hold secret meetings? 

4. Will you support itemized monthly 
disclosure of all gifts and contributions made 
by lobbyists to legislatures and other state 
officials? 

5. Do you support creation of a single 
agency responsible for enforcement of 
campaign laws? 

6. Will you so support a rules change to 
permit the minority party to choose its 
membership on legislative committees? 

Will you support a change to require a 
seven-day notice between the second and 
third reading of a bill?

1 would 
support a reasonable limit on the overull 
amount which could be spent.

One has only to look at the state Senate to 
note that size has these effects and that fewer 
numbers do not represent larger wisdom, nor 
even prestige. 

It is no accident that within the last 10 
years former representatives have been 
elected to a variety of state offices from at¬ 
torney general to secretary of state to 
congressman, while senators have failed in 
virtually every try at higher office. 

The increased cost of campaigning in 
larger districts and the increased costs of 
servicing a larger constituency will 
unquestionably render representatives in a 
smaller house more responsive to the 
demands of party and party leaders. 

At the same time the larger size of their 
districts will make them less responsive to 
the particular needs of smaller communities. 

The decreased size will also greatly reduce 
the variety of ideas and opinions which are 
necessary to good legislation in u democratic 
society. Efficiency is an admirable ad¬ 
ministrative goal, a distressing legislative 
one. 

There are many ways in which our 
legislative system can be improved. 
Reduction in the size of the House is the one 
least likely to bring improvement and most 
likely to make conditions worse.

Massachusetts, the tenth most populous 
state, has the second-largest House of 
Representatives of all the legislatures in the 
United States — 24G members. 

Each member of the Massachusetts House 
represents about 23,500 people. The proposed 
cut to 160 members would bring represen¬ 
tation closer to the national average ratio of 
one per 35,000 people. 

California’s House of Representatives has 
HO members, a ratio of one per 250,000; Ohio, 
with 99 members, has a ratio of one per 
107,000; Michigan, with 110 members, has a 
ratio of one per 81.000. 

New Jersey, the state most often com¬ 
pared to Massachusetts in terms of 
geographic size, population and economic 
similarity, has a lower house of 80 members 

a ratio of one per 89,000 people: 

A smaller legislature would shorten and 
sharpen debate, would focus attention and 
responsibility more effectively on individual 
members. 

The larger the body, the fewer the number 
who in fact direct it. The smaller the body, the 
greater the importance, responsibility and 
prestige of the individual legislator. 

Improved facilities may attract more and 
more qualified persons to run for office. It is 
likely that increased clerical, administrative 
and research assistance and better office 
facilities will be provided legislators in a 
smaller House. 

What is the optimum size of a legislature? 
One not soslarge as to become unwieldy and 
unworkable, so that many members are 
spektators rather than participants. 

The aim is to permit individual par¬ 
ticipation, effective deliberation, full staffing 
and adequate compensation.

"If this right can be protected, I would be 
in favor of disclosure. Until such time I 
cannot make a voluntary disclosure of my 
economic interests in fairness to the honest 
businessmen. 

"With respect to prohibiting public of¬ 
ficials from representing any client before 
any non-judicial agency, I suspect that the 
question is too broud. A lawyer-town meeting 
member from Lee would be prevented from 
representing a client nt any agency at 100 
Cambridge street. That, clearly, would be 
absurd. If a reasonable prohibition could be 
drafted with some precision, I would support 
it. 

"No. 3 (Open meetings) Yes, provided that 
a tighter definition of what a "meeting" is can 
be drawn. Placing socially close knit local 
officials in jeopardy for discussing a public 
issue at a social gathering makes no sense. 

“No. 4: I would support reasonable 
monthly itemization of gifts and con¬ 
tributions. 

“No. 5: We have just made major ad¬ 
ministrative changes in the area of campaign 
finance. Until that new machinery is shaken 
out and running smoothly, tinkering with its 
responsibilities would be dangerous. 

"It must also be appreciated that there is a 
hazard in concentrating too much power in 
the hands of one non-elected official who 
might be overly responsive to vocal 
minorities who wrongly feel that they hav a 
monopoly on appreciating what the public 
interest is. 

"No. 6: I would not support a rules change 
giving the minroity party the power to choose 
its committee membership. I suggest that one 
of the best features of Massachusetts 
legislative procedure is the concentration of 
power in the majority leadership. 

"Contrasted with the Congress, the 
General Court is much more accountable to 
the public. Also, I have seen no evidence of 
any abuse undej the present system. And for 
the last reason, I see no need to impose a 
week's delay between the second and third 
readings. Indeed, in particular cases, such a 
delay could be used nguinst the public in¬ 
terests." 

HELEN METROS 

Campaign finance: 1 believe that there 
should be a controlled system of public 
contributions and a limited private con¬ 
tribution for both the statewide office and 
state legislation campaigns. 

Conflict of interests: I believe all can¬ 
didates of all official elected officers should 
dislcose publicly the sources of their own 
personal income and to be done annually as 
long as they hold an official office. 

Open Meetings: Before we can begin to 
levy fines against public officials who hold 
secret meetings in violation of open meeting 
law, we must define “secret meeting." Where 
it is legal for public officials to "caucus" on 
certain legislation, it would become difficult 
if not impossible to levy such fines. 

Lobbying: I am fully in favor of having 
members'of the legislature disclose all gifts 
and such by lobbyists, but with the added 
feature of a leavy fine to those that have 
received such gifts but failed to disclose 
them. 

Enforcement: 1 believe that a single 
agency made up of judicial officials should be 
given the necessary powers to enforce areas 
in the field of conflict of interest, lobbying and 
campaign contributions. 

Legislative reform I believe that the 
minority purty should be able to choose its 
own membership. 

I would support a rules change to require 
seven days advance public notice between the 
second and third reuding of a bill (except 
under prorogation rules).

A citizens conference on state legislatures, 
after a critical study of the 50 states, reported 
in 1971: 

“In many states ... the lower house ex¬ 
ceeds the desirable membership range of 100- 
130 members that best enables it to strike a 
balance between the need to be represen¬ 
tative of the diverse elements of its citizenry 
and the need to have an orderly and efficient 
body to gel things done." 

Seven years ago 150,000 voters signed a 
people's petition to reduce the size of the 
state’s House of Representatives. Because 
the proposal is a constitutional amendment it 
must be passed by two consecutively elected 
legislatures before it can appear on the ballot. 

The initiative petition was submitted in 
1967. The legislature which convened in 1969 
approved the proposition: in 1971 it failed to 
pass by one vote. 

In 1972 an advisory referendum question 
appeared on the ballot in key districts. The 
result was 635,83(1 votes “yes" and 192,258 
votes '-‘no." 

Given a chance to speak out, voters 


overwhelmingly favored cutting the size of 
the House. 

In 1973 the legislature voted the second 
necessary, approval. Next Tuesday 
Massachusetts voters will finally, after seven 
years, have a chance to speak on the issue. 

The House cut amendment will return the 
state consus to years ending in “5,” which will 
better reflect population shifts and trends 
than the present system whereby state census 
is taken one year after the federal census. 

If the amendment passes, a census will be 
taken in 1975 and the new districts will be 
reflected in a 160-member House in the 
session beginning in 1979. Representation of 
minority groups in a legislature is affected by 
how district lines are drawn, not by the 
number ol legislators. 

Winchester's representative in the present 
House has consistently voted to reduce its 
size. I hope that Winchester’s voters will 
agree, and vote "yes" on Question Number 2 
next Tuesday.

LAW PROPOSED BY AN INITIATIVE PETITION 
SUMMARY 


Any registered voter may apply for an 
absentee ballot in writing up to noon of the 
day before the elecflon. 

A specific form is not necessary. One may 
apply in person or by mail, giving one’s name 
as registered, registration address and ad¬ 
dress to which a ballot may be sent. One 
should sign the application as one is 
registered. 

If a voter will be out of town on election 
day and has no address to which an absentee 
ballot may be sent in advance, he may apply 
for an absentee ballot and vote at Town Hall 
in person prior to election day. 

If a voter receives his absentee ballot by 
mail he should read the instructions before 


voting and vote in the presence of a notary. 
The ballot should be verified by a notary and 
mailed from a community other than (he 
legal residence. 

Only disabled people are entitled to 
receive an absentee ballot at their home 
address and have it notarized and mailed 
from their own locality. Disabled people must 
certify to that fact when they apply for an 
absentee ballot. Ballots must be received by 
the close of polls (8 p.m.) on election day.

PRELIMINARY REPORT 
WINCHESTER CHARTER COMMISSION 


Preamble 

We, the people of Winchester, in order to reaffirm the customary 
and traditional liberties of the people with respect to the conduct of 
our local government and to take the fullest advantages inherent in 
the home rule amendment to the constitution of the commonwealth, 
do hereby adopt the following home rule charter for the Town of 
Winchester. 

ARTICLE 1 

EXISTENCE AND AUTHORITY 
Section 1-1 Incorporation 

The inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, within the territorial 
limits established by law. shall continue to be a body corporate and 
politic under the name “Town of Winchester.” 

Section 1-2 Short Title 

This instrument shall be known and may be cited as the Win¬ 
chester Home Rule Charter. 

Section 1-3 Division of Powers 

The administration of all the fiscal, prudential and municipal 
affairs of the town, with the government thereof, shall be vested in 
a legislative branch, to consist of a representative town meeting, 
and an executive branch, to beheaded by a board of selectmen. 

Section 1-4 Powers of the Town, Intent of the Voters 

It is the intent and the purpose of the voters of the Town of 
Winchester, through the adoption of this charter, to secure for the 
town all of the powers it is possible to secure under the constitution 
and statutes of the commonwealth, as fully and as completely as 
though each such power were specifically and individually 
enumerated herein. 

Section 1-5 Interpretation of Provisions 

The powers of the town under the charter shall be construed and 
interpreted liberally in favor of the town, and the specific mention 
of any particular power is not intended to limit in any way the 
general powers of the town as stated in section 1-4. 

Section 1-6 Intergovernmental Relations 

The town may enter into agreements, with any other unit of 
government, to perform jointly or in cooperation, by contract or 
otherwise, any of its powers or functions. 

ARTICLE 2 

REPRESENTATIVE TOWN MEETING 
Section 2-1 Composition 

The legislative body of the town shall be a representative town 
meeting which shall consist of one hundred ninety-two members, 
from eight districts, who shall be elected to meet, deliberate, act 
and vote in the exercise of the corporate powers of the town. 

Each district shall be represented in the town meeting by 
twenty-four representative town meeting members, so elected that 
the term of office of one-third of the members shall expire each 
year, provided however, that if the population of the districts which 
are established under section 2-3 snail vary by more than ten per 
cent in number of inhabitants the number of representatives to 
which each district shall be entitled shall be determined by the ratio 
its population is to the population of the whole town. 

Section 2-2 Eligibility; Nomination Procedures 

(a) Eligibility - Any voter shall be eligible to be a candidate, to 
be elected, and to serve as a representative town meeting member. 

(b) Nomination Procedures - Nomination of candidates for 
representative town meeting member shall be made by nomination 
papers signed by not less than ten voters of the district in which the 
candidate resides and from which he seeks election. The said 
nomination papers shall be filed with the town clerk at least twenty- 
eight days preceding the date of the town election, provided that 
any elected representative town meeting member may become a 
candidate for re-election by filing written notice thereof with the 
town clerk at least fourteen days before the last day and hour for 
filing nomination papers. The written acceptance of the candidate 
shall bo on or attached to the nomination paper when filed in order 
for it to be valid. 

Section 2-3 Establishment of Districts 


The board of selectmen and the board of registrars of voters 
shall divide the town -into eight convenient voting districts so 
established as to consist of as nearly an equal number of 
inhabitants as possible in compact and contiguous territory, 
bounded insofar as possible by the center line of known streets or 
ways or by other well defined limits. 

These boundaries shall be reviewed and, if need be, wholly or 
partly revised by the said selectmen and registrars in December 
once in ten years, or, in December of any year when directed to do 
so by a vote of a representative town meeting held not later than 
November thirtieth in that year. 

The board of selectmen and the board of registrars of voters 
shall, within twenty days after any revision of districts, but not 
later than January twentieth of the succeeding year, file a report of 
their doings with the town clerk and the assessors with a map or 
maps or description of the districts and the names and addresses of 
the voters therein, and shall also cause to be posted in at least one 
public place in each district a map or description of that district 
with the names and addresses* of the voters therein. Whenever the 
districts are revised, the town clerk shall forthwith give written 
notice thereof to the state secretary, stating the number and 
designation of such districts. 

Section 2-4 Election and Terms 

The voters in every district shall, at the first annual town 
election held following any district revision, elect by ballot the 
number of voters of the district provided for in this article to be 
town meeting members of the town. The first third in order of votes 
received of members so elected shall serve for three years, the 
second third in such order shall serve for two years, and the 
remaining third in such order shall serve for one year from the date 
of the annual town election; in case of a tie vote affecting the 
division into thirds as aforesaid the members elected from the 
district shall by ballot determine the same; and thereafter, except 
as is otherwise provided herein, at each annual election the voters 
of each district shall, in like manner elect one third of the number of 
town meeting members to which that district is entitled for a term 
of three years, and shall at such election fill for the unexpired term 
or terms any vacancy or vacancies then existing in the number of 
town meeting members in their respective districts. 


In the event of a tie vote for the office of town meeting member 
the town clerk shall, within seven days following the election, call 
all of the representative town meeting members of that district 
together at a convenient place, and under the supervision of the 
town clerk any such tie shall then and there be broken by ballots 
cast by the elected town meeting members present. 

Section 2-5 Compensation 

Elected town meeting members shall serve without salary. 
Section 2-6 Presiding Officer 

A moderator, chosen in accordance with the provisions of sec¬ 
tion 3-7, shall preside at qll sessions of the town meeting. He shall 
regulate the proceedings of all town meetings, decide all questions 
of order, make public declaration of all votes and may, in open 
meeting, administer the oath of office to any town officer. He shall 
perform such other functions as may be provided by charter, by by¬ 
law or by other town meeting vote. 

Section 2-7 Vacancies, Filling of Vacancies 

(a) Resignation - A town meeting member may resign by filing 
a written resignation with the town clerk, and such resignation 
shall take effect upon the date of such filing. 

(b) Removal From Town or District - A town meeting member 
who removes from the town shall forthwith cease to be a town 
meeting member. A town meeting member who removes from one 
district to another, or who is so removed by a revision of district 
lines may continue toserve as a member of the representative town 
meeting from the district from which he was elected until the next 
annual town election at which the remainder of his term, if any, 
shall be filled by ballot. Persons so removed from office may be 
elected as a representative town meeting member from the district 
to which they have removed at the same election. 

<c) Forfeiture of Office - If any person elected as a town 
meeting member fails to take his oath of office within thirty days 
following his election, or shall fail to attend one half or more of the 
total number of sessions of the representative town meeting held in 
any twelve month period, his place may tx> declared vacant by a 
two-thirds vote of the town meeting memlxTs present and voting. 
No such vote to declare a seat vacant shall be valid unless a letter 
stating an intention to do so has been mailed to the last known 
address of the person at least seven days preceding the date the 
vote is taken. 

(d> Killing of Vacancies - Any vacancy in the full number of 
town meeting members from any district shall be filled until the 
next annual town election by the remaining town meeting members 
of the district from among the voters thereof. The balance of the 
unexpired term, if any, shall be filled at such annual town election. 

Section 2-8 General Powers and Duties 

All powers of the town shall be vested in the representative town 
meeting, except as otherwise provided by law or the charter. The 
representative town meeting shall provide for the exercise of all of 
the powers of the town and for the perfomance of all duties and 
obligations imposed upon the town. 

Section 2-!> Clerk of the Meeting 

The town clerk or his designee shall serve as the clerk of the 
representative town meeting. The clerk shall give notice of all 
meetings to the members and to the public, keep the journal of its 
roceedings and perform such other functions as may be provided 
y the charter, by by-law or other town meeting vote. 

Section 2-10 Participation by Non Town Meeting Members 

(a) Town Officers - Every town officer, or an the case of a 
multiple member body a designated representative thereof, or a 
representative of each department of the town shall attend all 
sessions of the representative town meeting, for the purpose of 
providing the representative town meeting with information per¬ 
tinent to articles appearing in the warrant. 

If any person required to attend sessions of the town meeting 
above, is deterred by illness or other reasonable cause, he shall 
designate a deputy to attend in his place. 

If any person required to attend the sessions of the represen¬ 
tative town meetings under this section is not a voter he shall, 
notwithstanding be entitled to speak in order to provide the 
representative town meeting with information on matters pertinent 
to his responsibilities. 

All elected and appointed officers of the town, when attending 
sessions of the town meeting, shall have all the rights and privileges 
of town representative except the right to vote. 

(b) Voters - Any voter, not a town meeting member may, 
notwithstanding, attend sessions of the representative town 
meeting and subject to such rules as may from time to time be 
adopted participate in the proceedings, but may not vote. 

Section 2-11 Standing Committees: Required, Optional 

(a) Required Committees - 'Hie representative town meeting 
shall, by by-law, establish atsleast four standing committees: (lla 
committee on ways and means to which shall be referred all 
warrant articles which would in any way have a financial impact on 
the town; (2) a personnel committee to which shall be referred all 
warrant articles which would in any way affect the compensation 
plan, the personnel policy guide, or collective bargaining 
agreements between the town and any employee group; (3) a 
committee on government regulations to which shall be referred all 
warrant articles which would, in any way, affect the town by-laws, 
including the decennial re-enactment provided in section 7-tl and 
charter changes as provided in section 7-1 (b); and (4) a committee- 
on rules, which shall provide for the general oversight of the con¬ 
duct of the business of the town meeting, including, but not limited 
to the submission of names to the moderator for appointment to the 
several standing committees to be established. 

<b> Optional Committees - The representative tbwn meeting 
may, from time to time, by by-law, establish such additional 
standing committees as are deemed necessary or desirable for the 
effective processing of warrant articles. 

Section 2-12 Standing Committees: Membership 

(a) Composition- The number and terms of office of the mem¬ 
bers of each standing committee shall be determined by by-law. 
Except for the rules committee, which shall consist solely of town 
meeting members, at least two-thirds of the membership of each 
standing committee shall be elected town meeting members who 
shall be chosen with due regard for equal representation of the 
several districts into which the town is divided for the purpose of 
electing representative town meeting members. 

<b) Appointment - Except for the rules committee, the town 
meet ing member portion of each other standing committee shall be 
appointed by the moderator from slates of names provided to him 
by the standing committee on rules or, in such other manner as he 
may determine; the remaining members shall be appointed by the 
moderator in a manner determined by him. The rules committee 
shall consist of eight members, one to be elected by and from the 
town meeting members of each district. 

Section 2-13 Warrant Articles 

(a) How Initiated - Except for procedural matters, all subjects 
which are to be acted upon by the representative town meeting 
shall Ik 1 placed on warrants issued by tne board of selectmen. The 
board of selectmen shall place on such warrants all subjects which 
are requested of them, in writing, by (1 > any representative town 
meeting member, (2) any elected town officer or member of an 
elected multiple-member body, (3) any appointed multiple- 
member body, acting by a majority of its members, (4) any ten or 
more voters, and (5) any other person or agency which inav be 
authorized by by-law or otherwise. All subjects which have been 
submitted to the board of selectmen under this section shall be 
placed on a warrant for the next town meeting, regular or special, 
which occurs thirty or more days following the date it is submitted 

<b) Publication - Forthwith, following receipt by the board of 
selectmen of any petition for a town meeting warrant article, in¬ 
cluding subjects requested by one or more members of the board of 
selectmen, a copy shall be posted on the town bulletin board and a 
copy shall be mailed to the town moderator, to all town meeting 
members, the clerk of the meeting, and to such other persons as 
may lx- designated by by-law. Additional copies shall he kept 
available for distribution by the town clerk. 


(c) Public Hearings Each standing committee shall hold public 
hearings on all subjects submitted for inclusion as warrant articles 
as required by the charter, by by-law or otherwise. 

• d) Town Meeting Action - No action on a warrant article shall 
be valid unless a report of the standing committee or committees to 
which it has been assigned shall have been filed at least seven davs 
prior thereto 

Section 2-14 Procedures 

(a) Time of Meeting - The representative town meeting shall 
meet at least twice in each calendar year The first such meeting 
shall be held during the first six months of the calendar vear, at a 
time fixed by by-law. and shall be primarily concerned with the 
determintion of matters which have a fiscal effect on the town, 
including, but not limited to, the adoption of an annual operating 
budget for all town agencies. The second such meeting, the powers 
of which shall be deemed to be those of an annual town meeting, 
shall be held during the last four calendar months, at a time fixed 
by by-law In addition to the two meetings required bv this section 
the Ixiard of selectmen may, in any manner provided by law and in 
such additional manner as may in' provided by charter, for the 
purpose of acting upon the legislative business of the town in an 
orderly and expeditious manner, call the representative town 
meeting into session at other times bv the issuance of warrants 
therefor. 

(hi quorum - One hundred town meeting members shall con¬ 
stitute a quorum but a smaller number may adjourn from time to 
time 

Section 2-15 Referendum 

(a) Votes, when operative - No final vote of any representative 
town meeting passing or rejecting a measure under any article in 
the warrant, except a vote to adjourn or dissolve, or votes ap¬ 
propriating money for the payment of notes or bonds of the town 
and interest thereon becoming due within the then current financial 
year, or votes for the temporary borrowing of money in anticipation 
of revenue, or a vote declared by preamble by a two thirds vote of 
the town meeting members present and voting thereon to be an 
emergency measure necessary for the immediate preservation of 
the peace, health, safety or convenience of the town, shall be 
operative until after the expiration of five days from the dissolution 
of the town meeting. 

Hi) Measures laid on table • Any such measure disposed of by a 
vote to lay on the table, to postpone indefinitely, or other dilatory 
vote, shall be deemed to have been rejected in the form in .which it. 
was presented and perfected or changed by such amendments, if; 
any. as have been adopted by the said meeting. 

<c) Referendum Petition - If, within said five days, a petition, 
signed by not less than three percent of the registered voters of the 
town, containing their names and addresses as they appear on the 
list of registered voters, ifl filed with the selectmen requesting that 
the question or questions involved in any such vole which has not 
liecome operative as aforesaid be submitted to the voters of the 
town at large, then the operation of such vote shall be further 
suspended pending its determination as hereinafter provided, and 
the selectmen, within ten days after the filing of the petition, shall 
call a special meeting, which shall lx* held within fourteen days 
after the issuing of the call, for the purpose of presenting to the 
voters at large the question or questions so involved. All votes upon 
any questions so submitted shall be taken by ballot, and the check 
list shall be used in the several precinct meetings in the same 
manner as in the election of town officers. 

<(I> Questions how stated upon ballot. The questions so sub¬ 
mitted shall be determined by a "majority vote of the registered 
voters of the town voting thereon, but no action of the represen¬ 
tative town meeting shall be reversed unless at least twenty per¬ 
cent of the registered voters of the town vote on the questions. Any 
question so submitted shall be stated upon the official ballot in 
substantially the same language and form in which it was stated 
when presented to said representative town meeting by the 
moderator as appears from the records of the said meeting. 

(e) Votes operative If no petition - If such petition is not filed 
within the said period of five days, the vote of the representative 
town meeting shall become operative upon the expiration of the 
said period. 


ARTICLES 

ELECTED OFFICIALS 
Section 3-1 General Provisions 

(a) Elective Offices - The offices to be filled by the voters shall 
lx 1 the Board of Selectmen, School Committee, Board of Assessors, 
Board of Health, Library Trustees. Moderator, Planning Board, 
Housing Authority and such members of regional authorities or 
districts as may be established by statute, interlocal agreement or 
otherwise. 

(b) Eligibility - Any voter shall be eligible to hold any elective 
town office, but’no elected town official shall simultaneously hold 
any other elected town office or be appointed to any town office 
other than as an ex-officio member of a multiple member body. 

tc) Election The regular election of town officers shall be held 
annually on such date as may from time to time be fixed in the by¬ 
laws of the town. 

(d) Compensation Elected town officials shall receive for their 
services such compensation as may annually lx 1 provided for that 
purpose by appropriation. 

(e) Coordination of Officials Notwithstanding their election by 
the voters, the officers named in this article shall he subject to the 
call of the board of selectmen, at all reasonable times, for con¬ 
sultation, conference and discussion on any matter relating to their 
respective offices. 

Section 3-2 Board of Selectmen 

(a) Composition, Term of Office - There shall be a board of 
selectmen which shall consist of five members. The term of office 
of a selectman shall lx 1 for three years, so arranged that as nearly 
at i-qual number of terms as is possible shall expire each year. 

(b) Pow ers and Duties, In General - The executive powers of the 
town shull be vested in the board of selectmen. The board of 
selectmen shall have all of the powers and duties which are given to 
lx>ards of selectmen under the constitution and laws of the com¬ 
monwealth, and shall have such additional powers and duties as 
may bo authorized by the charter, by by-law or by other vote of the 
town meeting. The Ixiard of selectmen shall cause the laws and 
orders for the government of the town to be enforced and shall 
cause a record of all their official acts to be kept. To aid them in 
their official duties,they shall appoint a town manager, as provided 
in article 4. 

(cl Appointing Powers - The board of selectmen shall appoint 
the town manager, town counsel, town comptroller, the registrars 
of voters (but not the town clerk) and other election officers, and 
the members of all multiple member bodies for whom no other 
method of selection is provided by the charter, except persons 
serving under other elected town officers and officials appointed by 
state officers. 1 

(d) Investigations - The board of selectmen may make in¬ 
vestigations and may authorize the town manager to investigate 
the affairs of the town and the conduct of any town agency. A report 
summarizing the results of such investigation shall be printed in the 
next annual town report. 

(e) Licensing Authority The board of selectmen shall be the 
license board of the town and shall have power to issue licenses and 
to enforce the laws relating to all business for which they issue 
licenses. 

Section 3-3 School Committee 

(a) Composition, Term of Office - There shall be a school 
committee which shall consist of five members The term of office 
of a school committee member shall be for three years, so arranged 
that as nearly an equal number of terms as is possible shall expire 
each year. 

(b) Powers and Duties - The school committee shall have all of 
the powers and duties school committees are given under the 
general laws and may have such additional powers and duties as 
the town meeting may, from time to time assign, by by-law. 


The powers of the school committee shall include, but need not 
be limited to the following: 

(1) To appoint a superintendent of the schools and all other of¬ 
ficers and employees associated with the schools, to fix their 
compensation and to define their duties, to make rules concerning 
their tenure of office and to discharge them. 

(2) To make all reasonable rules and regulations, consistent 
with law, for the administration and management of the public 
schools of the town. 

(e) Annual Budget 

(1) Public Hearing - At least thirty days before the meeting at 
which the school committee is to vote on the budget request which it 
will submit to the town manager for inclusion in the budget he is 
required to submit to the committee on wnys and means, the school 
committee shall cause to be published in a local newspaper, a 
general summary of their proposed budget. The summary shall 
indicate specifically areas of increase from the present budget, if 
any, and the reasons for such increases and a notice stating (a) the 
times and places where complete copies of the budget shall be 
available for examination by the public and (b) the date, time and 
place, not less than seven nor more than fifteen days following such 
publication when a public hearing shall be held by the school 
committee on the proposed budget. 

(2) Submission to Town Manager - The action of the school 
committee in adopting the budget, following the public hearing, 
shall be summarized and the results of a roll call vote taken on each 
amendment offered to the proposed budget shall be duly recorded. 
The final budget adopted by the school committee shall be sub¬ 
mitted to the town manager in sufficient time to enable him to 
prepare the total town budget he is required to submit by Section 6- 
2 . 


Section 3-4 Board of Assessors 

(a) Composition, Term of Office - There shall be a board of 
assessors which shall consist of three members. The term of office 
of an assessor shall be for three years, so arranged that the term of 
one member shall expire each year. 

(b) Powers and Duties - The board of assessors shall annually 
make a fair cash valuation of all property, both real and personal, 
within the town. It shall have all of the powers and duties which are 
given to boards of assessors under the constitution and laws of the 
commonwealth, and such additional powers and duties as may be 
authorized by the charter, by by-law or by other vote of the town 
meeting. 

Section 3-5 Board of Health 

(a) Composition, Term of Office - There shall be a board of 
health which shall consist of three members. The term of office of a 
board of health member shall lx? for three years, so arranged that 
the term of one member shall expire each year. 

(b) Powers and Duties - The board of health shall be responsible 
for the formulation and enforcement of rules and regulations af¬ 
fecting the environment and the public health, and shall have all of 
the powers and duties which are given to boards of health under the 
constitution and laws of the commonwealth, and such additional 
powers and duties as may be authorized by the charter, by by-law 
or by other vote of the town meeting. 

Section 3-6 Board of Library Trustees 

(a) Composition, Term of Office - There shall be a board of 
library trustees which shall consist of five members. The terms of 
office of a library board member shall be for three years, so 
arranged that the terms of ns nearly an equal number of members 
ns is possible, shall expire each year. 

(b) Powers and Duties - The board of library trustees shall have 
the custody and management of the library and reading room and 
of all property of the town related thereto. All money raised or 
appropriated by the town for their support and maintenance shall 
lx- expended by the board, and all money or property which the 
town may receive by gift or bequest shull be administered by the 
board in accordance will) the provisions of such gift or bequest. The 
Ixiard of library trustees shall have all of the other powers and 
duties which are given to boards of library trustees under the 
constitution and laws of the commonwealth, and such additional 
powers and duties as muy be authorized by the charter, by by-law 
or by other vote of the town meeting. 

Section 3-7 Moderator 

(a) Term of Office - There shall be a moderator. The term of 
office of the moderator shall be for one year. 

(b) Powers amt Duties-The moderator, as provided in section 2- 
(i, shall preside and regulate the proceedings at all sessions of the 
town meeting, and shall have all of the powers and duties which are 
given to moderators under the constitution and laws of the com¬ 
monwealth, and such additional powers and duties us may be 
authorized by the charter, by by-law or by other vote of the town 
meeting. 

Section 3-8 Planning Board 

(a) Composition, Term of Office - There shull be u planning 
board which shall consist of five members. The term of office of a 
planning bourd member shall bo for three years, so arranged that 
as nearly an equul number of terms us is possible shall expire each 
year. 

(b) Powers and Duties The planning board shull make studies 
and prepare plans concerning the resources, possibilities and needs 
of the town. It shall prepare and may from time to time, amend and 
perfect a comprehensive plan which shall set forth in gruphic and 
textual form information concerning the present development of 
the town and parts thereof. Such comprehensive plan shall include 
recommendations of the planning board concerning the future 
development (including physical, economic, and environmental 
aspects) of the entire town und parts thereof. 

The planning board shall annually report to the town giving 
information regarding the condition of the town and any pluns or 
proposals known to it affecting the resources, possibilities and 
needs of the town, and shull specify amendments that the planning 
Ixiard has made during the past year in the comprehensive plan. 

The planning board shall have all of the other powers und duties 
which are given to planning boards under the constitution and laws 
of the commonwealth, and shall huve such additional powers und 
duties as may lx- authorized by the charter, by by-law or by other 
vote of the town meeting. 

Section 3-tl Housing Authority 

(a) Compo ition, Term of Office - There shall be a housing 
authority which shall consist of five members. Four of the mem¬ 
bers shall be chosen by ballot and the fifth member shall be a 
resident of the town, ’appointed by the commonwealth com¬ 
missioner of community affairs or as otherwise provided by law. 
The term of office of a housing authority member shall be for five 
years, so arranged that the term of one member shall expire each 
year. 

(bi Powers and Duties - The housing authority shall have all of 
the ixiwers and duties which are given to housing authorities under 
the constitution and laws of the commonwealth, and shall have such 
additional powers and duties as muy be authorized by the charter, 
by-law or by other vote of the town meeting. 

ARTICLE 4 
TOWN MANAGER 


Section 4-1 Appointment, Qualifications, Term 

The Ixiard of selectmen shall appoint a town manager for an 
indefinite term and fix his compensation within the amount ap¬ 
propriated by the town meeting. The office of town manager shall 
not be subject to the consolidated personnel by-law. Tne town 
manager shall be appointed solely on the basis of his executive and 
administrative qualifications. He shall be a professionally qualified 
person of proven ability, especially fitted by education, training 
and previous experience in municipal administration to perform 
the duties of the office. He shall not have served in an elective office 
in the town government for at least twelve months prior to his 
appointment, lie shall devote full time to the office and shall not 
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hold any other public office, elective or appointive, nor engage 
In any other business or occupation during his term, unless such 
action is approved in advance, in writing, by the board of select¬ 
men. The town may from time to time, by by-law, establish such 
additional qualifications as seem necessary and appropriate. 

Section 4-2 Powers and Duties 

The town manager shall be the chief administrative officer of 
the town and shall be responsible to the board of selectmen for the 
proper administration of all town affairs placed in his charge by or 
under the charter. He shall have the following powers and duties: 

(a) He shall supervise and be responsible for the efficient ad¬ 
ministration of all functions under his control, as may be authorized 
by the charter, by by-law, by other vote of the town meeting or by 
the board of selectmen, including all officers appointed by him and 
their respective departments. 

(b) He shall appoint, and may remove subject to the civil service 
law where applicable, all department heads, all officers and all 
subordinates and employees for whom no other method of ap¬ 
pointment is provided in the charter, except persons serving under 
other elected agencies and appointments made by representatives 
of the commonwealth. Appointments made by the town manager 
shall become effective on the fifteenth day following the day notice 
of the appointment is filed with the board of selectmen, unless the 
board of selectmen shall, within that period, by a majority vote of 
the full board, vote to reject any such appointment. 

(c) He shall be entrusted with the administration of all personnel 
policies, practices and related matters for all municipal employees 
as established by the compensation plan, the personnel policy 
guide, by-laws and all collective bargaining agreements entered 
into by the board of selectmen on behalf of the town. 

(d) He shall fix the compensation of all town officers and em¬ 
ployees appointed by him within the limits established by existing 
appropriations and the compensation plan adopted by the town 
meeting. 

(e) He shall attend all regular and special meetings of the board 
of selectmen, except meetings at which his own removal is to be 
discussed, unless excused at his own request, and shall have a 
voice, but no vote, in all of its discussions. 

(f) He shall attend all sessions of the town meeting and shall 
answer all questions directed to him that are related to his office. 

(g) He shall sec that all of the provisions of the general laws, of 
Die charter, of the town by-laws and other votes of the town meeting 
and of the board of selectmen that require enforcement by him, or 
officers und employees subject to his direction and supervision, are 
faithfully carried out. 

(h) He shall prepare and submit a proposed operating budget 
and a proposed capital improvement program as provided in ar¬ 
ticle six. 

(U He shall assure that a full and complete record of the 
financial and administrative activites of the town is kept and shall 
render a full report to the board of selectmen at the end of each 
fiscal year and such other times as they may require. 

(j) He shall keep the board of selectmen fully informed as to the 
financial condition and needs of the town and shall make such 
recommendations to the board of selectmen as he deems necessary 
or expedient. 

(k) He shall have full jurisdiction over the rental and use of all 
town facilities, except schools and properties designated by by-law 
or other vote of the town meeting as Winchester Historical Sites. He 
shall be responsible for the maintenance and repair of all town 
property placed under his control by the charter, by by-law or 
otherwise. 

(l) He may at any time inquire Into the conduct of office of any 
officer, employee or department under his control. 

(m) He shall keep a full and complete inventory of all property 
of the town, both real and personal. 

(n) He shall be responsible for the negotiation of all contracts 
involving any subject within his jurisdiction. These proposed 
contracts shall be subject to final approval and execution by the 
bourd of selectmen. 

(o) He shall be responsible for purchasing all supplies, 
materials and equipment and shall award all contracts for all 
departments and activities of the town. He shall examine and in¬ 
spect, or cause to be examined and inspected, the quality, quantity 
and conditions of materials, supplies or equipment delivered to or 
received by any town agency, and may examine services per¬ 
formed for any town agency secured through the purchasing 
procedure. 

(p) He shall perform uny other duties required of him by the 
charter, by by-law or other vote of the town meeting or of the board 
of selectmen. 

Section 4-11 Acting Town Manager 

By letter filed with the town clerk, the town manager shall 
designate a qualified town administrative officer or employee to 
exercise the powers and perform the duties of town manager during 
his temporary absence. During the absence of the town manager 
the board of selectmen may not revoke such designation until al 
least ten working days have elapsed whereupon It may appoint 
another qualified (own administrative officer or employee to serve 
as acting town manager until the town manager shall return. 

Section 4-1 Hemoval 

The board of selectmen may remove the town manager from 
office after first applying the following procedures: 

(a) Notice - By affirmative vote of a majority of all of its 
members the bo'ard of selectmen may adopt a preliminary 
resolution of removal which shall set forth in reasonable detail the 
reason or reasons for the proposed removal The preliminary 
resolution may suspend the town manager for a period not to ex¬ 
ceed forty-five days. A copy of the resolution shall be delivered to 
the town manager forthwith following adoption. 

(b) Public Hearing - Within five days after the delivery of the 
preliminary resolution of removal, the town manager may request 
a public hearing on the reasons assigned for removal, by filing a 
written request therefor with the board of selectmen. The hearing 
shall be convened by the board of selectmen not more than thirty 
nor less than twenty days after the request is filed. Not less than 
five days prior written notice of the date upon which the hearing 
will commence shall be given to the town manager. The time 
limitations set forth herein may be waived in writing by the town 
manager. The town manager shall lx> entitled to file a written 
statement with the board of selectmen responding to the reasons 
assigned for the proposed removal provided the same is received 
by the board of selectmen not less than forty-eight hours in advance 
of thg time set for the commencement of the public hearing. At the 
public hearing the town manager may be represented by counsel, 
shall be entitled to present evidence, cull witnesses and personally 
or through counsel, question uny witnesses appearing at the 
hearing. 

(c) Hemoval • If the town manager does not request a public 
hearing, then upon the expiration of ten days from the date of 
delivery to him of the preliminary resolution of removal, or, if the 
town manager does request a public hearing upon the Inter to occur 
pf five days from the completion of Die public hearing or forty-five 
days from the date of die adoption of the preliminary resolution, the 
board of selectmen may, by the affirmative vote of a majority of all 
of its members adopt a final resolution of removal, which shall lx> 
effective upon adoption. Failure to adopt a final resolution of 
removal within the time limitations provided in this section shall 
nullify the preliminary resolution of removal. The action of the 
board, of selectmen in suspending or removing the town manager 
shall be final, it being the intention of this provision to vest all 
authority and fix all responsibility for such suspension or removal 
in the board of selectmen. The town manager shall continue to 
receive his salary until a final resolution of removal has become 
effective. 

ARTICLE 5 

ADMINISTRATIVE ORGANIZATION 

Section 5-1 Creation of Departments, Divisions, Agencies and Of¬ 
fices 
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The organization of the town into operating agencies may be 
' accomplished through cither of the methods provided in this sec¬ 
tion. 

(a) By-Laws - Subject only to express prohibitions in the con¬ 
stitution or by general law or the provisions of the charter, the town 
meeting may, by by-law, reorganize, consolidate, or abolish any 
town agency, in whole or in part; establish such new town agencies 
as it deems necessary or advisable and may prescribe the functions 
of any town agency; provided, however, that no function assigned 
by the charter to a particular town agency may be discontinued or, 
unless the charter specifically so provides, assigned to any other. 

(b) Administrative Code - The board of selectmen, after con¬ 
sultation with the town manager, may from time to time prepare 
and submit to the town meeting plans of organization or 
reorganization, or amendments to any existing plan, for the or¬ 
derly, efficient or convenient conduct of the business of the town. 

The board of selectmen may through an administrative code, 
and subject only to express prohibitions in the constitution, or by 
general law or the charter, reorganize, consolidate or abolish any 
town agencies in whole or in part; establish such new town agencies 
as they deem necessary and may prescribe the functions of any 
town agency and for such purpose, may transfer the duties and 
powers and, so far as is consistent with tne use for which the funds 
were voted by the town, transfer the appropriation of one town 
agency to another; provided, however, that no function assigned by 
this charter to a particular town agency may be discontinued, or 
unless this charter specifically so provides, assigned to any other. 

Whenever the board of selectmen prepares such a plan, it shall 
hold one or more public hearings on the proposal giving notice by 
publication in a local* newspaper not less than seven days in ad¬ 
vance, which notice shall describe the scope of the proposal and the 
time and place at which the hearing will be held. Following such 
public hearing, the board of selectmen shall submit to the town 
meeting, by warrant article, their proposal which may have been 
modified by them, subsequent to the public hearing. 

An organization or reorganization plan shall become effective at 
the expiration of ninety days following the date of the town meeting 
at which the proposal is submitted, unless the town meeting shall, 
by a majority vote within that time, vote to disapprove the plan. 

The town meeting may vote only to approve or disapprove the 
plan and may not vote to amend or alter it. 

Section 5-2 Table of Organization 

The town manager shall prepare a table of organization 
establishing personnel requirements within the town agencies 
created by by-law or by administrative code, and it shall become 
effective unless rejected by the board of selectmen within thirty 
days following the date of its submission to them. 

Section 5-3 Publication of Administrative Code and Table of 
Organization .. 

For the convenience of the public, the administrative code and 
any amendments thereto shall be printed as an appendix to, but not 
tin integral part of the by-laws of the town. The table of organization 
prepared by the town manager shall be published annually in the 
town report. 


Section 5-4 Department of Public Works 

(a) Establishment and Scope - There shall be a department of 
public works which shall be responsible for the performance of all 
public works activities of the town placed under its control by the 
charter, by by-law, by administrative code, or otherwise, including, 
but not limited to, refuse collection and disposal, forestry services, 
irotection of natural resources, maintenance of all municipal 
mildings and grounds, water supply and distribution, sewers and 
sewerage systems, and streets ana roads. 

The department of public works shall assume all of the duties 
and responsibilities in the performance of public works functions, 
including, but not limited to, those which prior to the adoption of the 
charter were performed by, or under the authority of, the water and 
sewer board, the park board, the cemdtery commission, and the 
Ixiard of selectmen. 

The duties and responsibilities of other town agencies which are 
related to a department of public works, may from time to time, be 
assigned to the department in accordance with by-laws or an ad¬ 
ministrative code as provided in section 5-1. 

(b) Director of Public Works - The department of public works 
shall be under the direct control of a director of public works who 
shall be appointed by and who shall be directly responsible to the 
town manager. The director of public works shall serve at the 
pleasure of the town manager. The director of public works shall be 
a person especially fitted by education, training and previous ex¬ 
perience, to perform the duties of the office. 

The director of public works shall be responsible for the 
supervision and coordination of all divisioas within the department 
in accordance with state statutes, town by-laws, administrative 
code and directives of the town manager. 

(c) Policy Formulation - The board of selectmen, acting through 
the town manager, shall be responsible for the overall supervision 
of the department of public works and for the establishment of 
priorities and policies to govern the operation of the department. 

(dt Citizen Advisory Board - There shall be a public works ad¬ 
visory board which shall consist of five members who shall lie 
appointed by the town manager for terms of three years each, so 
arranged that the term of as nearly an equal number as is possible 
shall expire each year. 

The public works advisory board shall advise the town manager 
on the effective conduct of the public works functions of the town. 
They shall prepare and submit to the town manager proposed 
annual operating and capital improvement budgets for the 
operation of the department for his review. They shall review all 
applications for employment in the public works department and 
shall make recommendations to the town manager concerning such 
appointments. They may receive petitions from the public con¬ 
cerning any aspect of public works, including complaints, requests 
for services and other proposals and shall make recommendations 
to the town manager concerning the same. The public works ad¬ 
visory board shall perform such other duties us may, from time to 
time, be assigned to them by the town manager. 


Section 5-5 Comptroller 

(a) Appointment, Qualifications, Term of Office - There shall be 
a comptroller, appointed by the Ixiard of selectmen. The comp¬ 
troller shall huve had at least three years’ full time accounting 
experience. The comptroller shall devote his entire time to the 
performance of his duties and the supervision of the employees of 
his department. The comptroller shall be appointed in March of 
every third year for a three year term to run from the first day of 
the following April and until the qualification of his successor. The 
comptroller may Ik- removed by the board of selectmen for cause 
and the vacancy filled by them, in the same manner as for an 
original appointment, for the remainder’^ the unexpired term 

(b) Powers and Duties - The comptroller shall be subject to the 
supervision and control of the board of selectmen but not of the 
town manager. The comptroller shall have, in addition to the 
powers and duties conferred and imposed upon town accountants, 
by general laws, the following powers and duties: 

1 1) He shall prescribe the methods of installation and exercise 
supervision of all accounting records of the several officers, 
boards, departments, committees, and commissions of the town; 
irovided, however, that uny change in the system of accounts shall 
irst be discussed with the board of selectmen and the town agen¬ 
cies affected. 

(2) He shall establish standard practices relating to all ac¬ 
counting matters and procedures and the co-ordination of systems 
throughout the town, including clerical and office methods, 
records, reports and procedures as they relate to accounting 
matters and shall prepare and issue rules, regulations and in¬ 
structions relating thereto, which, when approved by the board of 
selectmen, shall be binding upon all town ugencies and employees. 

(3) He shall draw all warrants upon the treasurer for the 
payment of bills, drafts and orders chargeable to the several ap¬ 
propriations and other accounts. 


(4) Prior to submitting any warrant to the town manager, he 
shall examine and approve as not being fraudulent, unlawful or 
excessive, all bills, drafts and orders covered thereby; and in 
connection with any such examination, he may make inspection as 
to the quality, quantity and condition of any materials, supplies or 
equipment delivered to or received by any officer, board or com¬ 
mission. If, upon examination, it appears to the comptroller that 
any such bill, draft or order is fraudulent, unlawful or excessive, he 
shall immediately file with the board of selectmen and town 
treasurer, a written report of the reasons for his findings. 

(5) He shall be in charge of al) of the accounting and business 
machines owned by the town, other than machines used for 
educational or classroom purposes, and shall allocate the use 
thereof among the several town agencies. 

(6) He shall be responsible for a continuous audit of all accounts 
and records of the town wherever located. 

(c) Vacancy - If the comptroller is unable to perform his duties 
because of disability or absence, or if the office is vacant because of 
resignation or death, the board of selectmen may appoint a tem¬ 
porary comptroller to hold such office and exercise the powers and 
perform the duties thereof until the comptroller who was disabled 
or absent resumes his duties, or until another comptroller is duly 
appointed. Said temporary appointment shall be in writing signed 
by a majority of the board of selectmen and shall be filed in the 
office of the town clerk. 

(d) Assistant Comptroller - The comptroller, with the approval of 
the majority of the selectmen, mav appoint in writing, an assistant. 
Unless a temporary comptroller is appointed, the assistant may, in 
the absence of the comptroller, perform the duties of the comp¬ 
troller and when performing such duties shall have the same 
powers and be subject to the same requirements and penalties as 
the comptroller. 

ARTICLE 6 

FINANCES AND FISCAL PROCEDURES 
Section 6-1 Fiscal Year 

The fiscal year of the town shall begin on July first and end on 
June thirtieth, unless another provision is made by general law. 

Section 6-2 Submission of IToposed Budget 

At least one hundred and twenty days before the start of the 
fiscal year, the town manager, under the direction of the board of 
selectmen, shall submit to the town meeting committee on ways 
and means a proposed budget for the ensuing fiscal year with an 
accompanying budget message and supporting documents. He 
shall simultaneously provide for the publication in a local 
newspaper of u general summary of the proposed budget and a 
notice stating the times and places where complete copies of his 
proposed budget shall be available for examination by the public. 

Section 6-3 Budget Message 

The budget message submitted by the town manager shall ex¬ 
plain the proposed budget for all town agencies, both in fiscal terms 
and in forms of work programs. It shall outline proposed financial 
policies of the town for the ensuing fiscal year, describe important 
features of the budget, indicate any major variations from the 
budget for the current year in financial policies, expenditures and 
revenues together with the reasons for such changes, summarize 
the town’s debt position and include other material as the town 
manager deems desirable. 

Section 6-4 The Proposed Budget 

The proposed budget shall provide a complete financial plan of 
all town funds and activities, including the budget as requested by 
the school committee for the ensuing year. Except as may be 
required by statue or by the charter, it shall be in the form which 
the town manager deems desirable or the board of selectmen may 
require. In his presentation of the budget the town manager shall 
make use of modern concepts of fiscal presentation so as to furnish 
a maximum amount of information and the best financial control. 
The budget shall be so arranged as to show the actual and 
estimated income and expenditures for the previous, current and 
ensuing fiscal years and shall indicate in separate sections: 

(a) Proposed expenditures for current operations during the 
ensuing fiscal year, detailed by agency function and work 
programs and the proposed method of financing such expenditures; 

(b) Proposed capital expenditures during the ensuing fiscal 
year, detailed by town agency, and the proposed method of 
financing each such capital expenditure; and, 

(c) Estimated surplus revenue and free cash at the end of the 
current fiscal year, including estimated balances in any special 
accounts established for specific purposes. 

Section 6-5 Action on the Budget 

(a) Public Hearing - The town meeting committee on ways and 
means shall, forthwith upon receipt of the proposed budget, provide 
for publication in a local newspaper of a notice stating the date, 
time and place, not less than five nor more than fourteen days 
following such publication, when a public hearing will be held by 
the committee on ways and means, on the proposed budget. 

(b) Committee Meetings - The committee on ways and means 
shall consider in public meetings, the detailed expenditures for 
each town agency proposed by the town manuger and may confer 
with representatives of any such agency in connection with such 
considerations. The committee on ways and means may require the 
town manager, or any other town agency, to provide such ad¬ 
ditional information as it deems necessary or desirable in fur¬ 
therance of its responsibility. 

(c) Presentation to the Representative Town Meeting - The 
committee on ways and means shall file a report of its recom¬ 
mendations with the town clerk in sufficient time to be distributed 
to each representative town meeting member at least seven days 
before the action on the budget article is to begin. The budget to be 
acted upon by the town meeting shall be the budget as proposed by 
the town meeting committee on ways and means. 

Section 6-6 Capital Improvement Program 

The town manager shall submit a capital improvement program 
to the board of selectmen and the committee on ways and means, at 
least one hundred fifty days before the start of each fiscal year. It 
shall be based on material prepared by a capital planning com- 
mitteeof the town, including (a) a clear, concise general summary 
of its contents; (b) a list of ull capital improvements proposed to be 
undertaken during the next ensuing five years, with supporting 
information as to the need for each such capital improvement; (c) 
cost estimates, methods of financing and recommended time 
schedules for each improvement; and, (di the estimated annual 
cost of operating and maintaining each facility and piece of major 
equipment involved. This information is to be annually revised by a 
capital planning committee with regard to the capital im¬ 
provements still pending or in the process of being acquired, im¬ 
proved or constructed. 

Section 6-7 Financial Public Records 

Statements summarizing the budget and the capital im¬ 
provement program and related warrant articles, as adopted by 
the town meeting, shall be made available at the office of the town 
manager for examination by the public, not more than twenty days 
after their adoption. 

Section 6-8 Approval of Financial Wurrunts 

Warrants for the payment of town funds prepared by the town 
comptroller in accordance with the provisions of the general laws 
shall be submitted to the town manager. The approval of any such 
warrant by the town manager shall be sufficient authority to 
authorize payment by the town treasurer, but the board of select¬ 
men shall approve all warrants in the event of the absence of the 
town manager, or a vacancy in the office of town manager. 

ARTICLE 7 

GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Section 7-1 Charter Changes 

This charter may be replaced, revised or amended in ac¬ 
cordance with the procedures made available by article LXXXIX 
of the amendments to the constitution and any legislation enacted 


to implement the said amendment. The standing committee on 
government regulations shall be responsible for a continuing, 
active review of the charter. 

Section 7-2 Severability 

The provisions of the charter are severable. If any provision of 
the charter is held invalid, the other provisions of the charter shall 
not be affected thereby. If the application of the charter or any of its 
provisions to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the ap¬ 
plication of the charter and its provisions to other persons and 
circumstances shall not be affected thereby. 

Section 7-3 Specific Provisions Shall Prevail 

To the extent that any specific provision of the charter shall 
conflict with any provision expressed in general terms, the specific 
provision shall prevail. 

Section 7-4 References to General Laws 

All references to the general laws contained in the charter refer 
to the general laws of the commonwealth of Massachusetts and are 
intended to include any amendments or revisions to such chapters 
and sections or to the corresponding chapters and sections of any 
rearrangement of the general laws enacted subsequent to the 
adoption of the charter. 

Section 7-5 Computation of Time 

In computing time under the charter, if seven days or less, 
“days" shall refer to secular days and shall not include Sundays or 
legal holidays. If more than seven days, every day shall be counted. 

Section 7-6 Number and Gender 

Words importing the singular number may extend and be ap¬ 
plied to several persons or things, words importing the plural 
number may include the singular, and words importing the 
masculine gender shall include the feminine gender. 

Section 7-7 Definitions 

Unless another meaning is clearly apparent from the manner in 
which the word is used, the following words as used in the charter 
shall have the following meanings: 

(a) Charter - The word “charter” shall mean this charter and 
any amendments to it made through any of the methods provided 
under article LXXXIX of the amendments to the state constitution. 

(b) Emergency - The word “emergency” shall mean a sudden 
unexpected, unforeseen happening, occurrence, or condition which 
necessitates immediate action. 

<c) Library - The word “library” shall mean the Winchester 
Public Library and any branch or branches Avhich may be 
established thereof. 

(d) Local Newspaper - The words "local newspaper” shall mean 
a newspaper of general circulation within the Town of Winchester. 

(e) Majority Vote - The words "majority vote" shall mean a 
majority of those present and voting, provided that a quorum of the 
body is present. 

(f) Multiple Member Body - The words “multiple member 
body” shall mean any board, commission or committee consisting 
of two or more persons whether elected or appointed. 

(g) Town - The word "town" shall mean the Town of Winchester. 

(h) Town Agency - The words “town agency” shall mean any 
board, commission, committee, department or office of the town 
government, whether elected, appointed or otherwise constituted. 

(i) Town Bulletin Boards - The words “town bulletin boards" 
shall mean the bulletin boards on which official town notices are 
posted, one of which shall be located in the town hall, one of which 
shall be located outside the town hall, and those other locations 
within the town as the board of selectmen may from time to time 
designate. 

<j) Town Officer - The words "town officer” shall mean an 

elected or appointed official of the town of Winchester who in the 
performance of his duties of office exercises some portion of the 
soverign power of the town, whether great or small. However it 
shall not include a representative town meeting member. A person 
may be a town officer whether or not he receives any compensation 
for his services. 


Section 7-8 Rules and Regulations 


snail oe tiled in the office of the town clerk and made available for 
review by any person who requests such information. Such rules 
and regulations shall not become effective until ten days following 
the date they are so filed. 


Section 7-!l Re-Enactment and Publication of By-Laws 

At intervals of not more than ten years, proposed revisions or 
recodifications of the by-laws of the town shall be presented to the 
town meeting for re-enactment. Such revisions or recodifications 
shall be prepared by the standing committee on government 
regulations. The town counsel or, if the board of selectmen shall so 
direct, special counsel appointed for that purpose shall serve as 
legal counsel to the committee, The committee shall commence its 
review following the adjournment of the annual town meeting in the 
year preceding the year in which their report is to be filed. 

Within eight months following their appointment, the committee 
shall cause to be published in a local newspaper (1) a report 
summarizing their recommendations and noting the times and 
places within the town where complete copies of their report are 
available for inspection by the public and (2) the date, time and 
place not less than two weeks following such publication when a 
public hearing will be held by the committee on the preliminary 
report. 

Subsequent to their enactment by the town meeting, copies of all 
by-laws snail be forwarded to the attorney-general of the com¬ 
monwealth for his review and approval, and they shall be otherwise 
published all as required by the general laws. Copies of the revised 
by-laws shall be made available for public distribution. 

In each year between such re-enactments and publications there 
shall be published an annual supplement which contains all by-laws 
and amendments to by-laws which have been adopted in the 
previous year. 


Section 7-10 Procedures of Multiple Member Bodies 

(a) Meetings - All multiple member bodies of the town, whether 
elected or appointed or otherwise constituted, shall meet regularly 
at such times and places within the town as they may, by their own 
rules, prescribe. Special meetings of any multiple member body 
shall be held on the call of the respective chairman, or by a 
majority of the members thereof by suitably written notice 
delivered to the residence or place of business of each member at 
least twenty-four hours in advance of the time set. A copy of said 
notice shall also be posted on the town bulletin boards. All meetings 
of all multiple member bodies shall, al all times, be open to the 
public and to the press, except as may otherwise be authorized by 
law. 

(b) Rules and Journal - Each multiple member body shall 
determine its own rules and order of business unless otherwise 
provided by the charter or by-law, and shall provide for keeping a 
journal of its proceedings. These rules and journals shall be a 
public record kept available in a place convenient to the public at 
all reasonable times, and certified copies shall be kept available in 
the library. 


(c) Voting - Except on procedural matters, all votes of all 
multiple member bodies shall be taken by voice or roll call vote, the 
result of which shall be recorded in the journal. 

(d) Quorum - A majority of the members of the multiple 
member body shall constitute u quorum, but a smaller number may 
adjourn from time to time. 

Section 7-11 Multiple Member Bodies: Appointing Authority, in 
General 
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Whenever, whether under the provisions of a town meeting vote 
or by by-law, a multiple member body is to be established the 
primary purpose of which is to perform a legislative function, 
notwithstanding any provision in such vote to the contrary the 
members of such multiple member body shall be appointed by the 
moderator. Whenever, whether under the provisions of a town 
meeting vote or by by-law a multiple member body is to be 
established the primary purpose of which is to perform an 
executive or administrative function, notwithstanding any 
provision in such vote to the contrary the members of such multiDle 
member body are to be appointed by the board of selectmen. 
Nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the town 
meeting, by vote or by by-law, to provide that a multiple member 
body shall include, as a portion of its membership, certain persons 
to serve ex-officio provided that such authority is not used to defeat 
the clear purpose of this provision. 

Section 7-12 Elections 

(a) Annual Town Election - The election of town officers and 
referenda questions shall be acted upon and determined by the 
voters on official ballots without party or other designation on the 
date fixed in the by-laws of the town. 

(b) Nomination of Candidates - The number of signatures of 
voters required to place the name of a candidate for any office other 
than that of town meeting member on the official ballot for use at 
any town election shall be not less than fifty signatures of voters. 

(c) Ballot Position - The order in which names of candidates 
including the office of town meeting member, appear on the ballot 
for each office in any town election shall be determined by a 
drawing by lot conducted by the town clerk. Each candidate shall 
have an opportunity to be present in person or be represented by a 
representative at the drawing. Candidates for re-election shall have 
printed on the official ballot the words “candidate for Re-election" 
in addition to their name and residence address. 

Section 7-13 Notice of Vacancies 

Whenever a vacancy occurs in any town office or town em¬ 
ployment or in any multiple member body, except for positions 
covered under the civil service law of the commonwealth, whether 
by reason of death, resignation, expiration of a fixed term for which 
a person has been appointed, or otherwise, the board of selectmen 
or other appointing authority shall forthwith cause public notice of 
the vacancy to be posted on the town bulletin boards. No permanent 
appointment to fill such a position shall be effective until at least 
fourteen days have elapsed following such posting. Any person who 
desires to be considered for appointment to the position may, within 
ten days following the date notice is posted, file with the appointing 
authority, a statement which sets forth in clear and specific terms 
the qualifications which he holds for the position. 

Section 7-14 Recall Petitions 

(a) Who May Be Recalled - Any holder of an elective office, as 
defined in section 3-1 (a), may be recalled therefrom by the voters 
in the manner provided in this section. 

(b) Recall Petition - Any twenty five voters may file with the 
town clerk an affidavit containing the name of the officer sought to 
be recalled and a statement of the grounds upon which the petition 
is based. The town clerk shall thereupon deliver to said voters 
making the affidavit, copies of petition blanks demanding such 
recall, printed forms of which he shall keep available. The blanks 
shall be issued by the town clerk with his signature and official seal 
attached thereto. They shall be dated, shall be addressed to the 
board of selectment and shall contain the names of all persons to 
whom they are issued, the name of the person whose recall is 
sought, the grounds of recall as stated in the affidavit, and shall 
demand the election of a successor in the said office. A copy of the 
petition shall be entered in a record book to be kept in the office of 
the town clerk. The recall petitions shall be returned and filed with 
the town clerk within twenty days following the date of the filing of 
the affidavit, and shall have been signed by at least fifteen percent 
of the voters of the town. Each voter who signs the petition shall 
also add the street and number, if any, of their residence. 

Hie town clerk shall, within twenty-four hours of receipt, 
submit the petition to the registrars of voters, and the registrars 
shall forthwith, certify thereon, the number of signatures which are 
names of voters. 

(c) Selectmen’s Action on Receiving Petition - If the petition 
shall be found and certified by the town clerk to be sufficient, he 
shall submit the same with ms certificate to the board of select¬ 
men without delay. Upon their receipt of the certificate, the board 
of selectmen shall forthwith, give written notice of such petition 
and certificate to the officer sought to be recalled. If the officer 
sought to be recalled, does not resign his office within five days 
after delivery of notice to him by the board of selectmen, the board 
of selectmen shall order an election, to be held on a date fixed by 
them, not less than thirty-five nor more than forty-five days after 
the date of the town clerk's certificate that a sufficient petition is 
filed; provided, however, that if any other town election is to occur 
within sixty days after the date of the certificate, the board of 
selectmen shall postpone the holding of the recall election to the 
date of such other election. If a vacancy occurs in said office after a 
recall election has been ordered, the election shall nevertheless, 
proceed as provided in this section. 

(d) Nomination of Candidates - Any officer sought to be removed 
may not be a candidate to succeed himself. The nomination of 
candidates, the publication of the warrant for the removal election, 
and the conduct of the same, shall all be in accordance with the 
provisions of law relating to elections, unless otherwise provided in 
this section. 

(e) Incumbent Holds Office Until Election - The incumbent shall 
continue to perform the duties of his office until the recall election. 
He shall be deemed removed upon the qualification of his suc¬ 
cessor, who shall hold office during the unexpired term. If the 
successor fails to qualify within five days after receiving 
notification of his election, the inumbent shall thereupon be deemed 
removed and the office vacant. 

(f) Propositions on Ballot - Ballots used in a recall election shall 
submit the following propositions in the order indicated; 

For the recall of (name of officer). 

Against the recall of (name of officer). 

Immediately at the right of each proposition, there shall be a 
square in which the voter, by making a cross mark (X), may vote 
for either of the said propositions. Under the proposition, shall 
appear the word “candidates," the directions to voters required in 
section 42 of chapter 54 of the general laws, and beneath this, the 
names of candidates nominated as hereinbefore provided. If a 
majority of the votes cast upon the question of recall is in the af¬ 
firmative, the candidate receiving the highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected. If a majority of votes on the question is in 
the negative, the ballots for candidates need not be counted. 

(g) Repeat of Recall Petition - No recall petition shall be filed 
against an officer within three months after he takes office, nor, in 
the case of an officer subjected to a recall election and not recalled 
thereby, until at least three months after the election at which his 
recall was submitted to the voters. 

(h) Appointment of Person Recalled - No person who has been 
recalled from an office, or who has resigned from office while recall 
proceedings were pending against him, shall be appointed to any 
town office within two years after such recall or such resignation. 


ARTICLE 8 

TRANSITIONAL PROVISIONS 

Section 8-1 Continuation of Existing Laws 

All general laws, special laws, town by-laws, votes, rules and 
regulations of or pertaining to the town which are in force when this 
charter takes effect and which are not specifically or by clear 
implication repealed hereby, shall continue in full force and effect 
until amended or rescinded by due course of law or expire by their 
own limitaiion. 

Section 8-2 Continuation of Government 

All town agencies shall continue to perform their duties until re¬ 
appointed or re-elected, pr until successors to their respective 
positions are duly appointed or elected or their duties have been 
transferred. 

Section 8-3 Continuation of Personnel 


Any person holding a town office or employment under the town 
shall retain such office or employment and shall continue to per¬ 
form his duties until provision shall have been made in accordance 
with the charter for the performance of the said duties by another 
person or agency; provided, however, that no person in. the per¬ 
manent full-time service or employment of the town shall forfeit his 
pay grade or time in service. All such persons shall be retained in a 
capacity as similar to their former capacity as it is practical to do. 


Section 8-i Transfer of Records and Property 

All records, property and equipment whatsoever of any office, 
department or agency or part thereof, the powers and duties of 
which are assigned in whole or in part to another office or agency 
shall be transferred forthwith to the office, department or agency to 
which such powers and duties are assigned. 


Section 8-5 Time of Taking Effect 

The charter shall become fully effective upon its approval by the 
voters except as otherwise provided in this section; 

(a) Not more than forty-five days after the election at which the 
charter is adopted, the moderator shall appoint a special com- 
mitteeof seven members to review the existing by-laws of the town 
and to make a report with recommendations to the town meeting in 
the year following the year in which the charter is adopted, in ac¬ 
cordance with the publication, hearing and reporting requirements 
established in section 7-9. 

(b) Not later than September 15 in the year in which the charter 
is adopted, the board of selectmen and the board of registrars of 
voters shall jointly, prepare and publish a preliminary report 
concerning a proposed division of the town into eight districts as 
required by section 2-3. Not later than October 15 of the said year, 
the boards shall jointly conduct a public hearing on the said 
preliminary proposal. The final report of the board of selectmen 
and board of registrars of voters providing for eight districts shall 
be filed not later than November 15 in the year in which the charter 
is adopted. 

(c) The establishment of the eight districts as provided in (b) 
above shall be effective for the purposes of the annual town election 
in the year following the year in which the charter is adopted. The 
said election shall be hela on the last Tuesday of March in the year 
following the year in which the charter is adopted. 

(d) At the annual town election in the year following the year in 
which the charter is adopted, one hundred and ninety-two 
representative town meeting members shall be elected in ac¬ 
cordance with the procedures provided in section 2-4, twenty-four to 
be elected from each of the eight districts. Each candidate for the 
office of representative town meeting member shall file nomination 
papers signed by ten voters of the district as provided in section 2-2 
(b). Candidates for the office of representative town meeting 
member who are serving as town meeting members at the time of 
said election, shall have an asterisk ( ) beside their name on the 
official election ballot. The order of names on the ballot shall be as 
provided in section 7-12. Upon the election and qualification of a 
majority of the members as herein provided, all other terms of 
office of town meeting members created at earlier elections shall 
terminate. 

(e) Except as otherwise provided above, all other provisions of 
article 2 shall be effective upon the commencement of the annual 
town meeting for the transaction of business in the year following 
the year in which the charter is adopted. The annual town meeting 
in said year shall be held on the second Monday of May. 

(f) As soon as practicable following their election, the town 
meeting members from each district shall elect, by and from their 
number, a member of the standing committee on rules. The 
members of the standing committee on rules shall, during the time 
the town meeting is in session, organize by the election of a 
chairman, vice-chairman and a clerk. The committee on rules shall 
submit to the town moderator, within ten days following the final 
adjournment of the annual town meeting in the year following the 
year in which the eharter is adopted, a slate containing the names 
of at least twice as many town meeting members as there are 
places to be filled on the three standing committees established by 
Section 2-11. If no by-law has been adopted prior to such time, 
establishing such committees, the said committees shall each 
consist of nine members appointed for three year overlapping 
terms, such that the terms of three members expire each year. The 
membership established by this section shall fee valid until it is 
superseded by a by-law. The moderator shall make his ap¬ 
pointments to the standing committees within sixty days following 
tlje final adjournment of the said annual town meeting. 

(g) At the annual town election held in the year following the 
year in which the charter is adopted, the terms of office of all in¬ 
cumbent members of the board of library trustees shall be ter¬ 
minated. At the said election, five members shall be elected as a 
board of library trustees; the two candidates who receive the 
highest number of votes for the office shall serve for terms of three 
years; the two candidates who receive the next highest number of 
votes shall serve for a term of two years, and the fifth candidate 
elected shall serve for a term of one year. 

(h) At the annual town election held in the year following the 
year in which the charter is adopted, the terms of office of all in¬ 
cumbent members of the school committee shall be terminated. At 
the said election, five members shall be elected as a school com¬ 
mittee ; the two candidates who receive the highest number of votes 
for the office shall serve for terms of three years; the two can¬ 
didates who receive the next highest number of votes shall serve for 
a term of two years; and the fifth candidate elected shall serve for a 
term of one year. 

(i) The boards of water and sewer commissioners, park com¬ 
missioners and cemetery commissioners, in office at the time the 
charter is adopted, shall continue to hold tha'r office and to perform 
their duties, until the final adjournment of tine annual town meeting 
of the town, in the year following the year Hi which the charter is 
adopted. At such time, their offices shall be abolished. It is the 
intention of this provision, however, that the said boards shall 
continue to exercise the control and management of the public 
works activities of the town until full provision for the integration of 
such functions into a new public works department, as provided in 
section 5-4 of the charter, can be achieved; provided, however, it is 
the specific intention of this provision that the boards shall coor¬ 
dinate all of their activity with the board of selectmen in order that 
such cooperation and coordination as it is practical to achieve prior 
to the actual transfer of functions, might be achieved. 

(j) The board of selectmen shall, immediately following the 
election at which the charter is adopted, initiate procedures to 
recruit a town manager. In addition to the general qualifications as 
stated in section 4-1, the initial qualifications for this position shall 
be that the person have served full time as a city or town manager 
for not less than three years and that the appointee be a member, or 
associate member, in good standing of the International City 
Management Association. TTie appointment to fill this position shall 
be made effective not later than September 15 In the year in which 
the charter is adopted. 

(k) TTie position of executive secretary to the board of selectmen 
is hereby abolished. Nothing contained in the charter shall be 
construed as to grant to the incumbent of that office at the time the 
charter is adopted, any right or privilege to be retained in the 
employment of the town. It is the specific intention of this provision 
that such person not automatically be continued in office under the 
designation of town manager, which office is created by article 4 of 
the charter. There shall be a widespread, diligent search for can¬ 
didates to be considered for the appointment to the office of town 
manager. The incumbent executive secretary may be such a 
candidate. 

(l) The playground and recreation committee established by 
vote of the 1968 annual town meeting (article 5 ) is hereby abolished 
and the terms of office of all members terminated, effective upon 
the appointment of the town manager. The powers and duties of the 
recreation committee shall be exercised by the director of 
recreation who shall report directly to the town manager. 

(in) The town clerk, the treasurer-collector, the constable and 
the commissioners of trust funds who have heretobefore been 
elected and who will henceforth be appointed under the provisions 
of this charter, shall serve for the balance of the terms for which 
they were elected but their successors shall be appointed. 

<n) Beginning with the election in the year following the year in 
which the charter is adopted, members of the planning board shall 
be elected for terms of three years each.

Provisions of the net establish an in¬ 
dependent Corrupt Practices Com¬ 
mission. with five members to be ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor to Htaggered five 
year terms The Commission has sub¬ 
poena powers and is to investigate, by 
means of secret hearings, candidates' 
compliance with all state and federal 
laws relating to political campaign 
contributions and expenditures and 
corrupt practices. If probable cause is 
shown, the Comission is required to direct 
the Attorney General to take further 
action in the proper form and is required 
to make public a report of such action. In 
cases involving the campaign practices 
of the Attorney General himself, a special 
attorney is to be appointed If no probable 
cause is shown, the Commission Is to 
state so publicly.

telegraph > to report the purchase of 
medin services by candidates. Media 
expenses of candidates for the offices of 
district attorney, clerk of court, register 
of probate and insolvency, register of 
deeds, county commissioner, county 
treasurer and sheriff are limited to $.07 
for each resident of the respective 
electoral district. Other provisions of the 
act require candidates, upon official 
announcement or filing of nomination 
papers, to report all political receipts and 
expenditures since the date of the last 
general election for the office sought, and 
count such expenditures toward spending 
limits The act also limits candidates to 
one political committee.

Debate On Questions 2, 4 


The Star this week concludes its pro and 
con discussion of the eight (|uestion's on next 
Tuesday's ballot. 

The Winchester l.eague of Women Voters 
prepared the discussion on six of the ballot 
questions. Because (he league has taken a 
position on two of the questions—House cut 
and use of highway fund for mass transit — 
they did not debate those questions in print. 

The Star, therefore, has taken the pro and 
con discussion on those two questions from 
material prepared by the Massachusetts 
Taxpayers Foundation. Inc. 

HIGHWAY KIM) 

This initiative amendment of the con 
stitution would permit the use of money Irom 
the state highway fund for support of mass 
transportation, effective in 1975. 

The highway fund receives taxes from 
motor fuel, motor vehicle registration fees 
and operator license fees 

A 1MB amendment sponsored by the 
petroleum industry restricts its use to pur 
poses directly related to highways and their 
use 

This initiative petition carrying over tttt.OOO 
signatures was filed in 11171 with the support 
of the governor and key legislators. 

Citizen groups, such as the League of 
Women Voters and Common Cause, among 
others, promote the broadening of highway 
fund use in recognition of the need for a 
balanced transportation system which in 
eludes highways but is not wholly dependent 
on them. 

They believe that the money available 
through the highway fund should be used for 
all forms of transportation, and that this will 
directly benefit the user of the highways also. 

Proponents of the amendment note the 
national trend to support of mass transit, the 
federal highways funds released for such 
purposes in l!)7.'l, and the multibillion dollar 
program of transit aid now pending in 
Washington 

They note t ha t the environmental 
Protection Agency is requiring reduced 
automobile use inside Itoute ■195 and that a 
principal alternative is mass transit 

Revenue, they point out, must be found for 
mass transit support in metropolitan and non 
metropolitan areas alike. The highway fund is 
one potential source. 

Opponents, including the American 
Automobile Association (AAAi, note that all 
present revenues are allocated and no surplus 
is available in the highway fund 

They argue that this amendment will lead 
to higher gas taxes for mass transit purposes, 
added to ihe already high cost of gasoline. 
They note that the debt service account in the 
highway fund is the only possible source of 
funds and that the accelerated highway 
program will consume all of these funds until 
1976. 

It is contended that all available highway 
fund revenues, and more, are needed to 
improve the highway system 

Motorists, they claim, should not be 
required to pay for people who don't use the 
highways. 

Other forms of taxation would provide a 
fairer revenue source, less burdensome on 
low-income people and on those who depend 
on the highways for their living. 

Opponents also maintain that massive 
federal aid for mass transit makes large- 
scale state aid unnecessary. 

HOUSE CUT 

This is an amendment of the consitugion 
which requires reduction of the size of the 
House of Representatives from 240 to 16() 
members as of January 1979. 

A census of the population would be taken 
in 1975 and every 111 years thereafter for 
determining the representative, senatorial 
and councillor districts. 

Following the census, the General Court 
would divide the Commonwealth into I tin 
contiguous representative districts and It) 
senatorial districts so that each represen 
talive and senator represents an equal 
number of inhabitants. 

The House has been limited to 240 mem 
bers since enactment of a constitutional 


amendment in 1R57 

Before that time the House sometimes 
numbered more than 700 members The 240 
member limitation was hailed as an ef 
ficiency move. 

An initiative amendment was filed in 1967 
to reduce the size of the House to 160 mem¬ 
bers fEarlier proposals promoted a 120 
member body.) 

The initiative petition was challenged but 
eventually passed the House and Senate in 
1968 Court action forced the General Court to 
sit again in review of the petition in 1969 

It was defeated by one vote. Strong public 
sentiment encouraged a legislative amend¬ 
ment fora House cut in 1971 This was passed 
and approved by joint sessions of Ihe General 
Court in 1971 and 1973. 

The original initiative petition called for a 
special commission to define new districts 
The present amendment calls for the General 
Court to complete the redistricting 

Proponents, led by the Massachusetts 
League of Women Voters, maintain that a 
smaller House size will promote better 
government. They argue that elimination ol 
multi member districts and creation of larger 
districts will encourage less parochial and 
more capable representation. 

Dollars saved in legislative salaries and 
expenses, they contend, would be available 
for more adequate staffing for each member 
or committee with commensurate benefits in 
the legislative product Presently most 
members have no paid legislative aides 

A smaller House will, it is aaid, promote a 
better quality of legislator He will be more 
visible to his constituents, and corrcspon 
dingly more involved, informed and 
responsible 

Proponents note that the size of the House 
is an arbitrary number, with Massachusetts 
having the second largest lower House in the 
nation 

They note that the National Municipal 
League (1963), the Committee for Economic 
Development (1967), and the Citizens Con¬ 
ference on State Legislatures all have 
recognized that most lower Houses are too 
large and should be reduced in size. 

Their recommended ideal sizes, where 
staled, fall below the 16(1 member body this 
amendment requires. 

The League of Women Voters maintains 
that Ihe progressive nature of government in 
Massachusetts has occurred in spite of, 
rather than because of the size of the House. 
They maintain that the House often "lags 
behind” the people and responds belatedly to 
their needs. 

Opponents of reduction in the size of the 
House cite the very arbitrariness of suggested 
ideal size as proof that size has little to do with 
the relative quality of the House. 

They fear that reduction will have several 
adverse effects: legislators will be less able to 
service the needs of their constituents; less 
affluent people will find it difficult to run in 
larger districts; and minority groups may 
lose representation 

Massachusetts Citizens for Participation 
Politics has opposed reduction, questioning 
Ihe assumption that fewer members will in 
fad improve the work of the House. 

Other opponents, notably the speaker of 
the House himself, argue that the large size of 
the House ensures that a growing population 
will still have access to its legislators 

They maintain that participatory 
democracy will suffer at the expense of 
supposed efficiency. Efficiency, they note, is 
not a prime requisite of democracy, and the 
most efficient form of government is it 
totalitarian dictatorship. 

The size of the I louse has little effect upon 
the quality of its work, they say. 

Opponents also note that straight com¬ 
parisons of the size of the House with those of 
other states arc not fair. 

Each member of the smaller Houses in 
many smaller states represents ap¬ 
proximately the same number of inhabitants 
as Massachusetts House members. When 
ranked by number of constituents per House 
member, Massachusetts ranks 28th, which is 
the national average of about 22,00(1 
inhabitants per representative.

Through a letter from Paul A Fitzgerald. 
FEA area manager, selectmen learned of an 
FEA investigation to determine Winchester's 
compliance with the Federal Energy Man 
datory Petroleum Allocation regulations. 

According to Fitzgerald, the investigation 
has disclosed that Winchester, a wholesale 
purchaser-consumer, "solicited and accepted 
competitive bids to be supplied No, 2 and No. 5 
hearing oil from suppliers "ther than their 
base period suppliers." 

Fitzgerald pointed out that “soliciting 
competitive bids, when the base period 
supplier is able and willing to supply, con¬ 
stitutes a probable violation of Section 211.9 of 
the Mandatory Petroleum Allocation 
Regulations.)' 

He explains this section "provides that 
wholesale purchaser-consumers shall be 
supplied by their base period suppliers and 
that such supplier-purchaser relationship 
shall be maintained for the duration of the 
mandatory petroleum allocation program " 
Fitzgerald said, "This relationship may 
not be revised or otherwise terminated except 
by the mutual consent of both parties." 

Fitzgerald said the town may file a reply 
within 10 days of receipt of the notice, in 
writing. The letter, dated Oct 21, was 
received in the selectmen s office Oct. 22 
Fitzgerald’s letter stated that if the 
selectmen do not reply within the time 
allowed, they are conceding the accuracy of 
the “factual allegations and legal conclusions 
stated in the notice." 

His letter concluded: "You should also be 
aware that if the violation described in this 
notice is found to have in fact existed, you will 
be subject to the penalties and sanctions 
described in 10 CFR 205.202 for each day that 
the violation described in this notice has 
persisted. That section provides for a civil 
penalty of $2500 per violation or a criminal 
penalty of $5000 per violation." 

Town Counsel Douglas Randall called 
Fitzgerald's communication "an intemperate 


letter" with a "threatening” tone. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar said he would 
like to know why the investigation was con¬ 
ducted and who could have initiated it 

Chairman Vito Giarrizzo said it was 
probably Union Petroleum "who wanted Ihe 
entire bid instead of a part." The selectmen 
voted earlier this year to divide the bid award 
between two suppliers 

In discussion selectmen determined they 
would ask Union Petroleum for "a letter of 
mutual consent" and also ask FEA for an 
extension of time. Selectmen have already 
asked for regulations. 

In conclusion. Giarrizzo asked his 
associates for any further comments. In 
jovial manner, he said, "If none, see you in 
jail." 

Selectmen received a letter from the 
Finance and Advisory Board of Stoneham on 
the matter of a new position for property 
accountant at the Northeast Metropolitan 
Regional Vocational School. 

The Stoneham board "is very conscious of 
the present economic difficulties in our 
communities and feels that the establishment 
of (his new position at this time is ill 
advised." 

Their reasons are because the annual cost 
will be more than $20.out); and they feel the 
duties to be performed and objective to be 
attained “can very easily be realized through 
minor realignment of existing personnel. 

The Stoneham board said they feel to 
establish a property accountant at this time 
would lie an indication of lack of fiscal con¬ 
cern. 

In discussing the matter, Winchester 
selectmen voted to support the Stoneham 
approach to the new position. 

They also voted to send a letter of praise to 
Gerard Donahoe, Winchester's represen¬ 
tative on the Northeast Regional School 
Committee, for voting against hiring Anthony 
C. Moschcila Jr. for the new position of 
property accountant. Moschella is the son of 
Anthony C. Moschella Sr., the representative 
to the school board from Revere.

With the facts they 
give him about "fair 
market value," he can 
represent you belter in 
direct negotiation, at a 
preliminary hearing, or (if 
necessary) In a court 
action.
